That in compliance with the foregoing resolution the Vice 
President had appointed as said committee Mr. Martin of Vir- 
ginia and Mr. Lodge.

Resolved, That the Secretary inform the House of Represen- 
tatives that a quorum of the Senate is assembled and that the 
Senate is ready to proceed to business.

S. J. Res. 187. Joint resolution providing for the filling of a 
vacancy in the Board of Regents of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, of the class other than Members of Congress.

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate con- 
curring). That the two Houses of Congress assemble in the Hall 
of the House of Representatives on Monday, the 2d day of De- 
cember, 1918, at 1 o'clock in the afternoon, for the purpose of 
receiving such communications as the President of the United 
States shall be pleased to make to them.

Mr. Kitehin submitted the following concurrent resolution 
which, by unanimous consent, was considered and agreed to :

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate con- 
curring), That the two Houses of Congress assemble in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives on Monday, the 2d day 
of December, 1918, at 1 o'clock in the afternoon, for the purpose 
of receiving such communication as the President of the United 
States shall be pleased to make to them. 

Ordered, That the^Clerk request the concurrence of the Sen- 
ate in the said resolution. 

And then, 

On motion of Mr. Kitehin, by unanimous consent, at 12 
o'clock and 40 minutes p. m., the House stood in recess until 
12 o'clock and 50 minutes p. m. 

AFTER THE BECESS — 12 O'CLOCK AND 50 MINUTES P. if. 

The House was called to order by the Speaker. 

Mr. Kitehin, on behalf of the committee appointed on the part 
of the House to inform the President that a quorum of the 
House is present and that the Congress is ready to receive any 
communications he may be pleased to make, reported that they 
had performed that duty and that the President had directed 
them to report to the House that he desired to be present and 
deliver his message to Congress in person at the hour ap- 
pointed. 

At 12 o'clock and 57 minutes p. m., the Doorkeeper an- 
nounced the Vice President and the Members of the United 
States Senate, 

When, 

The Members of the Senate, preceded by the Vice President, 
entered the Hall of the House, the Vice President assumed the 
chair at the right of the Speaker, and the Members of the Senate 
took the seats assigned them. 

The Speaker appointed Mr. Kitehin, Mr. Sherley, Mr. Flood, 
Mr. Mann, and Mr. Gillett as a committee on the part of the 
House to wait upon and escort the President into the Hall of 
the House. 

The Vice President appointed Mr. Martin, Mr. 'Hitchcock, Mr. 
Simmons, Mr. Lodge, and Mr. Kellogg as members of a like 
committee on the part of the Senate. 

At 1 o'clock and 2 minutes p. m., the President, attended by 
the said committees of the Senate and House, entered the Hall 
of the House, and the President stood at the Clerk's desk and 
'lelivered his address as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Congress : The year that has elapsed since 
I last stood before you to fulfill my constitutional duty to give 
to the Congress from time to time information on the state of 
the Union has been so crowded with great events, great processes, 
and great results that I cannot hope to give you an adequate pic- 
ture of its transactions or of the far-reaching changes which 
have been wrought in the life of our nation and of the world. 
You have yourselves witnessed these things, as I have. It is 
too soon to assess them ; and we who stand in the midst of them 
and are part of them are less qualified than men of another 
generation will be to say what they mean, or even what they 
have been. But some great outstanding facts are unmistakable 
and constitute, In a sense, part of the public business with which 
it is our duty to deal. To state them Is to set the stage for the 
legislative and executive action which must grow out of them 
and which we have yet to shape and determine. 

A year ago we had sent 145,918 men overseas. Since then we 
have sent 1,950,513, an average of 162,542 each month, the num- 
ber in fact rising, in May last to 245,951, in June to 278,760, in 
July to 307,182, and continuing to reach similar figures In August 
and September,— in August 289,570 and in September 257,438. 
No such movement of troops ever took place before, across three 
thousand miles of sea, followed by adequate equipment and sup- 
plies, and carried safely through extraordinary dangers of at- 
tack, — dangers which were alike strange and infinitely difficult 
to guard against In all this movement only seven hundred and 
fifty-eight men were lost by enemy attack, — six hundred and 
thirty of whom were upon a single English transport which was 
sunk near the Orkney Islands. 

I need not tell you what lay back of this great movement of 
men and material. It is not invidious to say that back of it lay 
a supporting organization of the industries of the country and 
of all its productive activities more complete, more thorough in 
method and effective in result, more spirited and unanimous in 
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purpose and effort than any other great belligerent had' been able 
to effect. We profited greatly by the experience of the nations 
which had already been engaged for nearly three years in the 
exigent and exacting business, their every resource and every 
executive proficiency taxed to the utmost. We -were their pupils. 
But we learned quickly and acted with a promptness and a readi- 
ness of cooperation that justify our great pride that we were able 
to serve the world with unparalleled energy and quick accom- 
plishment 

But it is not the physical scale and executive efficiency of 
preparation, supply, equipment and despatch that I would dwell 
upon, but the mettle and quality of the officers and men we sent 
over and of the sailors who kept the seas, and the spirit of the 
nation that stood behind them. No soldiers or sailors ever 
proved themselves more quickly ready for. the test of battle or 
acquitted themselves with more splendid courage and achieve- 
ment when put to the test. Those of us who played some part 
in directing the great processes by which the war was pushed 
irreslstably forward to the final triumph may now forget ail that 
and delight our thoughts with the story of what our men did. 
Their officers understood the grim and exacting task they had 
undertaken and performed it with an audacity, efficiency, and 
unhesitating courage that touch the story of convoy and battle 
with imperishable distinction at every turn, whether the enter- 
prise were great or small, — from their great chiefs, Pershing 
and Sims, down to the youngest lieutenant ; and their men were 
worthy of them, — such men as hardly need to be commanded, 
and go to their terrible adventure blithely and with the quick 
intelligence of those who know just what it is they would accom- 
plish. I am proud to be the fellow-countryman of men of such 
stuff and valour. Those of us who stayed at home did our duty ; 
the war could not have been won or the gallant men who fought 
it given their opportunity to win it otherwise; but for many 
a long day we shall think ourselves " accurs'd we were not there, 
and hold our manhoods cheap while any speaks that fought" 
with these at St Mihiel or Thierry. The memory of those days 
of triumphant battle will go with these fortunate men to their 
graves ; and each will have his favourite memory. " Old men 
forget; yet all shall be forgot, but he'll remember with advan- 
tages what feats he did that day ! " 

What we all thank God for with deepest gratitude is that 
our men went in force into the line of battle just at the critical 
moment when the whole fate of the world seemed to hang in 
the balance arid threw their fresh strength into the ranks of 
freedom in time to turn the whole tide and sweep of the fate- 
ful struggle, — turn it once for all, so that henceforth it was 
back, back, back for their enemies, always back, never again 
forward ! After that it was only a scant four months before the 
commanders of the Central Empires knew themselves beaten; 
and now their very empires are in liquidation ! 

And throughout it all how fine the spirit of the nation was: 
what uity of purpose, what untiring zeal! What elevation of 
purpose ran through all its splendid display of strength, its 
untiring accomplishment. I have said that those of us who 
stayed at home to do the work of organization and supply will 
always wish that we had been with the men whom we sus- 
tained by our labour; but we can never be ashamed. It has 
been an inspiring thing to be here in the midst of fine men who 
had turned aside from every private interest of their own and 
devoted the whole of their trained capacity to the tasks that 
supplied the sinews of the whole great undertaking! The pa- 
triotism, the unselfishness, the thoroughgoing devotion and dis- 
tinguished capacity that marked their toilsome labours, day 
after day, month after month, have made them fit mates and 
comrades of the men in the trenches and on the sea. And not 
the men here in Washington only. They have but directed the 
vast achievement. Throughout Innumerable factories, upon in- 
numerable farms, in the depths of coal mines and iron mines 
and copper mines, wherever the stuffs of industry were to be 
obtained and prepared, in the shipyards, on the railways, at 
the docks, on the sea, in every labour that was needed to sustain 
the battle lines, men have vied with each other to do their part 
and do it well. They can look any man-at-arms in the face, 
and say, We also strove to win and gave the best that was in 
us to make our fleets and armies sure of their triumph ! 

And what shall we say of the women, — of their Instant intel- 
ligence, quickening every task that they touched ; their capacity 
for organization and cooperation, which gave their action disci- 
pline and enhanced the effectiveness of everything they at- 
tempted ; their aptitude at tasks to which they had never before 
set their hands ; their utter self-sacrifice alike in what they did 
and in what they gave? Their contribution to the great result 
is beyond appraisal. They have added a new lustre to the 
annals of American womanhood. 



The least tribute we can pay them is to make them the equals 
of men in political rights as they have proved themselves their 
equals in every field of practical work they have entered, 
whether for themselves or for their country. These great days 
of completed achievement would be sadly marred were we to 
omit that act of justice. Besides the Immense practical serv- 
ices they have rendered, .the women of the country have been 
the moving spirits in the systematic economies by which our 
people have voluntarily assisted to supply the suffering peoples 
of the world and the armies upon every front with food and 
everything else that we had that might serve the common cause. 
The details of such a story can never be fully written, but we 
carry them at our hearts and thank God that we can say that 
we are the kinsmen of such. 

And now we are sure the great triumph for which every sac- 
rifice was made. It has come, come in its completeness, and 
with the pride and inspiration of these days of achievement 
quick within us we turn to the tasks of peace again, — a peace 
secure against the violence of irresponsible monarchs and ambi- 
tious military coteries and made ready for a new order, for new 
foundations of justice and fair dealing. 

We are about to give order and organization to this peace not 
only for ourselves but for the other peoples of the world as 
well, so far as they will suffer us to serve them. It is interna- 
tional justice that we seek, not domestic safety merely. Our 
thoughts have dwelt of late upon Europe, upon Asia, upon the 
near and the far East, very little upon the acts of peace and 
accommodation that wait to be performed at our own doors. 
While we are adjusting our relations with the rest of the world 
is it not of capital importance that we should clear away all 
grounds of misunderstanding with our immediate neighbors and 
give proof of the friendship we really feel? I hope that the 
members of the Senate will permit me to speak once more of 
the unratified treaty of friendship and adjustment with the Re- 
public of Colombia. I very earnestly urge upon them an early 
and favourable action upon that vital matter. I believe that 
they will feel, with me, that the stage of affairs is now set for 
such action as will be not only just but generous and in the 
spirit of the new age upon which we have so happily entered. 

So far as our domestic affairs are concerned the problem of 
our return to peace is a problem of economic and industrial re- 
adjustment. That problem is less serious for us than it may 
turn out to be for the nations which have suffered the dis- 
arrangements and the losses of war longer than we. Our people, 
moreover, do not wait to be coached and led. They know their 
own business, are quick and resourceful at every readjustment, 
definite in purpose, and self-reliant in action. Any leading 
strings we might seek to put them in would speedily become 
hopelessly tangled because they would pay no attention to them 
and go their own way. All that we can do as their legislative 
and executive servants is to mediate the process of change here, 
there, and elsewhere as we may. I have heard much counsel 
as to the plans that should be formed and personally con- 
ducted to a happy consummation, but from no quarter have I 
seen any general scheme of " reconstruction " emerge which 
1 thought It likely we could force our spirited business men 
and self-reliant labourers to accept with due pliancy and obedi- 
ence. 

While the war lasted we set up many agencies by which to 
direct the Industries of the country in the services it was neces- 
sary ,for them to render, by which to make sure of an abundant 
supply of the materials needed, by which to check undertakings 
that could for the time be dispensed with and stimulate those 
that were most serviceable in war, by which to gain for the pur- 
chasing departments of the Government a certain control over 
the prices of essential articles and materials, by which to re- 
strain trade with alien enemies, make the most of the available 
shipping, and systematize financial transactions, both public and 
private, so that there would be no unnecessary conflict or con- 
fusion, — by which, in short, to put every material energy of the 
country in harness to draw the common load and make of us 
one team in the accomplishment of a great task. But the mo- 
ment we knew the armistice to have been signed we took the 
harness off. Raw materials upon which the Government had 
kept its hand for fear there should not be enough for the in- 
dustries that supplied the armies have been released and put 
into the general market again. Great industrial plants whose 
whole output and machinery had been taken over for the uses 
of the Government have been set free to return to the uses to 
which they were put before the war. It has not been possible 
to remove so readily or so quickly the control of foodstuffs and 
of shipping, because the world has still to be fed from our 
granaries and the ships are still needed to send supplies to our 
men oversea and to bring the men back as fast as the disturbed; 
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conditions on the other side of the water permit; but even 
there restraints are being relaxed as much as possible and more 
and more as the weeks go by. 

Never before have there been agencies in existence in this 
country which knew so much of the field of supply, of labour, and 
of industry as the War Industries Board, the War Trade Board, 
the Labour Department, the Food Administration, and the Fuel 
Administration have known since their labours became thor- 
oughly systematized ; and they have not been isolated agencies ; 
they have been directed by men who represented the permanent 
Departments of the Government and so have been the centres 
of unified and cooperative action. It has been the policy of the 
Executive, therefore, since the armistice was assured (which 
is in effect a complete submission of the enemy) to put the 
knowledge of these bodies at the disposal of the business men 
of the country and to offer their intelligent mediation at every 
point and in every matter where it was desired. It is surprising 
how fast the process of return to a peace footing has moved in 
the three weeks since the fighting stopped. It promises to out- 
run any inquiry that may be instituted and any aid that may 
be offered. It will not be easy to direct it any better than it 
will direct itself. The American business man is of quick 
initiative. 

The ordinary and normal processes of private initiative will 
not, however, provide immediate employment for all of the men 
of our returning armies. Those who are of trained capacity, 
those who are skilled workmen, those who have acquired famil- 
iarity with established businesses, those who are ready and will- 
ing to go to the farms, all those whose aptitudes are known or 
will be sought out by employers will find no difficulty, it is safe 
to say, in finding place and employment. But there will be 
others who will be at a loss where to gain a livelihood unless 
pains are taken to guide them and put them in the way of work. 
There will be a large floating residuum of labour which should 
not be left wholly to shift for itself. It seems to me important, 
therefore, that the development of public works of every sort 
should be promptly resumed, in order that opportunities should 
be created for unskilled labour in particular, and that plans 
should be made for such developments of our unused lands and 
our natural resources as we have hitherto lacked stimulation 
to undertake. 

I particularly direct your attention to the very practical 
plans which the Secretary of the Interior has developed in his 
annual report and before your Committees for the reclamation 
of arid, swamp, and cut-over lands which might, If the States 
were willing and able to cooperate, redeem some three hun- 
dred million acres of land for cultivation. There are said to 
be fifteen or twenty million acres of land in the West, at present 
arid, for whose reclamation water is available, if properly con- 
served. There are about two hundred and thirty million acres 
from which the forests have been cut but which have never yet 
been cleared for the plow and which lie waste and desolate 
These lie scattered all over the Union. And there Are nearly 
eighty million acres of land that lie under swamps or subject to 
periodical overflow or too wet for anything but grazing which 
It is perfectly feasible to drain and protect and redeem. The 
Congress can at once direct thousands of the returning soldiers 
to the reclamation of the arid lands which it has already under- 
taken, if it will but enlarge the plans and the appropriations 
which it has entrusted to the Department of the Interior. It 
is possible in dealing with our unused land to effect a great 
rural and agricultural development which will afford the best 
sort of opportunity to men who want to help themselves; and 
the Secretary of the Interior has thought the possible methods 
out in a way which is worthy of your most friendly attention. 

I have spoken of the control which must yet for a while, per- 
haps for a long while, be exercised over shipping because of the 
priority of service to which our forces overseas are entitled 
and which should also be accorded the shipments which are 
to save recently liberated peoples from starvation and many 
devastated regions from permanent ruin. May I not say a special 
word about the needs of Belgium and northern France? No 
sums of money paid by way of indemnity will serve of them- 
selves to save them from hopeless disadvantage for years to 
come. Something more must be done than merely find the 
money. If they had money and raw materials in abundance 
to-morrow they could not resume their place in the Industry 
of the world to-morrow, — the very important place they held 
before the flame of war swept across them. Many of their 
factories are razed to the ground. Much of their machinery is 
destroyed or has been taken away. Their people are scattered 
and many of their best workmen are dead. Their markets 
will be taken by others, if they are not in some special way 
assisted to rebuild their factories and replace their lost instru- 
ments of manufacture. They should not be left to the vicissi- 



tudes of the sharp competition for materials and for industrial 
facilities which is now to set in. I hope, therefore, that the 
Congress will not be unwilling, if it should become necessary, 
to grant to some such agency as the War Trade Board the right 
to establish priorities of export and supply for the benefit of 
these people whom we have been so happy to assist in saving 
from the German terror and whom we must not now thought- 
lessly leave to shift for themselves in a pitiless competitive 
market. 

For the steadying and facilitation of our own domestic busi- 
ness readjustments nothing is more important than the imme- 
diate determination of the taxes that are to be levied for 1918, 
1919, and 1920. As much of the burden of taxation must be 
lifted from business as sound methods of financing the Govern- 
ment will permit, and those who conduct the great essential 
industries of the country must be told as exactly as possible 
what obligations to the Government they will be expected to 
meet in the years immediately ahead of them. It will be of 
serious consequence to the country to delay removing all uncer- 
tainties in this matter a single day longer than the right proc- 
esses of debate justify. It is idle to talk of successful and 
confident business reconstruction before those uncertainties are 
resolved. 

If the war had continued it would have been necessary to 
raise at least eight billion dollars by taxation payable in the year 
1919; but the war has ended and I agree with the Secretary of 
the Treasury that it will be safe to reduce the amount to six 
billions. An immediate rapid decline in the expenses of the 
Government is not to be looked for. Contracts made for war 
supplies will, indeed, be rapidly canceled and liquidated, but 
their Immediate liquidation will make heavy drains on the 
Treasury for the months just ahead of us. The maintenance of 
our forces on the other side of the sea is still necessary. A 
considerable proportion of those forces must remain in Europe 
during the period of occupation, and those which are brought 
home will be transported and demobilized at heavy expense for 
months to come. The interests on our war debt must of course 
be paid and provision made for the retirement of the obligations 
of the Government which represent it. But these demands 
will of course fall much below what a continuation of military 
operations would have entailed and six billions should suffice 
to supply a sound foundation for the financial operations of the 
year. 

I entirely concur with the Secretary of the Treasury in recom- 
mending that the two billions needed in addition to the four 
billions provided by existing law be obtained from the profits 
which have accrued and shall accrue from war contracts' and 
distinctively war business, but that these taxes be confined to the 
war profits accruing in 1918, or in 1919 from business originating 
in war contracts. I urge your acceptance of his recommenda- 
tion that provision be made now, not subsequently, that the taxes 
to be paid in 1920 should be reduced from six to four billions. 
Any arrangements less definite than these would add elements 
of doubt and confusion to the critical period of industrial read- 
justment through which the country must now immediately pass, 
and which no true friend of the nation's essential business inter- 
ests can afford to be responsible for creating or prolonging. 
Clearly determined conditions, clearly and simply charted, are 
indispensable to the economic revival and rapid industrial de- 
velopment which may confidently be expected if we act now 
and sweep all interrogation points away. 

1 take it for granted that the Congress will carry out the 
naval programme which was undertaken before we entered the 
war. The Secretary of the Navy has submitted to your Com- 
mittees for authorization that part of the programme which 
covers the building plans of the next three years. These plans 
have been prepared along the lines and In accordance with the 
policy which the Congress established, not under the exceptional 
conditions of the war, but with the intention of adhering to a 
definite method of development for the navy. I earnestly recom- 
mend the uninterrupted pursuit of that policy. It would clearly 
be unwise for us to attempt to adjust our programmes to a 
future world policy as yet undetermined. 

The question which causes me the greatest concern is the 
question of the policy to be adopted towards the railroads. I 
frankly turn to you for counsel upon it. I have no confident 
judgment of my own. I do not see how any thoughtful man 
can have who knows anything of the complexity of the problem. 
It is a problem which must be studied, studied immediately, and 
studied without bias or prejudice. Nothing can be gained by 
becoming partisans of any particular plan of settlement 

It was necessary that the administration of the railways 
should be taken oyer by the Government so long as the war 
lasted. It would have been impossible otherwise to establish 
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and carry through under a single direction the necessary priori- 
ties of shipment. It would have been impossible otherwise to 
combine maximum production at the factories and mines and 
farms with the maximum possible car supply to take the prod- 
ucts to the ports and markets; impossible to route troop ship- 
ments and freight shipments without regard to the advantage or 
disadvantage of the roads employed; impossible to subordinate, 
when necessary, all questions of convenience to the public neces- 
sity ; Impossible to give the necessary financial support to the 
roads from the public treasury. But all these necessities have 
now been served, and the question is, what is best for the rail- 
roads and for the public in the future. 

Exceptional circumstances and exceptional methods of admin- 
istration were not needed to convince us that the railroads were 
•not equal to the immense tasks of transportation imposed upon 
them by the rapid and continuous development of the industries 
of the country. We knew that already. And we knew that 
they were unequal to it partly because their full cooperation 
was rendered impossible by law and their competition made 
obligatory, so that it has been impossible to assign to them 
severally the traffic which could best be carried by their respec- 
tive lines in the interest of expedition and national economy. 

We may hope, I believe, for the formal conclusion of the war 
by treaty by the time Spring has come. The twenty-one months 
to which the present control of the railways is limited after 
formal proclamation of peace shall have been made will run at 
the farthest, I take it for granted, only to the January of 1921. 
The full equipment of the railways which the federal adminis- 
tration had planned could not be completed within any such 
period. The present law does not permit the use of the revenues 
of the several roads for the execution of such plans except by 
formal contract with their directors, some of whom will consent 
while some will not, and therefore does not afford sufficient au- 
thority to undertake improvements upon the scale upon which it 
would be necessary to undertake them. Every approach to this 
difficult subject-matter of decision brings us face to face, there- 
fore, with this unanswered question: What is it right that we 
should do with the railroads, in the interest of the public and in 
fairness to their owners? 

Let me say at once that I have no answer ready. The only 
thing that is perfectly clear to me is that it is not fair either to 
the public or to the owners of the railroads to leave the question 
unanswered and that it will presently become my duty to re- 
linquish control of the roads, even before the expiration of the 
statutory period, unless there should appear some clear prospect 
in the mean time of a legislative solution. Their release would 
at least produce one element of a solution, namely certainty and 
a quick stimulation of private initiative. 

I believe that it will be serviceable for me to set forth as 
explicitly as possible the alternative courses that lie open to our 
choice. We can simply release the roads and go back to the old 
conditions of private management, unrestricted competition, and 
multiform regulation by both state and federal authorities; or 
we can go to the opposite extreme and establish complete govern- 
ment control, accompanied, if necessary, by actual government 
ownership; or we can adopt an intermediate course of modified 
private control, under a more unified and affirmative public regu- 
lation and under such alterations of the law as will permit waste- 
ful competition to be avoided and a considerable degree of unifi- 
cation of administration to be effected, as, for example, by 
regional corporations under which the railways of definable areas 
would be in effect combined in single systems. 

The one conclusion that I am ready to state with confidence 
is that it would be a disservice alike to the country and to the 
owners of the railroads to return to the old conditions unmodi- 
fied. Those are conditions of restraint without development. 
There is nothing affirmative or helpful about them. What the 
country chiefly needs is that all its means of transportation 
should be developed, its railways, its waterways, its highways, 
and its countryside roads. Some new element of policy, there- 
fore, is absolutely necessary, — necessary for the service of the 
public, necessary for the release of credit to those who are 
administering the railways, necessary for the protection of 
their security holders. The old policy may be changed much or 
little, but surely it cannot wisely be left as it was. I hope thar 
the Congress will have a complete and impartial study of the 
whole problem instituted at once and prosecuted as rapidly as 
possible. I stand ready and anxious to release the roads from 
the present control and I must do so at a very early date if by 
waiting until the statutory limit of time is reached I shall be 
merely prolonging the period of doubt and uncertainty which 
is hurtful to every interest concerned. 

I welcome this occasion to announce to the Congress my pur- 
pose to join in Paris the representatives of the governments 
with whU»h vvp hnv«* been n«<4ociated in the war against the 



Central Empires for the purpose of discussing with them the 
main features of the treaty of peace. I realize the great incon- 
veniences that will attend my leaving the country, particularly 
at this time, but the conclusion that It was my paramount duty 
to go has been forced upon me by considerations which I hope 
will seem as conclusive to you as they have seemed to me. 

The allied governments have accepted the bases of peace which 
I outlined to the Congress on the eighth of January last, as the 
Central Empires also have, and very reasonably desire my per- 
sonal counsel in their Interpretation and application, and it is 
highly desirable that I should give it in order that the sincere 
desire of our Government to contribute without selfish purpose 
of any kind to settlements that will be of common benefit to all 
the nations concerned may be made fully manifest. The peace 
settlements which are now to be agreed upon are of transcendent 
importance both to us and to the rest of the world, and I know 
of no business or interest which should take precedence of them. 
The gallant men of our armed forces on land and sea have con- 
sciously fought for the ideals which they knew to be the ideals 
of their country ; I have sought to express those ideals ; they 
have accepted my statements of them as the substance of their 
own thought and purpose, as the associated governments have 
accepted them ; I owe it to them to see to it, so far as in me lies, 
that no false or mistaken interpretation is put upon them, and 
no possible effort omitted to realize them. It is now my duty 
to play my full part in making good what they offered their life's 
blood to obtain. I can think of no call to service which could 
transcend this. 

I shall be in close touch with you and with affairs on this 
side the water, and you will know all that I do. At my request, 
the French and English governments have absolutely removed 
the censorship of cable news which until within a fortnight they 
had maintained and there is now no censorship whatever exer- 
cised at this end except upon attempted trade communications 
witli enemy countries. It has been necessary to keep an open 
wire constantly available between Paris and the Department of 
State and another between France and the Department of War. 
In order that this might be done with the least possible interfer- 
ence with the other uses of the cables, I have temporarily taken 
over the control of both cables in order that they may be used as 
a single system. I did so at the advice of the most experienced 
cable officials, and I hope that the results will justify my hope 
that the news of the next few months may pass with the utmost 
freedom and with the least possible delay from each side of the 
sea to the other. 

May I not hope. Gentlemen of the Congress, that in the deli- 
cate tasks I shall have to perform on the other side of the sea. 
in my efforts truly and faithfully to interpret the principles and 
purposes of the country we love, I may have the encouragement 
and the added strength of your united support? I realize the 
magnitude and difficulty of the duty I am undertaking; I am 
lK)ignantly aware of its grave responsibilities. I am the servant 
of the nation. I can have no private thought or purpose of my 
own In performing such an errand. I go to give the best that is 
in me to the common settlements which I must now assist in 
arriving at in conference with the other working heads of vthe 
associated governments. I shall count upon your friendly coun- 
tenance and encouragement. I shall not be inaccessible. The 
cables and the wireless will render me available for any counsel 
or service you may desire of me, and I shall be happy in the 
thought that I am constantly in touch with the weighty matters 
of domestic policy with which we shall have to deal. I shall 
make my absence as brief as possible and shall hope to return 
with the happy assurance that it has been possible to translate 
into action the great ideals for which America has striven. 

At 1 o'clock and 45 minutes p. m. the President retired from 
the Hall of the House. 

The Vice President and Members of the Senate returned to 
their Chamber.

Resolved, That House bill 12001, having been passed by the 
House on the 13th Instant and erroneously transcribed as fixing 
the salaries of circuit judges at $7,500 instead of $8,500 per 
annum, as fixed by the House, and so erroneously transcribed 
messaged to the Senate on the 16th instant, the Senate be 
respectfully requested to return same for correction. 

Ordered, That the Clerk notify the Senate thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Moon, the House resolved itself into the 
Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union for 
the further consideration of the bill H. R. iaS08, the Post Ofllce 
appropriation bill. 

The Speaker appointed Mr. Crisp Chairman to preside. 

After some time the committee rose, and the Speaker resumed 
the chair, when the Chairman reported that the Committee of 
the Whole House on the state of the Union, having had under 
consideration the said bill, had directed him to report the same 
back to the House with sundry amendments and with the 
recommendation that the amendments be agreed to and that the 
bill as amended do pass. 

The amendments recommended by the Committee of the 
Whole House on the state of the Union were agreed to. 

The bill as amended was ordered to be engrossed, was read 
a third time ; 

When, 

Mr. Ayres moved that the bill be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on the Post Office and Post Roads with Instructions to 
that committee to report the bill back to the House forthwith 
with the following amendment : 

Strike out the amendment offered by Mr. Green of Iowa, 
which amendment reads as follows :

825,000 ' and insert in lieu thereof * $58,625,000 ' ; after the word

insert ' $300,000 ' in lieu thereof ; and at the end of the amend- 
ment, after the words ' aeroplane service,' strike out the period, 
insert a comma, and add the following : 'And that no part of said 
sums shall be expended for the maintenance or operation of 
the aeroplanes above directed to be delivered to the Postmaster 
General by the Secretary of War, but such machines shall be 
operated and maintained by the personnel of the Air Service 
of the Army, under the control and direction of the Postmaster 
General.' "

Saulsbury, Mr. Curtis, Mr. Harding, Mr. Underwood, Mr. Wads- 
worth, Mr. Calder, Mr. Johnson of California, Mr. Kellogg, and 
Mr. Knox as said committee.

on the motion and all amendments thereto. 

The amendment offered to the motion by Mr. Blanton was not 
agreed to. 

The question being on agreeing to the motion to recommit. 

And being taken, 

Mr. Frear made the point of order that there was not a 
quorum present. 

A quorum not being present, the Speaker directed a call of 
the House.

The house also voted to express to you that it shares with your 
illustrious body this immense misfortune, and in order to asso- 
ciate itself with the feeling of sadness of the noble American 
people ii expresses the wish that the memory of the Illustrious 
Roosevelt may serve to cement more, if possible, the fraternal 
bonds which have united in glorious days the two peoples.

WEDNESDAY, JANUABY 22, 1919. 

The House was called to order by the Speaker. 

The Journal of the proceedings of yesterday was read and ap- 
proved.

The House was called to order by the Speaker. 

The Journal of the proceedings of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

Under clause 2 of Rule XXIV, executive and other communi- 
cations were taken from the Speaker's table and referred as 
follows :

to the same. 

Amendment numbered 1 : That the House recede from its dis- 
agreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 1, and 
agree to the same with an amendment as follows : In lieu of the 
matter proposed by the Senate insert the following : 

That a census of the population, agriculture, manufactures, 
forestry and forest products, and mines and quarries of the 
United States shall be taken by the Director of the Census in 
the year nineteen hundred and twenty and every ten years 
thereafter. The census herein provided for shall include each 
State, the District of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, and Porto Rico. 
A census of Guam and Samoa shall be taken in the same year by 
the respective governors of said islands and a census of the 
Panama Canal Zone by the governor of the Canal Zone in accord- 
ance with plans prescribed or approved by the Director of the 
Census.

tion, whether or not employer or employee, whether or not en- 
gaged in agriculture, school attendance, literacy, tenure of home 
and the encumbrance thereon, and the name and address of each 
blind or deaf and dumb person. 

The schedules relating to agriculture shall include name, color, 
sex, and country of birth of occupant of each farm, tenure, acre- 
age of farm, acreage of woodland, value of farm and improve- 
ments, and the encumbrance thereon, value of farm implements, 
number of live stock on farms, ranges, and elsewhere, and the 
acreage of crops and the quantities of crops and other farm 
products for the year ending December thirty- first next preceding 
the enumeration. Inquiries shall be made as to the quantity of 
land reclaimed by irrigation and drainage and the crops pro- 
duced; also as to the location and character of irrigation and 
drainage enterprises, and the capital invested in such enter- 
prises. 

The schedules of inquiries relating to manufacturers, to fores- 
try and forest products, and to mines and quarries shall include 
the name and location of each establishment; character of organi- 
sation, whether individual, corporate, or other form; character 
of business or kind of goods manufactured; amount of capital 
actually invested; number of proprietors, firm members, co- 
partners and officers, and the amount of their salaries; num- 
ber of employees and the amount of their wages; quantity and 
cost of materials used in manufactures; principal miscellaneous 
expenses; quantity and value of products; time in operation 
during the year; character and quantity of power used; and 
character and number of machines employed. 

The census of manufactures, of forestry and forest products, 
and of mines and quarries shall relate to the year ending De- 
cember thirty-first, next preceding the enumeration of popula- 
tion, and shall be confined to manufacturing establishments and 
mines and quarries which were in active operation during all or 
a portion of that year. The census of manufactures shall fur- 
thermore be confined to manufacturing establishments conducted 
under what is known as the factory system, exclusive of the so- 
called neighborhood, household, and hand industries. 

Whenever he shall deem it expedient, the Director of the 
Census may charge the collection of these statistics upon special 
agents or upon detailed employees, to be employed without re- 
spect to locality. 

The number, form, and subdivision of inquiries provided for 
in section eight shall be determined by the Director of the 
Census. 

And the Senate agree to the same.

Ordered, That the Committee on the Judiciary be discharged 
from the further consideration of the bill (H. R. 8426) relating 
to salaries of clerks of courts, and that the same be referred to 
the Committee on Expenditures in the Department of Justice. 

Mr. Houston submitted a conference report on the bill (H. R. 
11984) to provide for the Fourteenth and subsequent decennial 
. censuses. 

The conference report, together with the statement thereon, 
was ordered to be printed in the Record under the rule. 

The unfinished business being the further consideration of 
the bill H. R. 15018, the Agricultural appropriation bill, and the 
bill having been engrossed, it was read the third time.

Mr. McLaughlin of Michigan moved that the bill be recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Agriculture with instructions to that 
committee to report the same forthwith with the following 
amendment: Page 91, line 4, at the end of line 4, add the fol- 
lowing : 

Provided, That no part of the money appropriated by this act 
shall be used to pay the salary or compensation of any official or 
employee of the Department of Agriculture in excess of the 
salary or compensation he is now receiving in the office or 
position in which he is now engaged or for the work he is now 
doing if he shall be entitled to an increase of salary or compensa- 
tion or additional allowance of pay under or by virtue of any 
other act of Congress: Provided further, That this limitation 
shall not apply to persons employed outside the District of 
Columbia.

The House was called to order by the Speaker. 

The Journal of the proceedings of yesterday was read and 
approved.

for the purposes of this title and Title III, and the taxes there- 
under shall be computed and determined upon the basis of such 
return: Provided, That there shall be taken out of such consoli- 
dated net income and invested capital, the net income and in- 
vested capital of any such affiliated corporation organized after 
August first, nineteen hundred and fourteen, and not successor 
to a then existing business, fifty per centum or more of whose 
gross income consists of gains, profits, commissions, or other 
income, derived from a Government contract or contracts made 
between April sixth, nineteen hundred and seventeen, and No- 
vember eleventh, nineteen hundred and eighteen, both dates 
inclusive.

There 
shall be allotted in computing the income tax only one specific 
credit of $2,000 {as provided in section two hundred and thirty-

Returns sliall be made and taxes shall be paid under Title I 
of such act in Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands, as the case 
may be, by (1) every individual who is a citizen or resident of 
Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands or derives income from 
sources therein, and (2) every corporation created or organized 
in Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands or deriving income from 
sources therein. An individual who is neither a citizen nor a 
resident of Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands but derives in- 
come from sources therein, shall be taxed in Porto Rico or the 
Philippine Islands as a nonresident alien individual, and a cor- 
poration created or organized outside Porto Rico or tfie Philip- 
pine Islands and deriving income from sources therein shall be 
taxed in Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands as a foreign corpo- 
ration. For the purposes of section two hundred and sixteen and 
of paragraph (6) of subdivision (a) of section two hundred and 
thirty-four a tax imposed in Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands 
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upon the net income of a corporation shall not be deemed to be a 
tax under this title. 

The Porto Rican or Philippine Legislature shall have power 
by due enactment to amend, alter, modify, or repeal the income- 
tax laws in force in Porto Rico or the Philippine Islands, re- 
spectively.

Twenty per centum of the amount of the net income in excess 
of the excess-profits credit (determined under section three hun- 
dred and twelve) and not in excess of twenty per centum of the 
invested capital; 

Second bracket. 

Forty per centum of the amount of the net income in excess of 
twenty per centum of the invested capital. 

(c) For the taxable year nineteen hundred and nineteen and 
each taxable year thereafter there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid upon the net income of every corporation which derives in 
such year a net income of more than $10,000 from any Govern- 
ment contract or contracts made between April sixth, nineteen 
hundred and seventeen, and November eleventh, nineteen hun- 
dred and eighteen, both dates inclusive, a sum equal to the sum 
of the follotcing: 

(1) Such a portion of a tax computed at the rates specified 
in subdivision (a) as the part of the net income attributable 
to such Government contract or contracts bears to the entire net 
income. In computing such tax the excess-profits credit and 
the war-profits credit applicable to the taxable year shall be 
used; 

(2) Such a portion of a tax computed at the rates specified 
in subdivision (b) as the part of the net income not attributable 
to such Government contract or contracts bears to the entire net 
income. 

For the purpose of determining the part of the net income 
attributable to such Government contract or contracts, the 
1>roper apportionment and allocation of the deductions with 
respect to gross income derived from such Government contract 
or contracts and from other sources, respectively, shall be deter- 
mined under rules and regulations prescribed by the commis- 
sioner with the approval of the Secretary. 

(d) In any case where the full amount of the excess-profits 
credit is not allowed under the first bracket of subdivision (a) 
or (b), by reason of the fact that such credit is in excess of 
twenty per centum of the invested capital, the part not so allowed 
shall be deducted from the amount in the second bracket. 

(e) For the purposes of the act approved March twenty- first, 
nineteen hundred and eighteen, entitled "An act to provide fot 
the operation of transportation systems while under Federal 
control, for the just compensation of their owners, and for other 
purposes," the tax imposed by this title shall be treated as 
levied by an act in amendment of Title II of the revenue act of 
nineteen hundred and seventeen. 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 232: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 282, 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu 
of the matter inserted by said amendment insert the following : 
the tax imposed by subdivision (a) of section three hundred 
and one shall in no case be more than thirty per centum of the 



amount of the net income in excess of $8,000 and not in excess 
of $20,000, plus eighty per centum of the amount of the net 
income in excess of $20,000; the tax imposed by subdivision (6) 
of section three hundred and one shall in no case be more than 
twenty pei- centum of the amount of the net income in excess 
of $3,000 and not in excess of $20,000, plus forty per centum of 
the amount of the net income in excess of $20,000; and the 
above limitations shall apply to the taxes computed under sub- 
divisions (a) and (b) of section three hundred and one, respec- 
tively, when used in subdivision (c) of that section.

Amendment numbered 236: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 236, 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu 
of the matter inserted by said amendment insert the following : 

(c) In the case of any corporation engaged in the mining of 
gold, the portion of the net income derived from the mining of 
gold shall be exempt from the tax imposed by this title, and the 
tax on the remaining portion of the net income shall be the pro- 
portion of a tax computed idthout the benefit of this subdivision 
which such remaining portion of the net income bears to the 
entire net income. 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 242: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 242. 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu 
of the matter inserted by said amendment insert the following : 

(c) If the corporation was not in existence dudng the whole 
of at least one calendar year during the prewar period, then, 
except as provided in subdivision (d), the war-profits credit 
shall be the sum of: 

(1) A specific exemption of $3,000; and 

(2) An amount equal to the same percentage of the invested 
capital of the taxpayer for the taxable year as the average per- 
centage of net income to invested capital, for the prewar period, 
of corporations engaged in a trade or business of the same gen- 
eral class as that conducted by the taxpayer; but such amount 
shall in no case be less than ten per centum of the invested capital 
of the taxpayer for the taxable year. Such average percentage 
shall be determined by the commissioner on the basis of data 
contained in returns made under Title II of the revenue act of 
nineteen hundred and seventeen, and the average known as the 
median shall be used. If such average percentage has not been 
determined and published at least thirty days prior to the time

(d) The war-profits credit shall be determined m the man- 
ner provided in subdivision (b) instead of in the manner pro- 
vided in subdivision (c), in the case of any corporation which 
was not in existence during the whole of at least one calendar 
year during the prewar period, if (1) a majority of its stock at 
any time during the taxable year is owned or controlled, directly 
or indirectly, by a corporation which was in existence during the 
whole of at least one calendar year during the prewar period, or 
if (2) fifty per centum or more of its gross income (as computed 
under section two hundred and thirty-three for income-tax pur- 
poses) consists of gains, profits, commissions, or other income, 
derived from a Government contract or contracts made between 
April sixth, nineteen hundred and seventeen, and November 
eleventh, nineteen hundred and eighteen, both dates inclusive. 

And the Senate agree to the same.

paid-in surplus: Provided, That the commissioner shall keep a 
record of all cgses in which tangible property is included in 
invested capital at a value in excess of the stock or shares is-

(c) Where a mixed aggregate of tangible property and in- 
tangible property has been paid in for stock or for stock and 
bonds and the commissioner is unable satisfactorily to deter- 
mine the respective values of the several classes of property at 
the time of payment, or to distinguish the classes of property 
paid in for stock and for bonds., respectively; 

(d) Where upon application by the corporation the commis- 
sioner finds and so declares of record that the tax if determined 



without benefit of this section would, owing to abnormal condi- 
tions affecting the capital or income of the corporation, work 
upon the corporation an exceptional hardship evidenced by gross 
disproportion between the tax computed without benefit of this 
section and the tax computed by reference to the representative 
corporations specified in section three hundred and twenty- 
eight. This subdivision shall not apply to any case (1) in 
which the tax (computed without benefit of this section) is high 
merely because the corporation earned within the taxable year 
a high rate of profit upon a normal invested capital, nor (2) in 
which fifty per centum or more of the gross income of the cor- 
poration for the taxable year (computed under section two 
hundred and thirty-three of Title II) consists of gains, profits, 
commissions, or other income derived on a cost-plus basis from a 
Government contract or contracts made between April sixth, 
nineteen hundred and seventeen, and November eleventh, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, both dates inclusive. 

Sec. S2S. (a) In the cases specified in section three hundred and 
twenty-seven the tax shall be the amount which bears the same 
ratio to the net income of the taxpayer (in excess of the specific 
exemption of $8,000) for the taxable year, as the average tax of 
representative corporations engaged in a like or similar trade 
or business, bears to their average net income (in excess of the 
specific exemption of $8,000) for such year. In the case of a 
foreign corporation the tax shall be computed without deducting 
the specific exemption of $8,000 either for the taxpayer or the 
representative corporations. 

In computing the tax under this section. 

And on page 65 of the bill, after line 16, insert the following: 

In cases in which the tax is to be computed under this sec- 
tion, if the tax as computed without the benefit of this section 
is less than fifty per centum of the net income of the taxpayer, 
the installments shall in the first instance be computed upon the 
basis of such tax; but if the tax so computed is fifty per centum 
or more of the net income, the installments shall in the first in- 
stance be computed upon the basis of a tax equal to fifty per 
centum of the net income. In any case, the actual ratio when 
ascertained shall be used in determining the correct amount of 
the tax. If the correct amount of the tax when determined 
exceeds fifty per centum of the net income, any excess of the 
correct installments over the amounts actually paid shall on 
notice and demand be paid, together with interest at the rate of 
one-half of one per centum per month on such excess from the 
time the installment was due.

provided for corporations in Title II, including a reasonable 
deduction for salary or compensation to each partner or the 
individual for pei'sonal services actually rendered. 

In the case of the organization as a corporation before July

hundred and eleven, but amounts distributed on or after Janu- 
ary first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, from the earnings of 
such trade or business shall be taxed to the recipients as divi- 
dends, and all the provisions of Titles II and III relating to cor- 
porations shall so far as practicable apply to such trade or busi- 
ness: Provided, That this paragraph shall not apply to any trade 
or business the net income of which for the taxable year nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen was less than twenty per centum of its 
invested capital for such year: Provided further, That any tax- 
wlvmt who takes advantage of this paragraph shall pay the tax 
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imposed by section one thousand of this act and by the first sub- 
division of section four hundred and seven of the revenue act of 
nineteen hundred and sixteen, as if such taxpayer had been a 
corporation on and after January first, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, tcith a capital stock having no par value. 

If any asset of the trade or business in existence both during 
the taxable year and any prewar year is included in the invested 
capital for the taxable year but is not included in the invested 
capital for such prewar year, or is valued on a different basis in 
computing the invested capital for the taxable year and such pre- 
war year, respectively, then under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the commissioner icith the approval of the Secre- 
tary such readjustments shall be made as are necessary to place 
the computation of the invested capital for such prewar year on 
the basis employed in determining the invested capital for the 
taxable year.

first, nineteen hundred and thirteen, in computing the net income 
of such previous owner for the purposes of taxation. 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 285: That the House recede from Its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 285, 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu 
of the matter inserted by said amendment insert the following : 

(1) the same proportion of a tax for the entire period com- 
puted under Title II of the revenue act of nineteen hundred 
and seventeen which the portion of such period falling within 
the calendar year nineteen hundred and seventeen is of the 
entire period, and (2) the same proportion of a tax for the 
entire period computed under this title at the rates specified in 
subdivision (a) of section three hundred and one which the 
portion of such period falling within the calendar year nineteen 
hundred and eighteen is of the entire period. Any amount 
heretofore or hereafter paid on account of the tax imposed for 
such fiscal year by Title II of the revenue act of nineteen hun- 
dred and seventeen shall be credited toward the payment of the 
tax imposed for such fiscal year by this title, and if the amount 
so paid exceeds the amount of the tax imposed by this title, the 
excess shall be credited or refunded to the corporation in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section two hundred and fifty- 
two. 

(©) If a corporation makes return for a fiscal pear beginning 
in nineteen hundred and eighteen and ending in nineteen hun- 
dred and nineteen, the tax for such fiscal year under this title 
shall be the sum of (1) the same proportion of a tax for the 
entire period computed undei' subdivision (a) of section three 
hundred and one which the portion of such period falling within 
the calendar year nineteen hundred and eighteen is of the en- 
tire period, and (2) the same proportion of a tax for the entire 
period computed under subdivision {b) or (c) of section three 
hundred and one which the portion of such period falling within 
the calendar year nineteen hundred and nineteen is of the en- 
tire period. 

(c) If a partnership or a personal service corporation makes 
return for a fiscal year beginning in nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen and ending in nineteen hundred and eighteen, it shall pay 
the same proportion of a tax for the entire period computed 
under Title II of the revenue act of nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen which the portion of such period falling within the calendar 
year nineteen hundred and seventeen is of the entire period. 

Any tax paid by a partnership or personal service corporation 
for any period beginning on or after January first, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen, shall be immediately refunded to the 
partnership or corporation as a tax erroneously or illegally 
collected. 

And on page 67, line 5, of the bill, after " con>oration " in- 
sert the following inclosed in parentheses: other than a per- 
sonal service corporation. * 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 289: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 289, 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu 
of the matter inserted by said amendment insert the following: 



Title IV.-— Estate tax. 

Sec. JiOO. That when used in this title— 

The term "executor" means the executor or administrator of 
the decedent, or, if there is no executor or administrator, any 
person who takes possession of any property of the decedent; 
and 

The term " collector" means the collcctoi' of internal revenue 
of the district in which was the domicile of the decedent at the 
time of his death, or, if there was no such domicile in the United 
States, then the collector of the district in which is situated the 
part of the gross estate of the decedent in the United States, 
or, if such part of the gross estate is situated in more than one 
district, then the collector of internal revenue of such district 
as may be designated by the commissioner. 

Sec. 401. That (in lieu of the tax imposed by Title II of the 
revenue act of nineteen hundred and sixteen, as amended, and 
in lieu of the tax imposed by Title IX of the revenue act of 
nineteen hundred and seventeen) a tax equal to the sum of 
the following percentages of the value of the net estate (deter- 
mined as provided in section four hundred and three) is hereby 
imposed upon the transfer of the net estate of every decedent 
dying after the passage of this act, whether a resident or non- 
resident of the United States. 

One per centum of the amount of the net estate not in excess 
of $50,000; 

Two per centum of the amount by which the net estate exceeds 
$50,000 and docs not exceed $150,000; 

Three per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $150,000 and docs not exceed $250,000; 

Four per centum of the amount by which the net estate exceeds 
$250,000 and does not exceed $450,000; 

Six per centum of the amount by which the net estate exceeds 
$450,000 and docs not exceed $750,000; 

Eight per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $750,000 and docs not exceed $1,000,000; 

Ten per centum of the amount by which the net estate exceeds 
$1,000,000 and docs not exceed $1,500,000; 

Twelve per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $1,500,000 and does not exceed $2,000,000; 

Fourteen per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $2,000,000 and does not exceed $8,000,000; 

Sixteen per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $3,000,000 and does not exceed $4,000,000; 

Eighteen per cent of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $4,000,000 and does not exceed $5,000,000; 

Twenty per centum of the amount by which the net estate ex- 
ceeds $5,000,000 and does not exceed $8,000,000; 

Twenty-tw^o per centum of the amount by which the net estate 
exceeds $8,000,000 and docs not exceed $10,000,000; and 

Twenty-five per centum of the amount by which the net estate 
exceeds $10,000,000. 

The taxes imposed by this title or by Title II of the revenue 
act of nineteen hundred and sixteen (as amended by the act en- 
titled 'An act to provide increased revenue to defray the expenses 
of the increased appropriations for the Army and Navy and the 
extensions of fortifications, and for other purposes, 1 approved 
March third, nineteen hundred and seventeen) or by Title IX of 
the revenue act of nineteen hundred and seventeen, shall not 
apply to the transfer of the net estate of any decedent who has 
died or may die while serving in the military or naval forces of 
the United States in the present tear or from injuries received or 
disease contracted while in such service, and any such tax col- 
lected upon such transfer shall be refunded to the executor. 

Sec. 402. That the value of the gross estate of the decedent 
shall be determined by including the value at the time of his 
death of all property, real or personal, tangible or intangible, 
wherever situated — 

(a) To the extent of the interest therein of the decedent at 
the time of his death which after his death is subject to the pay- 
ment of the charges against his estate and the expenses of its 
administration and is subject to distribution as part of his 
estate; 

(b) To the extent of any interest therein of the surviving 
spouse, existing at the time of the decedent's death as dower, 
courtesy, or by virtue of a statute creating an estate in lieu of 
dower or courtesy; 

(c) To the extent of any interest therein of which the dece- 
dent has at any time made a transfer, or tcith respect to which he 
has at any time .created a trust, in contemplation of or intended 
t otakc effect in possession or enjoyment at or after his death 
(whether such transfer or trust is made or created before or 
after the passage of this act), except in case of a bona fide sale 
for a fair consideration in money or money's worth. Any trans- 
fer of a material part of his property in the nature of a final 
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disposition or distribution thereof, made by the decedent within 
tiro year 8 prior to his death without such a consideration, shall, 
unless shown to the contrary, be deemed to have been made in 
contemplation of death within the meaning of this title; 

(d) To the extent of the interest therein field jointly or as 
tenants in the entirety by the decedent and any other person, 
or deposited in banks or other institutions in their joint names 
and payable to either or the survivor, except such part thereof as 
may be shown to have originally belonged to such other person 
and never to have belonged to the decedent; 

(e) To the extent of any property passing under a general 
power of appointment exercised by the decedent (i) by wUl, 
or (2) by deed executed in contemplation of, or intended to take 
effect in possession or enjoyment at or after, his death, except 
in case of a bona fide sale for a fair consideration in money or 
money* s worth; and 

(/) To the extent of the amount receivable by the executor 
as insurance under policies taken out by the decedent upon his 
own life; and to the extent of the excess over $40,000 of the 
amount receivable by all other beneficiaries as insurance under 
policies taken out by the decedent upon his own life. 

Sec. 403. That for the purpose of the tax the value of the net 
estate shall be determined — 

(a) In the case of a resident, by deducting from the value of 
the gross estate — 

(1) Such amounts for funeral expenses, administration ex- 
penses, claims against the estate, unpaid mortgages, losses in- 
curred during the settlement of the estate arising from fires, 
storms, shipwreck, or other casualty, or from theft, when such 
losses are not compensated for by insurance or otherwise, and 
such amounts reasonably required and actually expended for the 
support during the settlement of the estate of those dependent 
upon the decedent, as are allowed by the laws of the jurisdic- 
tion, whether within or without the United States, under which 
the estate is being administered, but not including any income 
taxes upon income received after the death of the decedent, or 
any estate, succession, legacy, or inheritance taxes ; 

(2) An amount equal to the value at the time of the decedent's 
death of any property, real, personal, or mixed, which can be 
identified as having been received by the decedent as a share 
in the estate of any person who died within five years prior to 
the death of the decedent, or which can be identified as having 
been acquired by the decedent in exchange for property so re- 
ceived, if an estate tax under the revenue act of nineteen hun- 
dred and seventeen or under this act was collected from such 
estate, and if such property as included in the decedent's gross 
estate; 

(8) The amount of all bequests, legacies, devises, or gifts, to 
or for the use of the United States, any State, Territory, any 
political subdivision thereof, or the District of Columbia, for 
exclusively public purposes, m or to or for the use of any corpora- 
Hon organized and operated exclusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational purposes, including the en- 
couragement of art and the prevention of cruelty to children 
or animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures to the 
benefit of any private stockholder or individual, or to a trustee 
or trustees exclusively for such religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary, or educational purposes. This deduction shall be made 
in ease of the estates of all decedents who have died since De- 
cember thirty-first, nineteen hundred and seventeen; and 

(4) An exemption of $50,000; 

(b) In the case of a nonresident, by deducting from the value 
of that part of his gross estate which at the time of his death 
is situated in the United States — 

(/) That proportion of the deductions specified in paragraph 
it) of subdivision (a) of this section which the value of such 
part bears to the value of his entire gross estate, wherever 
situated, but in no case shall the amount so deducted exceed 
ten per cent of the value of that part of his gross estate which 
at the time of his death is situated in the United States; 

(2) An amount equal to the value at the time of the de- 
cedent's death of any property, real, personal, or mixed, which 
can be identified as havAng been received by the decedent as a 
share in the estate of any person who died within five years 
prior to the death of the decedent, or which can be identified 
as having been acquired by the decedent in exchange for prop- 
erty so receired, if an estate tax under the revenue act of nine- 
teen hundred and seventeen or under this act was collected from 
such estate, and if such property is included in that part of the 
decedent's gross estate which at the time of his death is situated 
in the United States; and 

(3) The amount of all bequests, legacies, devises, or gifts, 
to or for the use of the United States, any State, Territory, any 
political subdivision thereof or the District of Columbia, for 
exclusively public purposes, or to or for the use of any domestic 



corporation organized and operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary, or educational purposes, including 
the encouragement of art and the prevention of cruelty to chil- 
dren or animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures 
to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual, or to a 
trustee or trustees exclusively for such religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational purposes within the United 
States. This deduction shall be made in case of the estates of 
all decedents who have died since December thirty-first, nine- 
teen hundred and seventeen; and 

No deduction shall be allowed in the case of a nonresident 
unless the executor includes in the return required to be filed 
under section four hundred and four the value at the time of 
his death of that part of the gross estate of the nonresident not 
situated in the United States. 

For the purpose of this title stock in a domestic corpora- 
tion owned and held by a nonresident decedent, and the amount 
receivable as insurance upon the life of a nonresident decedent 
where the insurer is a domestic corporation, shall be deemed 
property tedthin the United States, and any property of which 
the decedent has made a transfer or with respect to which he 
has created a trust, within the meaning of subdivision (0) of 
section four hundred and two, shall be deemed to be situated in 
the United States, if so situated either at the time of the transfer 
or the creation of the trust, or at the time of the decedent's 
death. 

In the case of any estate in respect to which the tax under 
existing law has been paid, if necessary to allow the benefit of 
the deduction under paragraph (S) of subdivision (a) or (b) 
the tax shall be redetermined and any excess of tax paid shall 
be refunded to the executor. 

Sec. 404. That the executor, within sixty days after qualifying 
as such, or after coming into possession of any property of the 
decedent, whichever event first occurs, shall give written notice 
thereof to the collector. The executor shall also, at such times 
and in such manner as may be required by regulations made 
pursuant to law, file icith the collector a return under oath in 
duplicate, setting forth (a) the value of the gross estate of 
the decedent at the time of his death, or, in case of a non- 
resident, of that part of his gross estate situated in the United 
States; (b) the deductions allowed under section four hundred 
and three; (c) the lvalue of the net estate of the decedent as de- 
fined in section four hundred and three; and (d) the tax paid or 
payable thereon; or such part of such information as may at the 
time be ascertainable and such supplemental data as may be 
necessary to establish the correct tax. 

Return shall be made in all cases where the gross estate at 
the death of the decedent exceeds $50,000, and in the ease of 
the estate of every nonresident any part of whose gross estate 
is situated in the United States. If the executor is unable to 
make a complete return as to any part of the gross estate of 
the decedent, he shall include in his return a description of such 
part and the name of every person holding a legal or beneficial 
interest therein, and upon notice from the collector such person 
shall in like manner make a return as to such part of the gross 
estate. The commissioner shall make all assessments of the 
tax under the authority of existing administrative special and 
general provisions of law relating to the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes. 

Sec. 405. That if no administration is granted upon the estate 
of a decedent, or if no return is filed as provided in section four 
hundred and four, or if a return contains a false or incorrect 
statement of a material fact, the collector or deputy collector 
shall make a return and the commissioner shall assess the tax 
thereon. 

See. 4O6. That the tax shall be due one year after the dece- 
dent's death; but in any case where the commissioner finds that 
payment of the' tax within one year after the decedent's death 
would impose undue hardship upon the estate he may grant an 
extension of time for the payment of the tax for a iwriod not to 
exceed three years from the due date. If the tax is not paid 
within one year and one hundred and eighty days after the de- 
cedent's death, interest at the rate of six per centum from the 
expiration of one year after the decedent's death shall be 
added as part of the tax. 

Sec. 407. That the executor shall pay the tax to the collector 
or deputy collector. If the amount of the tax can not be de- 
termined, the payment of a sum of money sufficient, in the 
opinion of the collector, Jo discharge the tax shall be deemed 
payment in full of the tax, except as in this section otherwise 
provided. If the amount so paid exceeds the amount of the tax 
as finally determined, the commissioner shall refund such excess 
to the collector. If the amount of the tax as finally determined 
exceeds the amount so paid, the collector shall notify the execu- 
tor of the amount of such excess and demand payment thereof. 
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// stick excess part of the tax is not paid within thirty days after 
such notification, interest shall be added thereto at the rate of 
ten per centum per annum from the expiration of such thirty 
days' period until paid, and the amount of such excess shall be 
a lien upon the entire gross estate, except such part thereof as 
may have been sold to a bona fide purchaser for a fair considera- 
tion in money or money's worth. 

The collector shall grant to the person paying the tax dupli- 
cate receipts, either of which shall be sufficient evidence of such 
payment and shall entitle the executor to be credited and allowed 
the amount thereof by any court having jurisdiction to audit or 
settle his accounts. 

Sec. 408. That if the tax herein imposed is not paid within one 
hundred and eighty days after it is due, the collector shall, unless 
there is reasonable cause for further delay, proceed to collect 
the tax under the provisions of general law or commence appro- 
priate proceedings in any court of the United States, in the name 
of the United States, to subject the property of the decedent to 
be sold under the judgment or decree of the court. From the 
proceeds of such sale the amount of the tax, together with the 
costs and* expenses of every description to be allowed by the 
court, shall be first paid, and the balance shall be deposited 
according to the order of the court to be paid under its direc- 
tion to the person entitled thereto. 

If the tax or any part thereof is paid by, or collected out .of 
that part of the estate passing to or in the possession of, any 
person other than the executor in his capacity as such, such 
person shall be entitled to reimbursement out of any part of the 
estate still undistributed or by a just and equitable contribution 
by the persons whose interest in the estate of the decedent would 
have been reduced if the tax had been paid before the distribu- 
tion of the estate or whose interest is subject to equal or prior 
liability for the payment of taxes, debts, or other charges 
against the estate, it being the purpose and intent of this title 
that so far an is practicable and unless otherwise directed by 
the will of the decedent the tax shall be paid out of the estate 
before its distribution. If any part of the gross estate consists 
of proceeds of policies of insurance upon the life of the decedent 
receivable by the beneficiary other than the executor, the exec- 
utor shall be entitled to recover from such beneficiary such por- 
tion of the total tax paid an the proceeds, in excess of $^0,000, of 
such policies bear to the net estate. If there is more than one 
such beneficiary, the executor shall be entitled to recover from 
such beneficiaries in the same ratio. 

Sec. 409. That unless the tax is sooner paid in full, it shall 
be a Hen for ten years upon the gross estate of the decedent, ex- 
cept that such part of the gross estate as is used for the pay- 
ment of charges against the estate and expenses of its adminis- 
tration, allowed by any court having jurisdiction thereof, shall 
be divested of such lien. If the commissioner is satisfied that 
the tax liability of an estate has been fully discharged or pro- 
vided for, he may, under regulations ftrescribed by him with the 
approval of the Secretary, issue his certificates releasing any or 
all property of such estate from the lien herein imposed. 

If (a) the decedent makes a transfer of, or creates a trust 
icith respect to, any property in contetnplation of or intended 
to take effect in possession or enjoyment at or after his death 
(except in the case of a bona fide sale for a fair consideration 
in money or money's worth) or (b) if insurance passes under a 
contract executed by the decedent in favor of a specific bene- 
ficiary, and if in either case the tax in respect thereto is not 
paid when due, then the transferee, trustee, or beneficiary shall 
be personally liable for such tax, and such property, to the 
extent of the decedent's interest therein at the time of such 
transfer, or to the extent of such beneficiary's interest under 
such contract of insurance, shall be subject to a like lien equal 
to the amount of such tax. Any part of such property sold by 
such transferee or trustee to a bona fide purchaser for a fair 
consideration in money or money's worth shall be divested of 
the lien and a like lien shall then attach to all the property of 
such transferee or trustee, except any part sold to a bona fide, 
purchaser for a fair consideration in money or money's worth. 

Sec. 410. That whoever knowingly makes any false state- 
ment in any notice or return required to be filed under this 
title shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding $5,000, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or both. 

Whoever fails to comply with any duty imposed upon him 
by section four hundred and four, or, having in his possession 
or control any record, file, or paper, containing or supposed to 
contain any information concerning the estate of the decedent, 
or, having in his possession or control any property comprised 
in the gross estate of the decedent, fails to exhibit the same upon 
request to the commissioner or any collector or law officer of the 
United States, or his duly authorized deputy or agent, who de- 



sires to examine the same in the performance of his duties under 
this title, shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding $500, to be 
recovered, with costs of suit, in a civil action in the name of 
the United States.

derivative of any of them in one fluid ounce, or, if a solid or 
semisolid preparation, in one avoirdupois ounce; or to liniments, 
ointments, or other preparations which are prepared for ex- 
ternal use only, excepVliniments, ointments, and other prepara- 
tions which contain cocaine or any of its salts or alpha or beta 
eucaine or any of their salts or any synthetic substitute for 
them: Provided, That such remedies and preparations are manu- 
factured, sold, distributed, given away, dispensed, or possessed 
as medicines and not for the purpose of evading the intentions 
and provisions of this act: Provided further, That any manufac- 
turer, producer, compounder, or vendor (including dispensing 
physicians) of the preparations and remedies mentioned in this 
section shall keep a record of all sales, emchanges, or gifts of 
such preparations and remedies in such manner as the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, shall direct Such record shall be preserved 
for a period of two years in such a way as to be readily acces- 
sible to inspection by any officer, agent, or employee of the 
Treasury Department duly authorized for that purpose, and 
the State, Territorial, District, municipal, and insular officers 
named in section five of this act, and every such person so pos- 
sessing or disposing of such preparations and remedies shall 
register as required in section one of this act, and, if he is not 
paying a tax under this act, he shall pay a special tarn of $1 for 
each year, or fractional part thereof, in which he is engaged in 
such occupation, to the collector of internal revenue of the dis- 
. trict in which he carries on such occupation as provided in this 
act. The provisions of this act as amended shall not apply to 
decocainized coca leaves or preparations made therefrom, or to 
other preparations of coca leaves which do not contain cocaine"

(2) The commissioner may, and on the request of any tax- 
payer directly interested shall, submit to the board any ques- 
tion relating to the interpretation or administration of the in- 
come, war-profits or excess-profits tax laws, and the board shall 
report its findings and recommendations to the commissioner. 

($) The board shall have its office in the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue in the District of Columbia. The expenses and salaries 
of members of the board shall be audited, allowed, and paid out 
of appropriations for collecting internal revenue, in the same 
manner as expenses and salaries of employees of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue are audited, allowed, and paid. 

(4) The board shall have the power to summon witnesses, 
take testimony, administer oaths, and to require any person to 
produce books, papers, documents, or other data relating to any 
matter under investigation by the board. Any member of the 
board may sign subpoenas and members and employees of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue designated to assist the board, 
when authorized by the board, may administer oaths, examine 
witnesses, take testimony, and receive evidence.

nineteen hundred and seventeen; or ($) to any person whx> is 
entitled to retired pay; or (4) to the heirs or legal representa- 
tives of any person entitled to any payment under this section 
who has died or may die before receiving such payment. In 
the case of any person who subsequent to separation from the 
service as above specified has been appointed or inducted into 
the military or naval forces of the United States and has been 
or is again separated from the service as above specified, only 
one payment of $60 shall be made. 

The above amount, in the case of separation from the service 
on or prior to the passage of this act, shall be paid as soon as 
practicable after the passage of this act, and in the case of 
separation from the service after the passage of this act shall 
be paid at the time of such separation. 

The amounts herein provided for shall be paid out of the 
appropriations for " pay of the Army " and " pay of the Navy, 11 
respectively, by such disbursing officers as map be designated 
by the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy. 

The Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy, re- 
spectively, shall make all regulations necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this section.

The Speaker designated Mr. Butler Speaker pro tempore to 
preside at the session of the House on Sunday next. 

Mr. Tillman called up the bill (H. R. 15706) granting pensions 
and increase of pensions to certain soldiers and sailors of the 
Regular Army and Navy and certain soldiers and sailors of wars 
other than the Civil War and the widows of such soldiers and 
sailors, which, by unanimous consent, was considered in the 
House as in Committee of the Whole House, was read twice, 
was ordered to be engrossed, was read a third time, and passed. 

A motion by Mr. Tillman to reconsider the vote by which the 
hill was passed was, on his motion, laid on the table. 

Ordered, That the Clerk request the concurrence of the Sen- 
ate in the said bill. 

Mr. Fields called up the following conference report, which 
the Clerk read : 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to the bill (H. R. 
13274) to provide relief where formal contracts have not beeu 
made in the manner required by law having met, after full and 
free conference, have agreed to recommend and do recommend 
to their respective Houses as follows: 

That the House recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the Senate, and agree to the same with an amendment 
as follows : In lieu of the matter proposed by the Senate amend- 
ment, insert the following: 

That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to adjust, pay, or discharge any agreement, express or implied, 
upon a fair and equitable basis that has been entered into in 
good faith during the present emergency and prior to November 
twelfth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, by any officer or agent 
acting under his authority, direction, or instruction, or that of 
the President, with any person, firm, or corporation for the ac- 
quisition of lands, or the use thereof, or for damages resulting 
from notice by the Government of its intention to acquire or 
use said lands, or for the production, manufacture, sale, acqui- 
sition, or control of equipment, materials, or supplies, or for 
services, or for facilities, or other purposes connected with the 
prosecution of the war, when such agreement has been per- 
formed in whole or in part, or expenditures have been made or 
obligations incurred upon the faith of the same by any such per- 
son, firm, or corporation prior to November twelfth, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen, and such agreement has not been ewe- 
cut ed in the manner prescribed by law: Provided, That in no 
ease shall any award either by the Secretary of War or the 
Court of Claims include prospective or possible pro/Us on any 
part of the contract beyond the goods and supplies delivered to 
and accepted by the United States and a reasonable remunera- 
tion for expenditures and obligations or liabilities necessarily 
incurred in performing or preparing to perform said contract or 
order: Provided further, That this act shall not authorize pay- 
ment to be made of any claim not presented before June thir- 
tieth, nineteen hundred and nineteen: And provided further, 
That the Secretary of War shall report to Congress at the be- 
ginning of its newt session following June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and nineteen, a detailed statement showing the nature 
terms, and conditions of every such agreement and the payment 
or adjustment thereof: And provided further, That no settle- 
ment of any claim arising under any such agreement shall bar 
the United States Government through any of its duly author- 
ized agencies, or any committee of Congress hereafter duly ap- 
pointed, from the right of review of such settlement, nor the 
right of recovery of any money paid by the Government to any 
party under any settlement entered into or payment made un- 
der the provisions of this act, if the Government has been de- 
frauded, and the right of recovery in all such cases shall exist 
against the executors, administrators, heirs, successors, and as- 
signs of any party or parties: And provided further, That noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to relieve any officer or agent 
of the United States from criminal prosecution under the pro- 
visions of any statute of the United States for any fraud or 
criminal conduct: And provided further, That this act shall in 
no reap relieve or excuse any officer or his agent from such 
criminal prosecution because of any irregularity or illegality in 
the manner of the execution of such agreement: And provided 
further, That in aU proceedings hereunder witnesses may be 
compelled to attend, appear, and testify, and produce books, 
papers, and letters, or other documents ; and the claim that any 
such testimony or evidence may tend to criminate the person 
giving the same shaU not excuse such witness from testifying, 
but such evidence or testimony shaU not be used against such 
person in the trial, of any criminal proceeding. 

Sec. t. That the Court of Claims is hereby given jurisdiction 
on petition of any individual, firm, company, or corporation 
referred to in section one hereof, to find and award fair and 
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just compensation in the cases specified in said section in the 
event that such individual, firm, company, or corporation shall 
not be touting to accept the adjustment , payment, or compensa- 
tion offered by the Secretary of War as hereinbefore provided, 
or in the event that the Secretary of War shall fail or refuse to 
offer a satisfactory adjustment, payment, or compensation as 
provided for in said section. 

Sec. S. That the Secretary of War, through such agency as 
he may designate or establish is empowered, upon such terms 
as he or it may determine to be in the interest of the United 
States, to make equitable and fair adjustments and agreements, 
upon the termination or in settlement or readjustment of agree- 
ments or arrangements entered into with any foreign govern- 
ment or governments or nationals thereof, prior to November 
twelfth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, for the furnishing to 
the American Expeditionary Forces or otherwise for war pur- 
poses of supplies, materials, facilities, services or- the use of 
property, or for the furnishing of any thereof by the United 
States to any foreign government or governments, whether or 
not such agreements or arrangements have been entered into in 
accordance with applicable statutory provisions; and the other 
provisions of this act shall not be applicable to such adjust- 
ments. 

Sec. 4- That whenever, under the provisions of this act, the 
Secretary of War shall make an award to any prime contractor 
with respect to any portion of his contract which he shall have 
sublet to any other person, firm, or corporation who has in good 
faith made expenditures, incurred obligations, rendered service, 
or furnished material, equipment, or supplies to such prime con- 
tractor, with the knowledge and approval of any agent of the 
Secretary of War duly authorized thereunto, before payment of 
said award the Secretary of War shall require such prime con- 
tractor to present satisfactory evidence of having paid said sub- 
contractor or of the consent of said subcontractor to look for 
his compensation to said prime contractor only; and in the case 
of the failure of said prime contractor to present such evidence 
or such consent, the Secretary of War shall pay directly to said 
subcontractor the amount found to be due under said award; 
anU in case of the insolvency of any prime contractor the sub- 
contractor of said prime contractor shall have a Hen upon the 
funds arising from said award prior and superior to the lien of 
any general creditor of said prime contractor. 

Sec. 5. That the. Secretary of the Interior be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to adjust, pay, or discharge any agreement, express 
or implied, upon a fair and equitable basis the amount or 
amounts of money heretofore invested or contracted to he in- 
vested and obligations incurred in good faith by any and all 
persons, firms, or corporations for producing or in good faith ac- 
quiring property for producing, withiti the United States, for 
the purpose of supplying the urgent needs of the Nation during 
the war, any ores or mineral substances mentioned and enumer- 
ated in the act entitled "An act to provide further for the na- 
tional security and defense by encouraging the production, con- 
serving the supply, and controlling the distribution of those 
ores, metals, and minerals which liave formerly been largely 
imported, or of which there is or may be an inadequate sup- 
ply; 1 * approved October fifth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, 
the production of which was requested or demanded by the War 
Industries Board, the War Trade Board, the Shipping Board, the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation or the Department of the Interior 
and which has been performed in whole or in part by any such 
person, firm, or corporation prior to November twelfth, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen; and that said Secretary ascertain, de- 
termine, adjust, liquidate, and, out of the moneys provided and 
appropriated by said act, pay to the parties justly entitled 
thereto the amounts of such losses and damages as lie, the said 
Secretary shaU find and determine to have been sustained by 
reason of having made said investments for said purposes, and 
that in each case he shall make such determination, provision, 
settlement, advancement, or final payment, or by agreement 
with claimants take such other action- as he shall find and de- 
termine to be just and equitable; that the decision and action 
of said Secretary in each case shall be conclusive and final; that 
all payments shall be made, and all expenses incurred by the 
said Secretary shall be paid from the funds appropriated by the 
said act of October fifth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, and 
that said funds and appropriations shall continue to be available 
for said purposes until such time as the said Secretary shall 
have fully exercised the authority hereby granted and per- 
formed and completed the duties hereby provided and imposed: 
Provided, however, That said Secretary shall consider, approve, 
and dispose of only such claims as shaU be made hereunder and 
filed with the Department of the Interior within three months 
from and after the approval of this act. 



That a report of all operations under this section, including 
receipts and disbursements, shall be ^rnade to Congress on or 
before the first Monday in December of each year. 

That nothing in this section shall be construed to confer juris- 
diction upon any court to entertain a suit against the United 
States. 

Amend the title so as to read: "An act to provide relief in 
cases of contracts connected with the prosecution of the war 
and for other purposes."

Mr. Ferris called up the following conference report which 
the Clerk read : 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendments of the House to the bill (S. 2812) 
to encourage and promote the mining of coal, phosphate, gas, 
and sodium on the public domain, having met, after full and 
free conference have agreed to recommend and do recommend 
to their respective Houses as follows : 

That the Senate recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the House, and agree to the same with an admendment 
as follows : In lieu of the matter proposed by the House amend- 
ment, insert the following: 

That deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil. shale, or 
gas, owned by the United States, including those in national 
forests, the Grand Canyon National Park, and the Mount Olym- 
pus National Monument, but excluding those in other national 
parks, and in lands withdrawn or reserved for military or naval 
uses or purposes, except as hereinafter provided, shall be sub- 
ject to disposition in the form and manner provided by this 
act to citizens of the United States, or to any association of 
such persons, or to any corporation organized under the laxes 
of the United States, or of any State or Territory thereof, and 
in the case of coal, oil, oil shale, or gas, to municipalities. 

COAL. 

Sec. 2. That any citizen or any association composed of 
persons severally qualified by law to enter coal lands, or any 
corporation incorporated under and by virtue of the laws of 
any State or Territory, or any municipality of any State or 
Territory shall, upon application to the register of the proper 
land office, have the right to enter by legal subdivisions any 
quantity of vacant coal lands of the United States within any 
State or Territory of the Union, including the Territory of 
Alaska, not otherwise appropriated by competent authority, not 
exceeding two thousand five hundred and sixty acres, upon 
payment to the receiver of not less than $10 per acre for such 
lands where the same shall be situate more than fifteen miles 
from any completed railroad, and not less than $20 per acre for 
such lands as shall be within fifteen miles of such railroad, and 
the Secretary of the Interior shall offer such coal lands and 
aicard the same through advertisement and competitive bidding, 
reserving the right to reject any and all bids which he may deem 
to be unfair: Provided, That improvements or development work 
of the aggregate rvalue of not less than $8 per acre upon the coal 
lands so entered shall be made or done upon the lands annually 
for two years after such award, when patent shall issue therefor. 
Upon failure to comply with the terms of this section within the 
required period said lands shall be subject to entry by any other 
qualified applicant. 

No such person^ association, or corporation shall own coal 
lands entered after the passage of this act in excess of said 
area, at any one time, nor be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in any other coal lands or coal taken therefrom, and no member 
of such association or corporation, or stockholder of such cor- 
poration, shall men any other coal lands or be interested, directly 



or indirectly, in any other coal lands or coal taken therefrom, 
or in other other association or corporation owning or controlling 
any coal lands: Provided, however, That any such ownership 
or interest hereby forbidden which may be acquired by descent, 
will, judgment, or decree may be held two years after its acqui- 
sition and not longer, and in case of minority or other disability 
such time as the court may decree. 

That any person, association, corporation, member of such 
association, or stockholder of such corporation who violates any 
of the foregoing provisions shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and punished by a fine of not exceed- 
ing $10,000 or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for a period 
of not exceeding two years, or both. 

That if any of such coal lands entered after the passage of 
this act shall be owned, leased, trusteed, possessed, or controlled 
by any device permanently, temporarily, directly, indirectly, 
tacitly, or in any manner whatsoever, so that they form part of 
or in any way effect any combination, or are in anywise con- 
trolled by any combination in the form of a trust, or the subject 
of any contract or conspiracy in restraint of trade in the mining 
or selling of coal, or of any holding of such lands by individuals, 
copartnerships, association, corporation, mortgage, stock owner- 
ship, or control, in excess of two thousand five hundred and 
sixty acres, the title thereto shall be forfeited to the United 
States of America by proceedings instituted by the Attorney 
General in the courts for the purpose. 

Sec. S. That the Secretary of the Interior is authorized to, 
and upon the petition of any qualified applicant shall, divide 
any of the coal lands or the deposits of coal, classified and un- 
classified, owned by the United States, including the Territory 
of Alaska, unless previously entered under section two of this 
act, into leasing tracts of forty acres each, or multiples thereof, 
and in such form as, in the opinion of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, will permit the most economical mining of the coal in 
such tracts, but in no case exceeding two thousand five hundred 
and sixty acres in any one leasing tract; and thereafter the 
Secretary of the Interior shall, in his discretion, from time to 
time upon the request of any qualified applicant or on his own 
motion, offer such lands or deposits of coal for leasing, and, upon 
a royalty fixed by him in advance, shall award leases thereof 
through advertisement, by competitive bidding, or, in case of 
lignite or low-grade coals, such other methods as he may by 
general regulations adopt, to any qualified applicant, unless pre- 
viously entered under section two of this act: Provided, That no 
railroad or other common carrier shall be permitted to take or 
acquire through lease or permit under this act any coal lands or 
deposits of coal in excess of such area or quantity as may be re- 
quired and used solely for its own use, and such limitation of use 
shall be expressed in all leases or permits issued to railroads or 
common carriers hereunder. That such a railroad or common 
carrier may be permitted to take under the foregoing provisions 
not to exceed one lease hereunder upon and for each two hun- 
dred miles of its line in actual operation. The term " railroad n 
or " common carrier " as used in this act shall include any com- 
pany or corporation owning or operating a railroad, whether un- 
der a contract, agreement, or lease, and any company or cor- 
poration s ubsidiary or auxiliary thereto, whether directly or in- 
directly connected with such railroad or common carrier, but 
shall not include spurs, switches, or branch lines operated by 
any lessee and necessary to connect the mine with the line or 
lines of any railroad or other common carrier. 

Sec. 5. That if, in the judgment of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, the public interest will be subserved thereby, lessees 
holding under lease areas not exceeding the maximum per- 
mitted under this act may consolidate their leases or holdings 
through the surrender of the original leases or holdings and the 
inclusion of such areas in a new lease of not to exceed two 
thousand five hundred acres of contiguous lands. 

Sec. 6. That where coal lands aggregating two thousand five 
hundred acres and subject to lease hereunder do not exist as 
contiguous areas, the Secretary of the Interior is authorized, 
if, in his opinion, the interests of the public and of the lessee 
will be thereby subserved, to embrace in a single lease sections 
or parts of sections which can be operated as a single mine 
or unit. 

Sec. 7. That for the privilege of mining or extracting the 
coal in the lands covered by the lease the lessee shall pay to 
the United States such royalties as may be specified in the 
lease, which shall be fixed in advance of offering the same, and 
which shall be not less than 2 cents per ton of Pwo thousand 
pounds, due and payable at the end of each month succeeding 
that of the extraction of the coal from the mine, and an annual 
rental, payable at the date of such lease and annually thereafter, 
on the lands or coal deposits covered by such lease, at such rate 
as may be fixed by the Secretary of the Interior prior to offer- 
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ing the tame, which shall be not less than 25 cents per acre for 
tlic first year thereafter, not less than 50 cents per acre for the 
second, third, fourth, and fifth years, respectively, and not 
less than $1 per acre for each and every year thereafter during 
the continuance of the lease, except that such rental for any 
year shall be credited 'against the royalties as they accrue for 
that year. Leases sliall be for indeterminate periods upon con- 
dition of diligent development and continued operation of the 
mine or mines, except when such operation shall be interrupted 
by strikes, the elemets, or casualties not attributable to the 
leasee, and ut>on the further condition that at the end of each 
tf-enty-year period succeeding the date of the lease such re- 
adjustment of terms and conditions may be made as the Secre- 
tary of the Interior may determine, unless otherwise provided 
by laic at the time of the expiration of such periods: Provided, 
That the Secretary of the Interior may, if in his judgment the 
public interest will be subserved thereby, in lieu of the pro- 
vision herein contained requiring continuous operation of the 
mine or mines, provide in the lease for the payment of an 
anual advance royalty upon a minimum number of tons of coal, 
which in no case shall aggregate less than the amount of 
rentals lie re*' n provided for. 

See. 8. That in order to provide for the supply of strictly 
local domestic needs for fuel, the Secretary of the Interior may, 
under such rules and regulations as he may prescribe in ad- 
vance, issue limited licenses or permits to individuals or assoca- 
tions of individuals to prospect for, mine, and take for their use 
but not for sale, coal from the public lands without payment of 
royalty for the coal mined or the land occupied, on such condi- 
tions not inconsistent with this act as in his opinion trill safe- 
guard the public iterest: Provided, That this privilege shall not 
extend to any corporation: And provided further, That in the 
case of municipal corporations the Secretary of the Interior may 
issue such limited license or permit, for not to exceed one 
hundred and sixty acres, upon condition that such municipal 
corporations will mine the coal therein under proper conditions 
and dispose of the same without profit: And provided further, 
That the acquisition or holding of a lease under the preceding 
section* of this act shaU be no bar to the acquisition of such 
tract or operation of such mine under said limited license. 
Phosphates. 

Sec. 0. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author- 
ized to lease or sell to any person qualified under this act any 
lands belonging to the United States containing deposits of 
phosphates, under such restrictions and upon such terms as art 
herein specified, through advertisement, competitive bidding, or 
such other methods as the Secretary of the Interior may by 
general regulation adopt 

Sec. 10. That each lease or sale shall be for not to exceed two 
thousand five hundred and sixty acres of land to be described 
by the legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys, if surveyed, 
to be described by the legal subdivisions of the public-land sur- 
veys; if unsurveyed, to be surveyed by the Government at the 
expense of the applicant for lease, in accordance with the laws, 
rules, and regulations governing the survey of public lands, and 
the lands leased shall be conformed to and taken in accordance 
with the legal subdivisions of such survey; deposits made to 
cover expense of surveys shall be deemed appropriated for that 
purpose; and any excess deposits shall be repaid to the person, 
association, or corporation making such deposits of their legal 
representatives: Provided, That the land embraced in any one 
lease shall be in compact form, the length of which shall not 
exceed two and one-half times its width. 

Sec. 11. That for the privilege of mining or extracting the 
phosphates or phosphate rock covered by the lease the lessee 
shall pay to the United States such royalties as may be speci- 
fied in the lease, which shall be fixed by the Secretary* of the 
Interior in advance of offering the same, which shall be not 
less than two per centum of the gross value of the output of 
phosphates or phospate rock at the mine, due and payable at the 
end of each month succeeding that of the extraction of the phos- 
phates or phosphate rock from the mine, and an annual rental 
payable at the date of such lease and annually thereafter on 
the area covered by such lease at such rate as may be fixed by 
the Secretry of the Interior prior to offering the lease, which 
shall be not less than 25 cents per acre for the first year there- 
after^ 50 cents per acre for the second, third, fourth, and fifth 
years, respectively, and $1 per acre for each and every year 
thereafter during the continuance of the lease, except that such 
rental for any year shall be credited against the royalties as 
they accrue for that year. Leases shall be for indeterminate 
periods upon condition of a minimum annual production, except 
when operation shall be interrupted by strikes, the elements, 
or casualties not attributable to the lessee, and upon the further 
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condition that at the end of each twenty-year period succeeding 
the date of the lease such readjustment of terms and conditions 
may be made as the Secretary of the Interior shall determine 
unless otherwise provided by law at the time of the expiration 
of such periods. 

Sec. 12. That any qualified applicant to whom the Secretary 
of the Interior may grant a lease to develop and extract phos- 
phates or phosphate rock under the provisions of this act shall 
have tlie right to use so much of the surface of unappropriated 
and unentered lands, not exceeding forty acres, as may be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Interior to be necessary for 
the proper prospecting for or development, extraction, treat- 
ment, and removal of such mineral deposits. 
Oil and gas. 

Sec. 13. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author- 
ized, under such necessary and proper rules and regulations as 
he may prescribe, to grant to any applicant qualified under this 
act a prospecting permit, which shall give the exclusive right, 
for a period not exceeding two years, to prospect for oil 
or gas upon not to exceed six hundred and forty acres of land 
wherein such deposits belong to the United States and are lo- 
cated within ten miles of any producing oil or gas well and upon 
not to exceed two thousand five hundred and sixty acres of land 
wherein such deposits belong to the United States and are 
situated more than ten miles from any producing oil or gas 
well and are not within any known geological structure of a 
producing oil or gas field upon condition that the permittee 
shall begin drilling operations within six months from the date 
of the permit, and shall, within one year from and after the 
date of permit, drill one or more wells for oil or gas to a depth 
of not less than five hundred feet each, unless valuable deposits 
of oil or gas shall be sooner discovered, and shall, within two 
years from date of the permit, drill for oil or gas to an aggre- 
gate depth of not less than two thousand feet unless valuable 
deposits of oil or gas shall be sooner discovered. The Secretary 
of the Interior may, if he shall find that the permittee lias been 
unable with the exercise of diligence to test the land in the time 
granted by the permit, extend any such permit for such time 
and upon such conditions as he shall prescribe. Whether the 
lands sought in any such application and permit are surveyed 
or unsurveyed the applicant shall, prior to filing his application 
for permit, locate such lands in a reasonably compact form and 
according to the legal subdivisions of the public- land surveys 
if the land be surveyed; and in an approximately square or 
rectangular tract if the land be an unsurveyed tract, the length 
of which shall not exceed two and one-half times its width, and 
if he shall cause to be erected upon the land for which a permit 
is sought, a monument not less than four feet high, at some con- 
spicuous place thereon, and shall post a notice in writing on or 
near said monument, stating that an application for permit will 
be made within thirty days after date of said notice, the name 
of the applicant, the date of the notice, and such a general de- 
scription of the land to be covered by such permit by reference 
to courses and distances from such monument and such other 
natural objects and permanent monuments as will reasonably 
identify the land, stating the amount thereof in acres, he shall 
during the period of thirty days following such marking and 
posting be entitled to a preference right over others to a permit 
for the land so identified. The applicant shall, within ninety 
days after receiving a permit, mark each of the corners of the 
tract described in Vie permit upon the ground with substantial 
monuments, so that the boundaries can be readily traced on the 
ground, and shall post in a conspicuous place upon the lands a 
notice that such permit has been granted and a description of 
the lands covered thereby: Provided, That in the Territory of 
Alaska prospecting permits, not more than five in number, may 
be granted to any qualified applicant for periods not exceeding 
four years, actual drilling operations shall begin within two 
years from date of permit, and oil and gas wells shall be drilled 
to a depth of not less than five hundred feet, unless valuable 
deposits of oil or gas shall be sooner discovered, within three 
years from date of the permit and to an aggregate depth of not 
less than two thousand feet unless valuable deposits of oil or 
gas shall be sooner discovered, within four years from date of 
permit: And provided further, That in said Territory the ap- 
plicant shaU have a preference right over others to a permit for 
land identified by temporary monuments and notice posted on #r 
near the same for six months following such marking and post- 
ing, and upon receiving a permit he shal mark the corners of 
the tract described in the permit upon the ground with substan- 
tial monuments within one year after receiving such permit. 

Sec. IS. That upon establishing to the satisfaction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior that valuable deposits of oil or gas have 
been discovered within the limits of the land embraced in any 
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sueh permit the permittee shall be entitled to a patent for one- 
fourth of the land embraced in the prospecting permit, such 
area to be selected by the permittee in compact form and ac- 
cording to the legal subdivisions of the puUic-Umd surveys if 
the land be surveyed, or to be surveyed at his expense in ac- 
cordance with the laics, rules, and regulations governing the 
survey of placer mining claims if located upon unsurveyed 
lands: Provided, That said permittee shall be given a preference 
right to lease the remaining and unpatented lands embraced 
idthin the Umits of his permit at a royalty determined by com- 
petitive bidding at a rate of not less than one-eighth, otherwise 
to be upon the same terms and conditions as provided for other 
general leases. 

Sec. lit. That until the permittee * shall apply for patent to 
the one-fourth of the permit area heretofore provided for he 
shall pay to the United States twenty per cent of the gross 
value of all oil or gas secured by him from the lands embraced 
within his permit and sold or otherwise disposed of or held by 
him for sale or other disposition. 

Sec. 16. That all petmits, teases, entries, and patents of lands 
containing oil or gas, made or issued under the provisions of 
this act, shall be subject to the condition that no wells stoU be 
drilled within two hundred feet of any of the outer boundaries 
itf the lands so located, leased, entered, or patented, unless the 
adjoining lands have been patented or the title thereto other- 
• wise vested in private owners, and to the further condition that 
the locator, lessee, entryman, or patentee wUl, in condueting his 
explorations and mining operations, use all reasonable precau- 
tions to prevent waste of oil or gas developed in the land, or 
the entrance of water through wells drilled by him to the oil 
sands or oil-bearing strata, to the destruction or injury of the 
oil deposits. Violations of the provisions of this section sliall 
constitute grounds for the forfeiture of the location, entry, 
lease, or patent, to be enforced through appropriate proceedings 
in court* of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 17. TlHtt all unappropriated deposits of oil or gas situ- 
ated within the geologic structure of a producing oil or gas 
field and the unentered lands containing the same, except, how- 
ever, those embraced in any prospecting permit during the life 
of the same, may be leased by the Secretary of the Interior 
through competitive bidding under general regulations in areas 
not exceeding one thousand two hundred and eighty acres and in 
tracts tchich shall not exceed in length two and one-half times 
their width, such leases to be conditioned upon the. payment by 
the lessee of such royalty as may be fixed in the lease, wJUch 
shall be not less than one-eighth in amount of value of the pro- 
duction, which royalty on demand of the Secretary of the Interior 
shall be paid hi oil or gas, and the payment in advance of a 
rental of not less than $1 per acre per annum thereafter during 
the continuance of the lease, the rental paid for any one year 
to be credited against the royalties as they accrue for that year. 
Leases shall be for a period of twenty years, with the preferen- 
tial right in the lessee to renew the same for successive periods 
of ten years upon such reasonable terms and conditions as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, unless other- 
wise provided by lane at the time of the expiration of such 
periods. 

Sec. 18. That whenever the validity of any gas or, petroleum 
placer claim under preexisting law to land embraced in the 
Executive order of withdrawal issued September twenty- 
seventh, nineteen hundred and nine, lias been or may hereafter 
be drawn in question on behalf of the United States in any 
departmental or judicial proceedings, the President is hereby 
authorized at any time within twelve months after the approval 
of this act to direct the compromise and settlement of any such 
controversy upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed 
upon, to be canied out by an exchange or division of land or 
division of the proceeds of operation. 

Upon relinquishment to the United States, filed in the Gen- 
eral Land Office within six tnonths after the approval of this 
act, of all right, title, and interest claimed and possessed since 
prior to July third, nineteen hundred and ten, by the claimant 
hereunder or his precedessor in interest under the preexisting 
petroleum placer law to any oil or gas bearing land embraced 
in the Executive order of withdratval issued September twenty- 
seventh, nineteen hundred and nine, and not withing any naval 
petroleum reserve, and upon payment to the United States of 
an amount equal to the value at the time of production of one- 
eighth of all the oil or gas already produced and saved from 
such land, the claimant or his successor in undisputed posses- 
sion of any such claim shall be entitled to a lease thereof from 
the United States for a period of twenty years, at a royalty of 
not less than one-eighth of all the proceeds of oil or gas pro- 
duced, after first deducting the actual and necessary expenses 
of such production: Provided, That not more than one-half of 



the area within the geologic oil or gas structure of a producing 
oil or gas field sliall be leased to any one claimant under the 
provisions of this section when the area of such geological oil 
structure exceeds six hundred and forty acres. Any claimant 
or his successor subject to this limitation shall, hoivever, have 
the right to select and receive the lease as in this section pro- 
vided for that portion of his claim or claims equal to, but not 
in excess of, said one-half of the area of such geologic oil 
structure. 

All such leases sliall be made and the amount to be paid for 
oil and gas produced after the execution of such lease shall be 
fixed by the Secretary of the Interior under appropriate rules 
and regulations: Provided, however, That as to all such claims 
situate within naval petroleum resetves the producing wells 
thereon only shall be leased, together with an area of land suffi- 
cient for the operation thereof, upon the terms and payment of 
royalties for past and future production as herein provided 
for in the leasing of claims. No wells shall be drilled in the 
land subject to this provision within six hundred and sixty 
feet of any such leased well without the consent of the lessee: 
Provided, however, That the President may, in his discretion, 
lease the remainder of any such claim upon which such wells 
have been drilled, and in the event of such leasing said claim- 
ant or his successor shall have a preference right to such lease: 
And provided further, Tluit he may permit the drilling of addi- 
tional wells by the claimant or his successor within the lim- 
ited area of six hundred and sixty feet theretofore provided for, 
upon such teims and conditions as he may prescribe. 

No fraudulent claimant shall be entitled to any lease pro- 
vided for in this section, but the successor in interest of such 
claimant without notice of the fraud at the time such interest 
was acquired shall not be chargeable therewith. 

Upon the delivery and acceptance of the lease, as in this 
section provided, all suits brought bv the Government affecting 
such lands may be settled and adjusted in accordance herewith 
and all moneys impounded in such suits or under the act of 
August twenty-fifth, nineteen hundred and fourteen {Thirty- 
eighth Statutes at Large, page seven hundred and eight), shall 
be paid over to the parties entitled thereto. In case of con- 
flicting claimants for leases under this section, the Secretary 
of the Interior is authorized to grant leases to one or more of 
them as shall be deemed just. 

Leases granted or compromised settlements made hereunder 
upon any tract of land shall inure to the benefit of all persons 
or corporations, except those guilty of fraud, having an interest 
with the lessee or claimant, by contract or lease, in such land 
proportionately in accordance with the interest so represented 
by such existing contract or lease, subject to the assumption 
proportionately by each such existing interest of the obligations 
of such lease or settlement so granted or made hereunder, 
which proportionate benefits and obligations shall be incor- 
porated in such lease or compromise agreement. 

Sec. 19. That any person who, at the time of any withdrawal 
ordet, or on January first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, was 
a bona fide occupant or claimant of oil or gas lands not with- 
drawn from entry, and wlio had previously performed all acts 
under then existing laws necessary to valid locations thereof 
except to make discovery, and upon which discovery had not 
been been made prior to the passage of this act, and who has 
performed work or expended on or for the benefit of such loca- 
tions an amount equal in the aggregate of $250 for each loca- 
tion if application therefor shall be made within three months 
from the passage of this act shall be entitled to prospecting 
permits thereon upon the same terms and conditions as other 
permits provided for in this act, or where any such person has 
heretofore made such discovery he shall be entitled to a lease 
thereon under such terms as the Secretary of the Interior may 
prescribe unless othertcise provided for in section eighteen 
hireof: Provided, That such lands are not reserved for the use 
of the Navy: Provided, however, That no claimant who has been 
guilty of any fraud or who had knowledge or reasonable 
grounds to know of any fraud or who has not acted honestly 
and in good faith shall be entitled to any of the benefits of this 
section: And provided further, That within one year after the 
passage of this act where any land has been included within 
an oil withdrawal or classification heretofore made after bona 
fide entry upon the same by a qualified homestead of desert- 
land entryman and where said entryman has complied with the 
requirements of the law relating to such entries up to the time 
when said withdrawal was made, said entryman or the patentee 
under such entry, or his assigns when such assignment was 
made prior to January first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, 
shall be given a preference right to a prospecting permit for 
the same -under the same terms and conditions as prescribed in 
this act. 
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OH shale. 

Sec. 20. That the Secretary of the Interior U hereby author- 
ized to lease to any person or corporation qualified under this 
act any deposits of oil shale belonging to the United States and 
the surface of so much of the public lands containing such de- 
posits, or land adjacent thereto, as may be required for the 
extraction and reduction of the leased minerals, under such 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this act, as he may 
prescribe; that no lease hereunder shall exeed five thousand one 
hundred and twenty acres of land, to be described by the legal 
subdirisions of the public-land surveys, or if unsurveyed to be 
surveyed by the United States, at the expense of the applicant, 
in accordance with the laws and regulations for the survey of 
public lands. Leases may be for indeterminate periods, upon 
such conditions as may be imposed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, including covenants relative to methods of mining, 
prevention of waste, and productive development. For the privi- 
lege of mining, extracting, and disposing of the oil or other 
minerals coven d by a lease under this section the lessee shall 
pay to the United States such royalties as shall be specified in 
the lease and an annual rental, payable at the beginning of 
each year, at the rate of 50 cents per acre per annum, for the 
lands included in the lease, the rental paid for any one year to 
be credited against the royalties accruing for that year; such 
royalties to be xubject to readjustment at the end of each 
twenty-year period by the Secretary of the Interior: Provided, 
That for the purpose of encouraging the production of petro- 
leum products from shales the Secretary may, in his discretion, 
waive the payment of any royalty and rental during the first 
five years of any lease: Provided, That any person having a 
valid location to such minerals under existing laws on January 
first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, upon the relinquishment of 
such location, be entitled to a lease under the provisions of this 
section for such area of the land relinquished as shall not ex- 
ceed the maximum area authorized by this section to be leased 
to an individual or corporation: Provided, however, That no 
claimant tvho has been guilty of fraud in the location of any 
oil-shale bearing lands shall be entitled to any of the benefits 
of this section: Provided further, That not more than one lease 
shall be granted under this section to any one person, associa- 
tion, or corporation. 

Alaska oil proviso. 

Sec. 21. That any bona fide occupant or claimant of oil or 
gas bearing lands in the Territory of Alaska, or his successors 
or assigns, who prior to withdrawal had complied otherwise 
with the requirements of the mining laws, but had made no 
discovery of oil or gas in toells and who prior to withdrawal 
had made substantial improvements on or for each location or 
had prior to the passage of this act expended not less than 
$250 in improvements on or for each location shall be entitled, 
upon relinquishment or surrender to the United States within 
one year from the date of this act, or within six months after 
final denial or withdrawal of application for patent to a pros- 
pecting permit or permits, lease or leases, under this act cover* 
ing such lands, not exceeding five permits or leases in number 
and not exceeding an aggregate of one thousand two hundred 
and eighty acres in each: Provided, That leases issued in Alaska 
under this act, whetlter as a result of prospecting permits or 
otherwise, slmll be upon such rental and royalties as shall be 
fixed by the Secretary of the Interior and specified in the lease, 
and be subject to readjustment at the end of each twenty-year 
period of the lease: ProiHded further, That for the purpose of 
encouraging the production of petroleum products in Alaska the 
Secretary may. in his discretion, waive the payment of any 
rental or royalty not exceeding the first five years of any lease. 

No fraudulent claimant shall be entitled to any lease pro- 
vided for in this section, but the successor in interest of such 
claimant without notice of the fraud at the time such interest 
was acquired shall not be chargeable therewith. 

Sodium. 

Sec. 22. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby au- 
thorized and directed, under such rules and regulations as he 
may prescribe, to grant to any qualified applicant a prospeating 
permit which shall give the exclusive right to prospect for 
chlorides, sulphates, carbonates, borates, silicates, or nitrate of 
sodium dissolved in and soluble in water, and accumulated by 
concentration, in lands belonging to the United States for a 
period of not exceeding two years: Provided, That the area to 
be included in such a permit shall be not exceeding two thousand 
five hundred and sixty acres of land in reasonably compact form: 
Provided further, That the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to lands in San Bernardino County, Ual. 

Sec. 23. That upon showing to the satisfaction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior that valuable deposits of one of the sub- 



stances enumerated in section twenty-two hereof, has been dis- 
covered by the permittee within the area covered by his permit, 
the permittee shall be entitled to a patent for one-fourth of the 
land embraced in the prospecting limit, to be taken and described 
by legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys, or if the land be 
not surveyed by survey executed at the cost of the permittee 
in accordance with the laws, rules, and regulations governing 
the survey of placer mining claims. All other lands described 
and embraced in such a prospecting permit, from and after the 
exercise of the preference right to patent accorded to the dis- 
coverer, and all other lands known to contain such valuable 
deposits as are enumerated in section twenty-two hereof and 
not covered by permits or leases, except such lands as are situ- 
ated in said county of San Bernardino, shall be held subject to 
lease or sale, and may be leased or sold by the Secretary of the 
Interior through advertisement, competitive bidding, or such 
other methods as he may by general regulations adopt, and in 
such areas as he sltall fix, not exceeding two thousand five hun- 
dred and sixty acres, all leases to be conditioned upon the pay- 
ment by the lessee of sucJi royalty as may be fixed in the lease, 
and the payment in advance of a rental of 50 cents per acre for 
the first calendar year or fraction thereof and $1 per acre per 
annum thereafter during the continuance of the lease, the rental 
paid for any one year to be credited on the royalty for that year. 
Leases may be for indeterminate periods upon such conditions 
not inconsistent herewith as may be incorporated in each lease 
or prescribed in general regulation theretofore issued by the 
Secretary of the Interior, including covenants relative to mining 
methods, waste, period of preliminary development and minimum 
production, and a patentee under this section may be lessee of 
the remaining lands in his permit. 

Sec. 24* That in addition to areas of such mineral land 
which may be included in any such prospecting permits or 
leases, the Secretary of the Interior, in his discretion, may 
grant to a permittee or lessee of lands containing sodium de- 
posits, and subject to the payment of an annual rental of not 
less than 25 cents per acre, the exclusive right to use, during 
the life of the permit or lease, a tract of unoccupied nonmineral 
public land, not exceeding twenty acres in area for camp sites, 
refining icorks t and other purposes connected with and neces- 
sary to the proper development and use of the deposits covered 
by the permit or lease. 

General provisions applicable to coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, 
oil shale, and gas leases. 

Sec. 25. That the Secretary of the Interior shall reserve and 
may exercise the authority to cancel any prospecting permit 
upon failure by the permittee to exercise due diligence in the 
prosecution of the prospecting work in accordance with the 
terms and conditions stated in the permit, and shall insert in 
every such permit issued under the provisions of this act appro- 
priate provisions for its cancellation by him. 

Sec. 26. That no person, association, or corporation, except as 
herein provided, shall take or hold more than one coal, phos- 
phate, or sodium lease during the life of such lease; no person, 
association, or corporation shall take or hold, at one time, more 
than three oil or gas leases granted hereunder in any one 
State, and not more than one lease within the geologic structure 
of a producing oil or gas field; no corporation shall hold any 
interest as a stockholder of another corporation in more than 
such number of leases; and no person or corporation shall 
take or hold any interest or interests as a member of an associa- 
tion or associations or as a stockholder of a corporation or 
corporations holding a lease under the provisions hereof which, 
together with the area embraced in any direct holding of a 
lease under this act, or which, together with any other interest 
or interests as a member of an association or associations or as 
a stockholder of a corporation or corporations holding a lease 
under the provisions hereof, exceeds in the aggregate an amount 
equivalent to the maximum number of acres allowed to any one 
lessee under this act; and the interests held in violation of this 
provision shall be forfeited to the United Stales by appropriate 
proceedings instituted by the Attorney General for that pur- 
pose in the United States district court for the district in Which 
the property, or some part thereof, is located, except that any 
such ownership or interest hereby forbidden which may be 
acquired by descent, will, judgment, or decree may be held for 
two years and not longer after its acquisition: Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to limit sections 
eighteen and nineteen or to prevent any number of lessees under 
the provisions of this act from combining their several interests 
so far as may be necessary for the purposes of constructing and 
carrying on the business of a refinery, or of establishing and con- 
structing as a common carrier a pipe line or lines or railroads 
to be operated and used by them jointly in the transportation 
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of oil from their smeral wells, or from the wells of other lessees 
under this act, or the transportation of coal: Provided further, 
That any combination for such purpose or purposes shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior on applica- 
tion to him for permission to form the same, 

Sec. 27. That rights of way through the public lands, including 
the forest reserves of the United States, are hereby granted for 
pijfe-linc purposes for the transportation of oil or natural gas to 
any applicant possessing the qualifications provided in section 
one of this act to the extent of the ground occupied by the said 
pipe line and 25 feet on each side of the same under such regula- 
tions as to survey, location, application, and use as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Interior, and upon the express 
condition that such pipe lines shaU be constructed, operated, and 
maintained as common carriers: Provided, Tftat no right of way 
sJiall hereafter be granted over said lands for the transportation 
of oil or natural gas except under and subject to the provisions, 
limitations, and conditions of this section. Failure to comply 
with the provisions of this section or the regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Interior sfiall be ground for forfeiture of 
the grant by the United States district court for the district in 
which the property, or some part thereof, is located in an appro- 
priate proceeding. 

Sec. 28. That any permit, lease, occupation, or use permitted 
under this act shall reserve to the Secretary of the Interior the 
right to permit upon such terms as he may determine to be just, 
for joint or several use such easements or rights of way, including 
easements in tunnels upon, through, or in the lands leased, occu- 
pied, or used as may be necessary or appropriate to the working 
of the same, or of other lands containing the deposits described 
in this act, and the treatment and shipment of the products 
thereof by or under authority of the Government, its lessees, or 
permittees, and far other public purposes: Provided, That said 
Secretary, in his discretion, in making any lease under this act 
may reserve to the United States the right to lease, sell, or other- 
wise dispose of the surface of the lands embraced within such 
lease under existing law or laws hereafter enacted, in so far as 
said surface is not necessary for use of the lessee in extracting 
and removing the deposits therein: Provided further, That if 
such reservation is made it shall be so determined before the 
offering of such lease: And provided further, That the said Sec- 
retary, during the life of the lease, is authorized to issue such 
permits for easements herein provided to be reserved. 

Sec. 29. That no lease issued under the authority of this act 
shall be assigned or sublet, except with the consent of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The lessee may, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Interior, be permitted at any time to make 
written relinquishment of all rights under such a lease, and 
upon acceptance thereof be thereby relieved of all future obliga- 
tions under said lease, and may with like consent, surrender 
any legal subdivision of the area included within the lease. 
Each lease shall contain provisions for the purpose of insuring 
the exercise of reasonable diligence, skill, and care in the opera- 
tion of said property; a provision that such rules for the safety 
and welfare of the miners and for the prevention of undue 
waste as may be prescribed by said Secretary shall be observed, 
including a restriction of the workday to not exceeding eight 
hours in any one day for underground workers except in cases 
of emergency, provisions securing the workmen complete free- 
dom of purchase, requiring the payment of wages at least twice 
a month in lawful money of the United States, and providing 
proper rules and regulations to insure tlie fair and just weighing 
or measurement of the coal mined by each miner, and such other 
provisions as lie may deem necessary for the protection of the 
intwests of the United States, for the prevention of monopoly, 
and for the safeguarding of the public welfare: Provided, That 
none of such provisions shall be in conflict with the laws of the 
State in which the leased property is situated. 

Sec. 30. That any lease issued under the provisions of this 
act may be forfeited and canceled by an appropriate proceeding 
in the United States district court for the district in which the 
property, or some part thereof, is located whenever the lessee 
fails to comply with any of the provisions of this act, of the lease, 
fir of the general regulations promulgated under this act and in 
force at the date of the lease; and the lease may provide for 
resort to appropriate methods for the settlement of disputes or 
for remedies for breach of specified conditions thereof. 

Sec. SI. That tlie Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
prescribe necessary and proper rules and regulations and to 
do any and all things necessary to carry out and accomplish 
the purposes of this act: Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be construed or held to affect the rights of the States or other 
local authority to exercise any rights which they may have 
including the right to levy and collect taxes upon improvements, 



output of mines, or other rights, property, or assets of any 
lessee of the United States. 

Sec. 32. That all statements, representations, or reports re- 
quired by the Secretary of the Interior under this act shall be 
upon oath, unless otherwise specified by him and in such form 
and upon such blanks as the Secretary of the Interior may 
require. 

Sec. 33. That the provisions of this act shall also apply to 
all deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil shale or gas in 
the lands of the United States, which lands may have been or 
may be disposed of under laws reserving to the United StaU* 
such deposits, with the right to prospect for, mine, and remote 
the same, subject to such conditions as are or mag hereafter be 
provided by such laws reserving such deposits. 

Sec. 3't. That all moneys received from sales, royalties, and 
rentals under the provisions of this act, excepting those from 
Alaska, shall be paid into, reserved, and apm-opriaicd as a part 
of the reclamation fund created by the act of Congress approved 
June seventeenth, nineteen hundred and two, known as the rec- 
lamation act, but after use thereof in the construction of reclama- 
tion works and upon return to the reclamation fund of any such 
moneys in the manner provided by the reclamation act and acts 
amendatory thereof atCd supplemental thereto, fifty per centum 
of the amounts detived from such royalties and rentals so utilized 
in and returned to the reclamation fund shall be paid by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury after the expiration of each fiscal year 
to the State within the boundaries of which the leased lands or 
deposits are or were located, said moneys to be used by such 
State or subdivisions thereof for the construction and main- 
tenance of public roads or for the support of public schools or 
other public educational institutions, as the legislature of the 
State may direct: Provided, That any moneys which may accrue 
to the United States under the provisions of this act from lands 
within the naval petroleum reserve* shall be deposited in the 
Treasury as " Miscellaneous receipts/' 

Sec. 35. That the deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, 
oil shale, and gas, herein refcn'ed to. in lands valuable for such 
minerals shall be subject to disposition only in the form and 
manner provided in this act, except as to valid claims existent 
at date of the passage of this act and thereafter maintained in 
compliunce with the laws under which initiated, which claims 
may be perfected under such laws. 

And the House agree to the same. 

Amendment to tlie title : That the Senate recede from its dis- 
agreement to the amendment of the House to the title to the 
bill, and agree to the same with an .amendment as follows: In 
lieu of the matter proposed by the House amendment insert the 
following : 

An act to authorize exploration for and disposition of coal, 
phosphate, sodium, oil, oil shale, or gas on the public domain.

If such equipment or supplies, other 
than emergency supplies, are purchased elsewhere than from the 
War Department or the Navy Department, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral shall reprtrt such action to Congress, together with the rea- 
sons for such purchases. All articles purchased from either of 
said departments shall be paid for at a reasonable price consid- 
ering wear and tear and general condition. Said departments 
are authorised to Sell such equipment and supplies to the Post 
Office Department under the conditions specified, and the pro- 
ceeds of such sales shall be covered into the Treasury as miscel- 
laneous receipts: Provided further, That the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to deliver immediately to the Postmaster General, as he 



may request, and as hereinbefore provided, such aeroplane ma- 
chines, supplies, equipment, and parts as may be serviceable and 
available for the aeroplane mail service, the name to be out of 
any equipment that the War Department or the. Navy Depart- 
ment has on hand or under construction, the War Department 
and the Navy Depart meni appropriations to be credited with the 
equipment turned over to the Post Office Department: And pro- 
vided furthir. That separate accounts be kept of the amount ex- 
pended /of* aeroplane mail service. 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 46: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 46, and 
agree to the same with an amendment as follows: Strike out 
-•$1,500,000" and insert in lieu thereof $2,000,000; and the 
Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 48: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 48, and 
agree to the same with an amendment as follows : In lieu of the 
matter proposed by the Senate Insert the following: 

Provided, That hereafter rural carriers assigned to horse- 
drawn vehicle routes on which daily sevice is pe formed shall 
receive $2h per mile per annum for each mile said routes are in 
excess of twenty-four miles or major fraction thereof, based on 
actual mileage, and rural caniers assigned to horse-drawn ve- 
hicle routes on which triweekly service is pa-formed shall receive 
$12 per mile per annum for each mile said routes are in excess 
of twenty-four miles or major fraction thereof, based on actual 
mileage: Provided further, That during the fiscal year nineteen 
hundred and twenty the pay of carriers who furnish and main- 
tain their own motor vehicles and who serve routes not less than 
fifty miles in length may be fixed at not exceeding $2£50 per 
annum. 

And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 69: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 69, and 
agree to the same with an amendment as follows: In lieu of the 
amendment proposed by the Senate restore the word herein, at 
the end of line 15. on page 28, and add the following : Provided 
further. That no assistant postmaster or supervisory official at 
offices of the first class shall receive a less salary than $100 per 
annum in excess of the sixth-grade salary provided for clerks 
and carriers in the City Delivery Service, nor shall an assistant 
postmaster at any office of the second class be paid a less salary 
than that paid the highest-salaried clerk or letter carrier em- 
ployed in such office: Provided further, That the proviMons of 
this section shall not apply to employees who receive a part of 
their pay from any outside sources under cooperative arrange- 
ment with the Post Office Department, or to employees who serve 
voluntarily or receive only a nominal compensation: And pro- 
vided further, That the increased compensation at the rate of 
ten per centum and fifteen per centum for the fiscal year ending 
June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, and the increased 
compensation for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and nineteen, shall not be computed as salary in con- 
struing this section. So much as may be necessary for the in- 
creases provided for in this act is hereby appropriated " ; and 
the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 71 : That fhe House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 71, and 
agree to the same with an amendment as follows : 

Sec. 5. That the act entitled "An act to provide that the 
United States shall aid the States in the construction of rural 
post roads, and for other purposes" approved July eleventh, 
nineteen hundred and sixteen, is hereby amended to provide 
that the term " rural post roads," as used in section two of said 
act. shall be construed to mean any public road a major portion 
of which is now used or can be used, or forms a connecting link 
not to exceed ten miles in length of any road or roads now or 
hereafter used for the transportation of the United States mails, 
excluding every street and road in a place having a population, 
as shown by the latest available Federal census, of two thousand 
five hundred or more, except that portion of any such street or 
road along which the houses average more than two hundred 
feet apart: Provided, That section six of said act be further 
amended so that the limitation of payments not to exceed 
$10,000 per mile, exclusive of the cost of bridges of more than 
twenty feet clear span, which the Secretary of Agriculture may 
make, be. and the same is, increased to $20,000 per mile. 

Sec. 6. That for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
said aet, as herein amended, there is hereby appropriated, out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
following additional sums: The sum of $50,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and nineteen, ami 
available immediately ; the sum of $75,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and twenty; and the sum 
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of $75*000*000 for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one; said additional sums to be expended in 
accordance with the provisions of said act: Provided, That where 
the constitution of any State prohibits the same from engaging 
upon internal improvements, or from contracting public debts 
for extraordinai'y purposes in an amount sufficient to meet the 
monetary requirements of the act of July eleventh, nineteen hun- 
dred and sixteen, or any act amendatory thereof, or restrict* 
annual tax levies for the purpose of constructing and improving 
roads and bridges, and where a constitutional alteration or 
amendment to overcome either or all of such prohibitions must 
be submitted to a referendum at a general election, tlie sum to 
which such State is entitled under the metfiod of apportionment 
provided in the act of July eleventh, nineteen hundred and six- 
teen, or any act amendatory thereof, shall be withdrawn by the 
Secretary of the Treasury from the principal fund appropriated 
by the act of July eleventh, nineteen hundred and sixteen, or any 
act amendatory thereof, upon receipt of the certification of the 
governor of such State to the existence of either or all of said 
prohibitions, and such sum shall be carried by the Secretary of 
the Treasury as a separate fund for future disbursement as here- 
inafter provided: Provided further, TMt when, by referendum, 
tlie constitutional alterations or amendments necessary to the 
enjoyment of the sum so withdrawn have been approved and 
ratified by any State, the Secretary of the Treasury, upon receipt 
of certification from the governor of such State to such effect, 
shall immediately make available to such State, for the purposes 
set forth in the act of July eleventh, nineteen hutidred and six- 
teen, or any act amendatory thereof, the sum withdrawn as 
hereinbefore provided: Provided further, That nothing herein 
shall le deemed to prevent any State from receiving such portion 
of said principal sum as is available under its existing constitu- 
tion and laws: Provided further, That in the expenditure of this 
fund for labor preference shall be given, other conditions being 
equal, to honorably discharged soldiers, sailors, and marines, 
but any other preference or discrimination among citizens of the 
United States in connection with the expenditure of this appro- 
priation is hereby declared to be unlawful. 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized in his discretion to transfer to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture all available war material, equipment, and supplies not 
needed for the purposes of the War Department, but suitable 
for use in the improvement of highways, and that the same be 
distributed among the highway departments of the several 
States to be used on roads constructed in whole or in part by 
Federal aid, such distribution to be made upon a value basis 
of distribution the same as provided by the Federal aid road 
act approved July eleventh, nineteen hundred and sixteen: Pro- 
vided, That the Secretary of Agriculture, at his discretion, may 
reserve from such distribution not to exceed ten per centum of 
such material, equipment, and supplies for use in the construc- 
tion of national forest roads or other roads constructed under 
his direct supervision. 

Sec* 8. That there is hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and nineteen, the sum 
of $3,000,000, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty, the sum $8,000,000, and for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and twenty-one, the 
sum of $3,000,000, available until expended by the Secretary of 
Agriculture in cooperation with the proper officials of the State, 
Tertitory, insular possession, or county, in the survey, construc- 
tion, and maintenance of roads and trails tcithin or partly 
within the national forests, when necessary for the use and 
development of resources of the same or desirable for the 
proper administration, protection, and improvement of any such 
forest. Out of the sums so appropriated the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may, toithout the cooperation of such officials, survey, 
construct, and maintain any road or trail within a national 
forest which he finds necessary for the proper administration, 
protection, and improvement of such forest, or which in his 
opinion is of national importance. In the expenditure of this 
fund for labor preference shall be given, other conditions being 
equal, to honorably discharged soldiers, sailors, and marines. 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall make annual report to 
Congress of the amounts expended hereunder. 
And the Senate agree to the same. 

Amendment numbered 72: That the House recede from its 
disagreement to the amendment of the Senate numbered 72, 
and agree to the same with an amendment as follows : 

Strike out the language proposed by the Senate and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 

Sec. 9. That no officer or enlisted man of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps shall be detailed for work on the roads which 
come tcithin the provisions of this act except by his own con- 



sent: And provided further, That the Secretary of Agriculture 
through the War Department shall ascertain the number of 
days any such soldiers, sailors, and marines have worked on the 
public roads in the several States (other than roads within the 
limits of cantonments or military reservations in the several 
States) during tlie existing war and also the location where 
they worked and their names and rank, and report to Congress 
at the beginning of its next regular session: Provided further, 
That when any officer or enlisted man in the Army, the Navy, 
or the Marine Corps shall have been or may be in the future 
detailed for labor in the building of roads or other highway 
construction or repair work (otlier than roads within the 
limits of cantonments or military reservations in tlie several 
States) during the existing tear, the pay of such officer or en- 
listed man shall be equalised to conform to the compensation 
paid to civilian employees in the same or like employment and 
the amount found to be due such officers, soldiers, sailors, and 
marines, less the amount of his pay as such officer, soldier, 
sailor, or marine, shall be paid to him from the nineteen hun- 
dred and twenfy appropriation herein allotted to the States 
wherein such highway construction or repair work was or will 
be performed. 
And the Senate agree to the same.

Dent, Mr. Fields, and Mr. Kahn as managers on the part of the 
House at the said conference. 

Ordered, That the Clerk notify the Senate thereof. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Waldorf, one of Its secre- 
taries, announced that the Senate had passed with amendments 
in which the concurrence of the House was requested the bill 
( H. R. 13462) making appropriations for the construction, repair, 
and preservation of certain public works on rivers and harbors, 
and for other purposes, had requested a conference with the 
House of Representatives on the bill and amendments and had 
appointed Mr. Fletcher, Mr. Ransdell, and Mr. Jones of Washing- 
ton as the conferees on the part of the Senate. 

The message also announced that the Senate had agreed to 
the amendments of the House to Senate bill and joint resolu- 
tions of the following numbers and titles :

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 25, 1919.

acting under his authority, direction, or instruction, or that of 
the President, with any person, firm, or corporation for the ac- 
quisition of lands, or the use thereof, or for damages resulting 
from notice by the Government of its intention to acquire or use 
said lands, or for the production, manufacture, sale, acquisition, 
or control of equipment, materials, or suf>plies, or for services, or 
for facilities, or other purposes connected with the prosecution 
of the war, when such agreement has been performed in whole 
or in part, or expenditures have been made or obligations in- 
curred upon the faith of the same by any such person, firm, or 
corporation prior to November twelfth, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, and such agreement has not been executed' in the 
manner prescribed by law: Provided, That in no case shall any 
award, either by the Secretary of War or the Court of Claims, 
include prospective or possible profits on any part of the contract 
beyond the goods and supplies delivered to and accepted by the 
United States and a reasonable remuneration for expenditures 
and obligations or liabilities necessarily incurred in performing 
or preparing to perform said contract or order: Provided further 
That this act shall not authorize payment to be made of any 
claim not presented before June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and 
nineteen: And provided further, That the Secretary of War 
shall report to Congress at the beginning of its next session fol- 
lowing June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and nineteen, a de- 
tailed statement showing the nature, terms, and conditions of 
every such agreement and the payment or adjustment thereof: 
And provided further, Tliat no settlement of any claim arising 
under any such agreement shall bar the United States Govern 
ment through any of its duly authorized agencies, or any com- 
mittee of Congress hereafter duly appointed, from the right of 
review of such settlement, nor the right of recovery of any money 
paid by the Government to any party under any settlement en- 
tered into or payment made under the provisions of this act, if 
the Government ha* been defrauded, and the right of recovery 
in all such cases shall exist against the executors, administrators, 
heirs, successors, and assigns, of any party or parties: And pro- 
vided further, That nothing in this act shall be construed to re- 
lieve any officer or agent of the United States from criminal 
prosecution under the provisions of any statute of tJie United 
States for any fraud or criminal conduct: And provided further, 
That this act shall in no way relieve or excuse any officer or 
his agent from such criminal prosecution because of any irregu- 
larity or illegality in the manner of the execution of such agree- 
ment: And provided further, That in all proceedings hereunder 
witnesses may be compelled to attend, appear, and testify, and 
produce books,, papers, and letters, or other documents; and the 
claim that any such testimony or evidence may tend to criminate 
the person giving the same shall not excuse such witness from 
testifying, but such evidence or testimony shall not be used 
against such person in trial of any criminal proceeding. 

See. B. That the Court of Claims is hereby given jurisdiction 
on petition of any individual, firm, company, or corporation re- 
ferred to in section one hereof, to find and award fair and just 
compensation in the cases specified in said section in the event 
that such individual, firm, company, or corporation shall not be 
willing to accept the adjustment, payment, or compensation 
offered by the Secretary of War as hereinbefore provided, or in 
the- event that the Secretary of War shall fail or refuse to offer 
a satisfactory adjustment, payment, or compensation as pro- 
vided for in said section. 

Sec. 8. That the Secretary of War, through such agency as 
he may designate or establish is empowered, upon such terms 
as he or it may determine to be in the interest of the United 
States, to make equitable and fair adjustments and agreements, 
upon the termination or in settlement or readjustment of agree- 
ments or arrangements entered into with any foreign govern- 
ment or governments or nationals thereof, prior to November 
Twelfth, Nineteen hundred and eighteen, for the furnishing 
to the American Expeditionary Forces or otherwise for war 
purposes of supplies, materials, facilities, services, or the use 
of property, or for the furnishing of any thereof by the United 
States to any foreign government or governments, whether or 
not such agreements or arrangements have been entered into 
in accordance with applicable statutory provisions; and the 
other provisions of this act shall not be applicable to such ad- 
justments. 



Sec. 4. That whenever, under the provisions of this act, the 
Secretary of War shall make an award to any prime contractor 
with respect to any portion of his contract which he shall have 
sublet to any other person, firm, or corporation who has in good 
faith made expenditures, incurred obligations, rendered service, 
or furnished material, equipment, or supplies to such prime 
contractor, with the knowledge and approval of any agent of

$7,700; and the Senate agree to the same.

clerks at $1,500 each; $442,400: Provided, That such clerks and 
assistant clerks shall be ex officio clerks and assistant clerks 
of any committee of which their Senator is chairman. 

Ninety-four additional clerks at $1,200 each, one for each 
Senator having no more than one clerk and two assistant clerks

After debate, 

The conference report was agreed to. 

Ordered, That the Clerk notify the Senate thereof. 

Mr. Phelan called up the following conference report : 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendment of the House to the bill (S. 5236) 
to amend sections 7, 10, and 11 of the Federal reserve act, and 
section 5172, Revised Statutes of the United States, having met, 
after full and free conference have agreed to recommend and 
do recommend to their respective Houses as follows : 

That the Senate recede from Its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the House, and agree to the same with an amendment 
as follows: 

In lieu of the amendment proposed by the House insert the 
following : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That that 
part of the first paragraph of section seven of the Federal re- 
serve act which reads as follows: "After the aforesaid dividend 
claims have been fully met, all the net earnings shall be paid to 
the United States as a franchise tax, except that one-half of 
such net earnings sfiall be paid into a surplus fund until it shall 
amount to forty per centum of the paid-in capital stock of such 
bank," be amended to read as follows: 

"After the aforesaid dividend claims have been fully met, the 
net earnings shall be paid to the United States as a franchise 
tax, except that the whole of such net earnings, including those 
for the year ending December thirty-first, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, shall be paid into a surplus fund until it shall amount 
to one hundred per centum of the subscribed capital stock of 



such bank, and that thereafter ten per centum of such net earn- 
ings shall be paid into the surplus" 

Sec. 2. That that part of section ten of the Federal reserve 
act which reads as follows: " The members of said board, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Assistant Secretaries of the 
Treasury, and the Comptroller of the Currency, shall be in- 
eligible during the time they are in office and for two years 
thereafter to hold any office, position, or employment in any 
member bank," be amended to read as follows: 

" The Secretary of the Treasury and the Comptroller of the 
Currency shall be ineligible during the time they are in office 
and for two years thereafter to hold any office, position, or em- 
ployment in any member bank. The appointive members of the 
Federal Reserve Board shall be ineligible during the time they 
are in office and for two years thereafter to hold any office, 
position, or employment in any member bank, except that this 
restriction shall not apply to a member who has served the full 
term for which he was appointed." 

Sec. 3. That section eleven of the Federal reserve act, as 
amended by the act of September seventh, nineteen hundred 
and sixteen, be further amended by striking out the whole of 
subsection (m) and by substituting therefor a subsection ft> read 
as follows: 

" (m) Upon the affirmative vote of not less than five of its 
members, th* Federal Reserve Board shall have power to per- 
mit Federal reserve banks to discount for any member bank 
notes, drafts, or bills of exchange bearing the signature or 
indorsement of any one borrower in excess of the amount per- 
mitted by section nine and section thirteen of this act, but in no 
case to exceed twenty per' centum of the member bank's capital 
and surplus: Provided, however, That all such notes, drafts, or 
bills of exchange discounted for any member bank in excess of 
the amount permitted under such sections shall be secured by 
not less than a like face amount of bonds or notes of the 
United States issued since April twenty- fourth, nineteen hun- 
dred and seventeen, or certificates of indebtedness of the United 
States: Provided further, That the provisions of this subsection 
(m) shall not be operative after December thirty-first, nine- 
teen hundred and twenty." 

See. 4- That section fifty-one hundred and seventy-two. Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

" Sec 5172. That in order to furnish suitable notes for circu- 
lation the Comptroller of the Currency shall, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, cause plates and dies to be 
engraved in the best manner to guard against counterfeiting 
and fraudulent alterations, and shall have printed therefrom and 
numbered such quantity of circulating notes in blank, or bear- 
ing engraved signatures of officers as herein provided, of the 
denominations of $t, H, $5, $10, $20, $50, $100, $500, and $1,000, 
as may be required to supply the associations entitled to receive 
the same. Such notes shall express upon their face that they 
are secured by United States bonds deposited with the Treas- 
urer of the United States, by the written or engraved signatures 
of the Treasurer and Register, and by the imprint of the seal of 
the Treasury; and shall also express upon their face the promise 
of the association receiving the same to pay on demand, attested 
by the icritten or engraved signatures of the president or vice 
president and cashier; and shall bear such devices and such 
other statements and shall be in such form as the Secretary" 
of the Treasury shall, by regulation direct"

change the location of headquarters in any customs-collection 
district, as the needs of the service may require : And provided 
further, That the President shall, at .the beginning of each 
regular session, submit to Congress a statement of all acts, if 
any, done hereunder, and the reasons therefor."

THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 27, 1919. 

The House whs called to order by the Speaker. 

The Journal of the proceedings of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

Under clause 2 of Rule XXIV, an executive communication 
was taken from the Speaker's table and referred as follows: 

A letter from the Secretary of War, transmitting a third sup- 
plemental report of the claims determined during the period 
January 25 to February 19, Inclusive, 1919, for damages and 
loss to private property occasioned by the explosion at the plant 
of the T. A. Gillespie Loading Co., at Morgan, N. J. : to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and ordered to be printed. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Waldorf, one of its secre- 
taries, announced that the Senate had passed bills of the fol- 
lowing numbers and titles, in which the concurrence of the 
House was requested : 

S. 5517. An act to amend the war-risk insurance act ; and 

S. 5443. An act for the owners of the schooner Horatio G. 
Foss. 

The message also announced that the Senate had passed with 
amendments the bill (H. R. 14516) making appropriations for 
the Diplomatic and Consular Service for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1920; had requested a conference with the House of 
Representatives on the bill and amendments, and had appointed 
Mr. Overman, Mr. Shafroth, and Mr. Curtis as the conferees on 
the part of the Senate. 

The message also announced that the Senate had insisted 
upon its amendments to the bill (H. R. 13274) to provide relief 
where formal contracts have not been made in the manner re- 
quired by law, had agreed to the conference asked for by the 
House, and had appointed Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Fletcher, Mr. 
Thomas, Mr. Warren, and Mr. Knox as the conferees on the 
part of the Senate. 

• The message also announced that the Senate had agreed to 
the report of the committee of conference on the disagreeing 
votes of the two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to the 
bill (H. R. 13462) making appropriations for the construction, 
repair, and preservation of certain public works on rivers and 
harbors, and for other purposes. 

Mr. Ferris made the point of order that there was not a quo- 
rum present. 

The Speaker, after counting, announced that there were 97 
Members present, not a quorum.

Thereupon, the Speaker announced that 335 Members had an- 
swered to their names, a quorum. 

On motion of Mr. Foster, further proceedings under the call 
were dispensed with. 

Mr. Ferris called up the following conference report : 

The second committee of conference on the disagreeing votes 
of the two Houses on the amendments of the House to the bill 
(S. 2812) to encourage and promote the mining of coal, phos- 



phate, oil, gas, and sodium on the public domain, having met, 
after full and free conference have agreed to recommend and do 
recommend to their respective Houses as follows: 

That the Senate recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ments of the House, and agree to the same with an amendment 
as follows : In lieu of the matter proposed by the House amend- 
ment Insert the following: 

That deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil t shale, or 
(fas, owned by the United States, including those in national 
forests, the Grand Canyon National Park, and the Mount Olym- 
pus National Monument, but excluding those in other national 
parks, and in lands withdrawn or reserved for military or naval 
uses or purposes, except as hereinafter provided, shall be sub- 
ject to disposition in the form and manner provided by this act 
to citizens of the United States, or to any association of such 
persons, or to any corporation organized under the laws of the 
United States, or of any State or Territory thereof, and in the 
case of coal, oil, oil shale, or yas, to municipalities. 

Coal, 

Sec. d. That any citizen or any association composed of per- 
sons severally qualified by law to enter coal lands, or any cor- 
pora Hon incorporated under and by virtue of the laws of any 
State or Territory, or any municipality of any State or Terri- 
tory, shall upon application to the register of the proper land 
office, have the tight to enter by legal subdivision* any quantity 
of vacant coal lands of the United States within any State or 
Territory of the Union, exclusive of those in Alaska, not other- 
wise appropriated by competent authority, not exceeding two 
thousand five hundred and sixty acves, upon payment to the re- 
ceiver of not less than $10 per acre for such lands where the same 
shall be situate more than fifteen mites from any completed rail- 
road, and not less than $20 per acre for such lands as shall be 
icithin fifteen miles of such railroad, and the Secretary of the 
Interior shall offer such coal lands and award the same through 
advertisement and competitive bidding, veserving the right 4o 
reject any and alt bids which he may deem to be unfair: Provided, 
That improvements or development work of the aggregate value 
of not less than $8 per acre upon the coal lands so entered shall 
be made or done upon the lands annually for two years after such 
award, when patent shall issue therefor. Upon failure to com- 
ply with the term* of this section icithin the required period 
said lands slutll be subject to entry by any other qualified ap- 
plicant. 

No such person, association, or corporation shall own coal 
lands entered after the passage of this act in excess of said 
area, at any one time, nor be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in any other coal lands or coal taken therefrom, and no member 
of such association or corporation, or stockholder of such cor- 
poration, shall mm any other coal lands or be interested, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in any other coat lands or coal taken there- 
from, or in any other association or corporation owning or con- 
trolling any coal lands: Provided, ho-wever, That any such own- 
ership or interest hereby forbidden which may be acquired by 
descent, will, judgment, or decree may be held two years after 
its acquisition and not longer, and in case of minority or other 
disability such time as the court may decree. 

That any person, association, corp<>ration. member of such 
association, or stockholder of such corporation who violates 
any of the foregoing provisions shall upon conviction thereof, 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and punished by a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $10,000 or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for a 
penod of not exceeding two years, or both. 

That if any of such coal lands entered after the passage of 
this act shall be owned, leased, trusteed, possessed, or con- 
trolled by any dcrice permanently, temporarily, directly, indi- 
rectly, tacitly, or in any manner whatsoever, so that they form 
part of or in any way effect any combination, or are in any- 
wise controlled by any combination in the form of a trust, or 
the subject of any contract or conspiracy in restraint of trade- 
in the mining or selling of coal, or of any holding of such lands 
by indiriduals, copartnership, association, corporation, mort- 
gage, stock ownership, or control, in excess of two thousand five 
hundred and sixty acres, the title thereto shall be forfeited to 
the United States of America by proceedings instituted by the 
Attorney General in the courts for the purpose. 

Sec. 8. That the Secretary of the Interior is authorized to, 
and upon the i>ctition of any qualified applicant shall, divide 
any of the coal lands or the deposits of coal, classified and un- 
classified, owned by the United States, outside of the Territory 
of Alaska, unless previously entered under section two of this 
act, into leasing tracts of forty acres each, or multiples thereof, 
and in such form as, in the opinion of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, will permit the most economical mining of the coal in such 
tracts, but in no case exceeding tiro thousand five hundred and 
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8ixty acres in any one leasing tract; and thereafter the Secretary 
of the Interior shall, in his discretion, from time to time upon the 
request of any qualified applicant or on his otcn motion, offer 
such lands or deposits of coal for leasing, and, upon a royalty 
fixed by him in advance, shall award leases thereof through 
advertisement, by competitive bidding, or, in case of lignite or 
low-grade coals, such otlier methods as he may by general regu- 
lations adopt, to any qualified applicant, unless previously en- 
tered under section two of this act: Provided, That no railroad 
or other common carrier shall be permitted to take or acquire 
through lease or permit under this act any coal lands or deposits 
of coal in excess of such area or quantity as may be required and 
used solely for its otcn use, and such limitation of use shall be 
expressed in all leases or permits issued to railroads or common 
carriers hereunder. That such a railroad or common carrier 
may be permitted to take under the foregoing provisions not to 
exceed one lease hereunder upon and for each two hundred 
miles of its line in actual operation. The term " railroad " or 
"common carrier" as used in this act shall include any com- 
pany or corporation owning of operating a railroad, whether 
under a contract, agreement, or lease, and any eompany or cor- 
poration' subsidiary or auxiliary thereto, whether directly or 
indirectly connected with such railroad or common carrier, but 
shall not include spurs, switches, or branch lines operated by 
any lessee and necessary to connect the mine with the line or 
lines of any railroad or other common carrier. 

Sec. 4» That any person, association, or corporation holding 
a lease of coal lands or coal deposits under this act may, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Interior, upon a finding by 
him that it will be for the advantage of the lessee and the 
United States, secure modifications of his or its original lease 
by including additional coal lands or coal deposits contiguous 
to those embraced in such lease, but in no event shall the total 
area embraced in such modified lease exceed in the aggregate 
two thousand five hundred and sixty acres. 

That upon satisfactory showing by any lessee to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that all of the tvorkable deposits of coal 
within a tract covered by his or its lease will be exhausted, 
worked out, or removed within three years thereafter, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior may, within his discretion, lease to such 
lessee an additional tract of land or coal deposits, which, includ- 
ing the coal area remaining in the existing lease, shall not ex- 
ceed two thousand five hundred and sixty acres, through the same 
procedure and under the same conditions an in case of an orig- 
inal lease. 

Sec. 5. That if, in the judgment of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, the public interest will be subserved thereby, lessees 
holding under lease areas not exceeding the maximum permitted 
under this act may consolidate their leases or holdings through 
the surrender of the original leases or holdings and the inclusion 
of such areas in a new lease of not to exceed two thousand five 
hundred and sixty acres of contiguous lands. 

Sec. 6. That where coal lands aggregating two thousand five 
hundred and sixty acres and subject to lease hereunder do not 
exist as continguous areas, the Secretary of the Interior is au- 
thorized, if, in his opinion, the interests of the public and of 
the lessee will be thereby subserved, to embrace in a single 
lease sections or parts of sections which can be operated as a 
single mine or unit. 

Sec. 7. That for the privilege of mining or extracting the coal 
in the lands covered by the lease the lessee shall pay to the 
United States such royalties as may be specified in the lease, 
which shall be fixed in advance of offering the same, and which 
shall be not less than 2 cents per ton of two thousand pounds, 
due and payable at the end of each month succeeding that of 
the extraction of the coal from the mine, and an annual rental, 
payable at the date of such lease and annually thereafter, on the 
lands or coal deposits covered by such lease, at such rate as 
may be fixed by the Secretary of the Interior prior to offering 
the same, which shall be not less than 25 cents per acre for the 
first year thereafter, not less than 50 cents per acre for the 
second, third, fourth, and fifth years, respectively, and not less 
than $1 per acre for each and every year thereafter during the 
continuance of the lease, except that such rental for any year 
shall be credited against the royalities as they accrue for that 
year. Leases shall be for indeterminate periods upon condition 
of diligent development and continued operation of the mine or 
mines, except when such operation shall be interrupted by 
strikes, the elements, or casualties not attributable to the lessee, 
and upon the further condition that at the end of each twenty- 
year period succeeding the date of the lease such readjustment 
of terms and conditions may be made as the Secretary of the 
Interior may determine, unless othenvise provided by law at 
the time of the expiration of such periods: Provided, That the 



Secretary of the Interior may, if in his judgment the public in- 
terest will be subserved thereby, in lieu of the provision herein 
contained requiring continuous operation of the mine or mines, 
provide in the lease for the payment of an annual advance 
royalty upon a minimum number of tons of coal, which in no 
case shall aggregate less than the amount of rentals herein 
provided for. 

Sec. 8. That in order to provide for the supply of strictly 
local domestic needs for fuel, the Secretary of the Interior may, 
under such rules and regulations as he may prescribe in ad- 
vance, issue limited licenses or permits to individuals or associ- 
ations of individuals to prospect for, mine, and take for their 
use but not for sale, coal from the public lands without pay- 
ment of royalty for the coal mined or the land occupied, on such 
conditions not inconsistent with this act as in his opinion will 
safeguard the public interest: Provided, That this privilege 
shall not extend to any corporation: And provided further, 
That in the case of municipal corporations the Secretary of the 
Interior may issue such limited license or permit, for not to 
exceed one hundred and sixty acres, upon condition that such 
municipal corporations will mine the coal therein under proper 
conditions and dispose of the same without profit: And pro- 
vided further, That the acquisition or holding of a lease under 
the preceding sections of this act shall be no bar to the ac- 
quisition of such tract or operation of such mine under said 
limited license. 

Pliosphates. 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author- 
ized to lease or sell to any person qualified under this act any 
lands belonging to the United States containing deposits of 
phosphates, under such restrictions and upon such terms as are 
herein specified, through advertisement, competitive bidding, or 
such other methods as the Secretary of the Interior may by 
general regulation adopt. 

Sec. 10. That each lease or sale sliall be for not to exceed 
two thousand five hundred and sixty acres of land to be de- 
scribed by the legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys; if 
surveyed, to be described by the legal subdivisions of the public- 
land surveys; if unsurveyed, to be surveyed by the Government 
at the expense of the applicant for lease, in accordance with the 
laws, rules, and regulations governing the survey of public 
lands, and the lands leased shall be conformed to and taken in 
accordance with the legal subdivisions of such survey; deposits 
made to cover expense of surveys shall be deemed appropriated, 
for that purpose; and any excess deposits shall be repaid to the 
person, association, or corporation making such deposits or 
their legal representatives: Provided, That the land embraced 
in any one lease shall be in compact form, the length of which 
shall not exceed two and one-half times its width. 

Sec. it. That for the privilege of mining or extracting the 
phosphates or phosphate rock covered by the lease the lessee 
shall pay to the United States such royalties as may be specified 
in the lease, which shall be fixed by the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior in advance of offering the same, which shall be not less than 
two per centum of the gross value of the output of phosphates 
or phosphate rock at the mine, due and payable at the end of 
each month succeeding that of the extraction of the phosphates 
or phosphate rock from the mine, and an annual rental payable 
at the date of such lease and annually thereafter on the area 
covered by such lease at such rate as may be fixed by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior prior to offering the lease, which shall be 
not less than 25 cents per acre for the first year thereafter, 50 
cents per acre for the second, third, fourth, and fifth years, re- 
spectively, and $1 per acre for each and every year thereafter 
during the continuance of the lease, except that such rental 
for any year shall be credited against the royalties as they 
acaue for that year, teases shall be for indeterminate periods 
upon condition of a minimum annual production, except when 
operation shall be interrupted by strikes, the elements, or casual- 
ties not attributable to the lessee, and upon the further condition 
that at the end of each twenty-year period succeeding the date 
of the lease such readjustment of terms and conditions may 
be made as the Secretary of the Interior shall determine unless 
otherwise provided by law at the time of the expiration of such 
periods. 

Sec. 12. That any qualified applicant to whom the Secretary 
of the Interior may grant a lease to develop and extract phos- 
phates, or phosphate rock, under the provisions of this act shall 
have the right to use so much of the surface of unappropriated 
and unentered lands, not exceeding forty acres, as may be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Interior to be necessary for 
the proper prospecting for or development, extraction, treat- 
ment, and removal of such mineral deposits. 
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Oil and gas. 

Sec. IS. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author- 
ized, under such necessary and proper rules and regulations as 
he may prescribe, to grant to any applicant qualified under this 
act a prospecting permit, which shall give the exclusive right, 
for a period not exceeding ttco years, to prospect for oil or gas 
upon not to exceed six hundred and forty acres of land wherein 
such deposits belong to the United States and are located within 
ten miles of any producing oil or gas well and upon not to ex- 
ceed two thousand five hundred and sixty acres of land wherein 
such deposits belong to the Vnited States and are situated more 
than ten miles from any producing oil or gas well and are not 
within any known geological structure of a producing oil or 
gas field upon condition that the permittee shall begin drilling 
operations within six months from the date of the permit, and 
shall, within one year from and after the date of permit, drill 
one or more wells for oU or gas to a depth of not less than five 
hundred feet each, unless valuable deposits of oil or gas shall 
be sooner discovered, and shall, within two years from date of 
the permit, drill for oil or gas to an aggregate depth of not less 
than two thousand feet unless valuable deposits of oil or gas 
shall be sooner discovered. The Secretary of the Interior may, 
if he shall find that the permittee has been unable with the exer- 
cise of diligence to test the land in the time granted by the per- 
mit, extend any such permit for such time and upon such con- 
ditions as he shall prescribe. Whether the lands sought in any 
such application and permit are surveyed or unsurveyed the 
applicant shall, prior to filing his application for permit, locate 
such lands in a reasonably compact form and according to the 
legal subdivisions of the public land surveys if the land be 
surveyed ; and in an approximately square or rectangular tract 
if the land be an unsurveyed tract, the length of which shall 
not exceed two and one-half times its width, and if he shall 
cause to be erected upon the land for which a permit is sought, 
a monument, not less than four feet high, at some conspicuous 
place thereon, and shall post a notice in writing on or near said 
monument, stating that an application for permit will be made 
within thirty days after date of said notice, the name of the 
applicant, the date of the notiee, and such a general description 
of the land to be covered by such petmit by reference to courses 
and distances from such monument and such other natural ob- 
jects and permanent monuments as w4ll reasonably identify 
the land, stating the amount thereof in acres, he shall during 
the period of thirty days following such marking and posting, 
be entitled to a preference right over others to a permit for 
the land so identified. The applicant shall, within ninety days 
after receiving a permit, mark each of the corners of the tract 
described in the permit upon the ground icith substantial monu- 
ments, so that the boundaries can be readily traced on the 
ground, and shall post in a conspicuous place upon the lands a 
notice that such permit has been granted and a description of 
the lands covered thereby: Provided, That in the Territory of 
Alaska prospecting permits, not more than five in number, may 
be granted to any qualified applicant for periods not exceeding 
four years, actual drilling operations shall begin within two 
years from date of permit, and oil and gas wells shall be drilled 
to a depth of not less than five hundred feet, unless valuable 
deposits of oil or gas shall be sooner discovered, within three 
years from date of the permit, and to an aggregate depth of not 
less than two tlwusand feet unless valuable deposits of oil or 
gas shall be sooner discovered, within four years from date of 
permit: And provided further, That in said Territory the ap- 
plicant shall have a preference right over others to a permit for 
land identified by temporary monuments and notice posted on 
or near the same for six months following such marking and 
posting, and upon receiving a permit he shall mark the corners 
of the tract described in the permit upon the ground with sub- 
stantial monuments within one year after receiving such permit. 

Sec. 1^. That upon establishing to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Interior that valuable deposits of oil or gas 
have been discovered within the limits of the land embraced in 
any such permit the permittee shall be entitled to a patent 
for one- fourth of the land embraced in the prospecting permit, 
such area to be selected by the permittee in compact form and 
according to the legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys if 
the land be surveyed, or to be surveyed at his expense in accord- 
ance with the laws, rules, and regulations governing the survey 
of placer mining claims if located upon unsurveyed lands: Pro- 
vided, That such permittee shall be given a preference right to 
lease the remaining and unpatented lands embraced within the 
limits of his, permit at a royalty determined by competitive bid- 
ding at a rate of not less than one-eighth, otherwise to be upon 
the same terms and conditions as provided for other general 
leases. 



Sec. 15. That until the permittee shall apply for patent to the 
one-fourth of the permit area heretofore provided for he shall 
pay to the United States twenty per centum of the gross value 
of all oil or gas secured by him from the lands embraced within 
his permit and sold or otherwise disposed of or held by him for 
sale or other disposition. 

Sec. 16. That all permits, leases, entries, and patents of lands 
containing oil or gas, made or issued under the provisions of this 
act, shall be subject to the condition that no wells shall be 
drilled within two hundred feet of any of the outer boundaries 
of the lands so located, leased, entered, or patented, unless the 
adjoining lands hare been patented or the title thereto otherwise 
vested in private otrners, and to the further condition that the 
locator, lessee, entryman, or patentee will, in conducting his 
explorations and mining operations, use all reasonable precau- 
tions to prevent waste of oil or gas developed in the land, or the 
entrance of water through wells drilled by him to the oil sands 
or oil-bearing strata, to the destruction or injury of the oil 
deposits. Violations of the provisions of this section shall con- 
stitute grounds for the forfeiture of the location, entry, lease, or 
patent, to be enforced through appropriate proceedings in courts 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 17. That all unappropriated deposits of oil or gas situ- 
ated within the geologic structure of a producing oil or gas field 
and the unentered lands containing the same, except, hotcever, 
those embraced in any prospecting permit during the life of the 
same, may be leased by the Secretary of the Interior through 
competitive bidding under general regulations in areas not ex- 
ceeding one thousand two hundred and eighty acres and in tracts 
which shall not exceed in length two and one-half times their 
width, such leases to be conditioned upon the payment by the 
lessee of such royalty as may be fixed in the lease, which shall 
be not less than one-eighth in amount of value of the productions, 
whieh royalty on demand of the Secretary of the Interior shall 
be paid in oil or gas, and the payment in advance of a rental of 
not less than $1 per acre per annum thereafter during the con- 
tinuance of the lease, the rental paid for any one year to be 
credited against the royalties as they accrue for that year. 
Leases shall be for a period of twenty years, icith the prefer- 
ential right in the lessee to renew the same for successive periods 
of ten years upon such reasonable terms and conditions as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, unless otherwise 
provided by law at the time of the expiration of such periods. 

Sec. 18. Upon relinquishment to the United States, filed in 
the General Land Office within six months after the approval of 
this act, of aU right, title, and interest claimed and possessed 
since prior to July third, nineteen hundred and ten, by the 
claimant hereunder or his predecessor in interest under the pre- 
existing petroleum placer law to any oil or gas bearing land 
embraced in the Executive order of withdrawal issued September 
twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and nine, and not within any 
naval petroleum reserve, and upon payment to the United States 
of an amount equal to the* value at the time of production of 
one-eighth of all the oU or gas already produced and saved from, 
such land, the claimant or his successor in undisputed posses- 
sion of any such claim shall be entitled to a lease thereof from 
the United States for a period of twenty years, at a royalty of 
not less than one-eighth of all the proceeds of oil or gas produced: 
Provided, That not more than one-half of the area within the 
geologic oil or gas structure of a producing oil or gas field shall 
be leased to any one claimant under the provisions of this sec- 
tion when the area of such geological oil structure exceeds six 
hundred and forty acres. Any claimant or his successor subject 
to this limitation shall, hotcever, have the right to select and 
receive the lease as in this section provided for that portion of 
his claim or claims equal to but not in excess of said one-half 
of the area of such geologic oil structure. 

All such leases shall be made and the amount to be paid for 
oil and gas produced after the execution of such lease shall be 
fixed by the Secretary of the Interior under appropriate rules 
and regulations: Provided, however, That as to all such claims 
situate within naval petroleum reserves the producing wells 
thereon only shall be leased, together with an area of land suffi- 
cient for the operation thereof, upon the terms and payment of 
royalties for past and future production as herein provided for 
in the leasing of claims. No wells shall be drilled in the land 
subject to this provision within six hundred and sixty feet of 
any such leased well without the consent of the lessee: Provided, 
however, That the President may, in his discretion, lease the 
remainder of any such claim upon which such wells have been 
drilled, and in the event of such leasing said claimant or his suc- 
cessor shall hare a preference right to such lease: And provided 
further, That he may permit the drilling of additional wells by 
the claimant or his successor within the limited area of six 
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hundred and sixty feet theretofore proxidcd for, upon such 
terms and conditions as he may prescribe. 

No fraudulent claimant shall be entitled to any lease pro- 
vided for in this sect ion , but the successor in interest of such 
claimant without notice of the fraud at the time such interest 
was acquired shall not be chargeable therewith. 

Upon the delivery and acceptance of the lease, as in this 
section provided, all suits brought by the Government affecting 
such lands may be settled and adjusted in accordance herewith 
and all moneys impounded in such suits or under the act of 
August twenty-fifth, nineteen hundred and fourteen (Thirty- 
eighth Statutes at Large, page sewn hundred and eight), shall 
be paid over to the parties entitled thereto. In case 'of conflicting 
claimants for leases under this section, the Secretary of the In- 
terior is authorized to grant leases to one more of them as shall 
be deemed just. 

Sec. 19. That any pernon who, at the time of any withdrawal 
order, or on January first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, teas 
a bona fide occupant or claimant of oil or gas lands not with- 
drawn from entry, and who had previously performed all acts 
under then existing laws necessary to valid locations thereof 
except to make discovery, and upon which discovery had not 
been made prior to the passage of this act. and who has per- 
formed work or expended on or for the benefit of such locations 
an amount equal in the aggregate of $250 for each location if 
application therefor shall be made within three months from 
the passage of this act shall be entitled to prospecting permits 
thereon upon the same terms and conditions as other permits 
provided for in this act. or where any such person has heretofore 
made such discovery he shall be entitled to a lease thereon under 
such terms as the Secretary of the Interior may prescribe unless 
otherwise provided for in section eighteen hereof: Provided, 
That such lands are not reserved for the use of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, however, That no claimant who has been guilty of any 
fraud or who had knowledge or reasonable grounds to know of 
any fraud or who has not acted honestly and in good faith shall 
be entitled to any of the benefits of this section: And provided 
further, That tcithin one year after the passage of this act where 
any land has been included within an oil withdrawal or classi- 
fication heretofore made after bona fide entry upon the same by 
a qualified homestead or desert-land entry man and where said 
entry man has complied with the requirements of the law relat- 
ing to such entries up to the time when saitl withdrawal was 
made, said entryman or the patentee under such entry, shall be 
given a preference right to a prospecting permit for the same 
under the same terms and conditions as prescribed in this act. 

Oil shale. 

Sec. 20. Thut the Secretary of the Interior is hereby au- 
thorized to lease to any person or corporation qualified under 
this act any deposits of oil shale belonging to the United States 
and the surface of so much of the public lands containing such 
deposits, or land adjacent thereto, us may be required for the 
extraction and reduction of the leased minerals, under such 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this act, as he may 
prescribe; that no lease hereunder shall exceed five thousand 
one hundred and twenty acres of land, to be descHbed by the 
legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys, or if unsurveyed, 
to be surveyed by the United States, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, in accordance with the laws and regulations for the survey 
of public lands. Leases may be for indeterminate periods, upon 
such conditions as may be imposed by the Seeretary of the In- 
terior, including covenants relative to methods of mining, pre- 
vention of waste, and productive development. For the privi- 
lege of mining, extracting, and disposing of the oil or other 
minerals covered by a lease under this section the lessee shall 
pay to the United States such royalties as shall be specified in 
the lease and an annual rental, payable at the beginning of 
each year, at the rate of 50 cents per acre per annum, for the 
lands included in the lease, the rental paid for any one year to 
be credited against the royalties accruing for that year; such 
royalties to be subject to readjustment at the end of each twenty- 
year period by the Secretary of the Interior: Provided, That for 
the purpose of encouraging the production of petroleum prod- 
ucts from shales the Secretary may, in his discretion, waive the 
payment of any royalty and rental during the first five years 
of any lease: Provided, Tliat any person having a valid location 
to such minerals under existing laus on January first, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, shall, upon the relinquishment of 
such location, be entitled to a lease under the provisions of this 
section, for such area of the land relinquished as shall not ex- 
ceed the maximum area authorized by this section to be leased 
to an individual or corporation: Provided, however, That no 
claimant who has been guilty of fraud in the location of any 
oil-shale bearing lands shall be entitled to any of the benefits 



' of this section: Provided further, That not more than one lease 
shall be granted under this section to any one person, associa- 
tion, or corporation. 

Alaska oil proviso. 
Sec. 21. That any bona fide occupant or claimant of oil or gas 

; bearing lands in the Territory of Alaska, or his successors or 
assigns, who prior to withdrawal had complied otherwise with 
the requirements of the mining laws, but had made no discovery 
of oil or gas in wells and who prior to withdrawal had made sub- 

| stantial improvements on or for each location or txad prior to 

' the passage of this act expended not less than $250 in improve- 
ments on or for each location shall be entitled, upon relinquish- 

i ment or surrender to the United States within one year from 
the date of this act, or within six months after final denial or 
withdrawal of application for patent to a prospecting permit or 
permits, lease or leases, under this act covering such lands, not 
exceeding five permits or leases in number and not exceeding an 
aggregate of one thousand two hundred and eighty acres in each: 
Provided, That leases in Alaska under this act whether as a 

, result of prospecting permits or otherwise shall be upon such 

j rental and royalties as shall be fixed by the Secretary of the 
Interior and specified in the lease, and be subject to readjustment 

, at the end of each twenty-year period of the lease: Provided

No fraudulent claimant shall be entitled to any lease provided 
for in this section, but the successor in interest of such claimant 

. without notice of the fraud at the time such interest was ac- 

i quired shall not be chargeable therewith. 

Sodium. 
Sec. 22. That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author- 
ized and directed, under such rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe, to grant to any qualified applicant a prospecting per- 
mit wfiich shall give the exclusive right to prospect for chlorides, 

1 sulphates, carbonates, borates, silicates, or nitrates of sodium 
dissolved in and soluble in water, and accumulated by concen- 
tration, in lands belonging to the United States for a period of 
not exceeding two years: Provided, That the area to be included 
in such a permit shall be not exceeding two thousand five hun- 
dred and sixty acres of land in reasonably compact form: Pro- 
tided further, That the provisions of this section shall not apply 
to lands in San Bernardino County, California. 

Sec. 23. That upon shot ring to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that valuable deposits of one of the sub- 
stance* enumerated in section twenty-two hereof has been dis- 
covered by the permittee within the area covered by his permit 
the permittee shall be entitled to a patent for one-fourth of the 
land embraced in the prospecting limit, to be taken and described 
by legal subdivisions of the public-land surveys, or if the land 
be not surveyed by survey executed at the cost of the permittee 
in accordance with the laics, rules, and regulations governing 
the survey of placer-mining claims. All other lands described 
and embraced in such a prospecting permit, from and after the 
exercise of the preference right to patent accorded to the dis- 
coverer, and all other lands known to contain such valuable de- 
posits as are enumerated in section twenty-two hereof and not 
covered by permits or leases, except such lands as are situated in 
said county of San Bernardino, shall be held subject to lease or 
sale, and may be leased or sold by the Secretary of the Interior 
through advertisement, competitive bidding, or such other methr 

f ods as he may by general regulations adopt, and in such areas 
as he shall fix, not exceeding two thousand five hundred and 
sixty acres, all leases to be conditioned upon the paynxent by 
the lessee of such royalty as may be fixed in the lease, and the 
payment in advance of a rental of 50 cents per acre for the first 
calendar year or fraction thereof and $1 per acre per annum 
thereafter during the coiitinuance of the lease, the rental paid 
for any one year to be credited on the royalty for that year. 
Leases may be for indeterminate periods upon such conditions 
not inconsistent hereioith as may be incorporated in each lease or 
prescribed in general regulation theretofore issued by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, including covenants relative to mining 
methods, waste, period of preliminary development and minimum 
production, and a patentee under this section may be lessee of the 
remaining lands in his permit. 

, Sec. 2k- That in addition to areas of such mineral land which 
may be included in any such prospecting permits or leases, the 
Secretary of the Interior, in his discretion, may grant to a per- 

1 mittee or lessee of lands containing sodium deposits, and subject 
to the payment of an annual rental of not less than 25 cents per 
acre, the exclusive right to use, during the life of the permit or 
lease, a tract of unoccupied nonmineral public land, not exceed- 
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ing twenty acres in area for camp sites, refining works, and other 
purposes connected with and necessary to the proper develop- 
ment and use of the deposits covered by the permit or lease. 

General provisions applicable to coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil 
shale, and gas leases. 

Sec. 25. That the Secretary of the Interior shall reserve and 
may exercise the authority to cancel any prospecting permit upon 
failure by the permittee to exercise due diligence in the prose- 
cution of the prospecting work in accordance with the terms and 
conditions stated in the permit, and shall insert in every such 
permit issued under the provisions of this act appropriate provi- 
sions for its cancellation by him. 

Sec. 26. That no person, association, or corporation, except 
as herein provided, shall take or hold more than one coal, phos- 
phate, or sodium lease during the life of such lease; no person, 
association, or oorimration shall take or hold, at one time, more 
than three oil or gas leases granted hereunder in any one State, 
and not more than one lease loithin the geologic structure of a 
producing oil or gas field ; no corporation shall hold any interest 
as a stockholder of another corporation in more than such num- 
ber of leases; and no person or corporation shall take or hold 
any interest or interests as a member of an association or asso- 
ciations or as a stockholder of a corporation or corporations 
holding a lease under the jmyvisions hereof which, together 
with the area embraced in any direct holding of a lease under 
this act, or which, together with any other interest or interests 
as a member of an association or associations are as a stock- 
holder of a corporation or corporations holding a lease under the 
provisions hereof, exceeds in the aggregate an amount equivalent 
to the maximum number of acres allowed to any one lessee 
under this act; and the interests held in violation of this pro- 
vision shall be forfeited to the United States by appropriate 
proceedings instituted by the Attorney General for that purpose 
in the United States district court for the district in which the 
property, or some part thereof, is located, except that any such 
ownership or interest hereby forbidden which may be acquired 
by descent, will, judgment, or decree .may be held for two years 
and not longer after its acquisition: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to limit sections eighteen and 
nineteen or to prevent any number of lessees under the provi- 
sions of this act from combining their several interests so far as 
may be necessary for the purposes of constructing and carrying 
on the business of a refinery, or of establishing and constructing 
as a common carrier a pipe line or lines or railroads to be oper- 
ated and used by them jointly in the transportation of oil from 
their several wells, or from the wells of other lessees under this 
act. or the transportation of coal: Provided further, That any 
combination for such purpose or purposes shall be subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior on application to him 
for permission to form the same. 

Sec?. 27. That rights of way through the public lands, includ- 
ing the forest reserves, of the United States are hereby granted 
for pipe-line purposes for the transportation of oil or natural 
gas t€> any applicant possessing the qualifications provided in 
sectiom one of this act to the extent of the ground occupied by 
the said pipe line and twenty-five feet on each side of the same 
under such regulations as to survey, location, application, and 
use as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, and 
upon the express condition that such pipe line shall be con- 
structed, operated, and maintained as common carriers: Pro- 
vided, That no right of way shall hereafter be granted over said 
lands for the transportation of oil or natural gas except under 
and subject to the provisions, limitations, and conditions of this 
section. Failure to comply with the provisions of this section or 
the regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior shall 
be ground for forfeiture of the grant by the United States dis- 
trict court, for the district in which the property, or some part 
thereof, is located in an appropriate proceeding. 

Sec. 28.' That any permit, lease, occupation, or use permitted 
under this act shall reserve to the Secretary of the Interior 
the right to permdt upon such terms as he may determine 
to be just, for joint or several use, such easements or rights 
of way, including easements in tunnels upon, through, or in 
the lands leased, occupied, or used as may be necessary or 
appropriate to the working of the same, or of other lands con- 
taining the deposits described in this act, and the treatment 
and shipment of the products theerof by or under authority of 
the Government, its lessees, or permittees, and for other public 
purposes: Provided, That said Secretary, in his discretion, in 
making any lease under this act may reserve to the United 
States the right to lease, sell, or otherwise dispose of the sur- 
face of the lands embraced toithin such lease under existing 
law or laws hereafter enacted, in so far as said surface is not 
necessary for use of the lessee in extracting and removing 



the deposits therein: Provided further, That if such reservation 
is made, it shall be so determined before the offering of such 
lease: And provided further, That the said Secretary, during 
the life of the lease, is authorized to issue such permits for 
easements herein provided to be reserved. 

Sec. 29. That no lease issued under the authority of this act 
shall be assigned or sublet, except tcith the consent of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. The lessee may, in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Interior, be permitted at any time to make 
written relinquishment of all rights under such a lease, and 
upon acceptance thereof be thereby relieved of all future obli- 
gations under said lease, and may with like consent, surrender 
any legal subdivision of the area included within the lease. 
Each lease shall contain provisions for the purpose of insuring 
the exercise of reasonable diligence, skill, and care in the oper- 
ation of said property; a provision that such rules for the 
safety and welfare of the miners and for the prevention of 
undue waste as may be prescribed by said Secretary shall be 
observed, including a restriction of the workday to not exceed- 
ing eight hours in any one day for underground workers ex- 
cept in cases of emergency, provisions securing the workmen 
complete freedom of purchase, requiring the payment of wages 
at least twice a month in lawful money of the United States, 
and providing proper rules and regulations to insure the fair 
and just weighing or measurement of the coal mined by each 
miner, and such other provisions as he may deem necessary for 
the protection of the interests of the United States, for the 
prevention of monopoly, and for the safeguarding of the public 
welfare: Provided, That none of such provisions shall be in 
conflict with the laws of the State in which the leased property 
is situated. 

Sec. SO. That any lease issued under the provisions of this 
act may be forfeited and canceled by an appropriate proceed- 
ing in the United States district court for the district in which 
the property, or some part thereof, is located whenever the 
lessee fails to comply with any of the provisions of this act, of 
the lease, or of the general regulations promulgated under this 
act and in force at the date of the lease; and the lease may 
provide for resort to appropriate methods for the settlement of 
disputes or for remedies for breach of specified conditions 
thereof. 

Sec. SI. That the Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
prescribe necessary and proper rules and regulations and to do 
any and all things necessary to carry out and accomplish the 
purposes of this act: Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be construed or held to affect the rights of the States or other 
local authority to exercise any rights which they may have, in- 
cluding the right to levy and collect taxes upon improvements, 
output of mines, or other rights, property, or assets of any 
lessee of the United States. 

Sec. 32. Tliat all statements, representations, or reports re- 
quired by the Secretary of the Interior under this act shall be 
upon oath, unless otherwise specified by him, and in such form 
and upon such blanks as the Secretary of the Interior may 
require. 

Sec. SS. That the pi'ovisions of this act shall also apply to 
all deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil shale, or gas in 
the lands of the United States, which lands may have been or 
may be disposed of under laws reserving to the United States 
such deposits, with the right to prospect for, mine, and remove 
the same, subject to such conditions as are or may hereafter be 
provided by such laws reserving such deposits. 

Sec.Sj. Tliat all moneys received from sales, royalties, and 
rentals under the provisions of this act, excepting those from 
Alaska, shall be paid into, reserved, and appropriated as a part 
of the reclamation fund created by the act of Congress approved 
June seventeenth, nineteen hundred and two, known as the 
reclamation act, but after use thereof in the construction of 
reclamation works and upon return to the reclamation fund 
of any such moneys in the manner provided by the reclamation 
act and acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, fifty 
per centum of the amounts derived from such royalties and rentals 
so utilized in and returned to the reclamation fund shall be paid 
by the Secretary of the Treasury after the expiration of each 
fiscal year to the State within the boundaries of which the 
leased lands or deposits are or were located, said moneys to be 
used by such State or subdivisions thereof for the construction 
and maintenance of public roads or for the support of public 
schools or other public educational institutions, as the legisla- 
ture of the State may direct: Provided, That any moneys which 
may accrue to the United States under the provisions of this act 
from lands within the naval petroleum reserves shall be deposited 
in the Treasury as " Miscellaneous receipts.** 

Sec. $5. That the deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, oil 
shale, and gas, herein referred to, in lands valuable for such 
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minerals shall be subject to disposition only in the form and 
manner prorided in this act, except as to valid claims existent 
at date of the passage of this act and thereafter maintained in 
compliance with the laws under which initiated, which claims 
may be perfected under such laws. 
And the House agree to the same. 

Amendment to the title: That the Senate recede from its dis- 
agreement to the amendment of the House to the title to the 
bill, and agree to the same with an amendment as follows: 
In lieu of the matter proposed by the House amendment insert 
the following : 

An act to authorize exploration for and disposition of coal, 
phosphate, sodium, oU, oil shales, or gas on the public domain. 
And the House agree to the same.

Thereupon, the Speaker announced that the yeas are 221, the 
nays are 77, those answering present are 4, a quorum, and the 
question was decided in the affirmative.

Mr. Sherley, by direction of the Committee on Appropriations, 
submitted a privileged report (No. 1148) on the bill (H. R. 
16187) making appropriations to supply deficiencies in appropri- 
ations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, and prior fiscal 
years, and for other purposes. 

The bill, together with the report thereon, was ordered to be 
printed and was referred to the Committee of the Whole House 
on the state of the Union. 

A message from the President of the United States, by Mr. 
Sharkey, one of his secretaries. Informed the House that the 
President had, on February 26, 1919, approved and signed bills 
and joint resolution of the following numbers and titles: 

H. It. 4246. An act to increase the salary of the United States 
district attorney for the district of Connecticut; 

S. 68. An act to amend section 269 of the act of March 8, 1911, 
entitled "An act to codify, revise, and amend the laws relating 
to the judiciary " ; 

S. 3079. An act to fix the salaries of the clerks of the United 
States district courts and to provide for their office expenses, 
and for other purposes ; 

S. 5342. An act providing for the appointment of an additional 
district judge for the northern judicial district of the State of 
Texas; and 

S. J. Res. 208. Joint resolution providing that one term of the 
United States District Court for the Eastern District of Okla- 
homa shall be held annually at Hugo, Okla.

Mr. Fields called up the following conference report: 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to the bill (H. R. 
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13274) to provide relief where formal contracts have not been j 
made in the manner required by law, having met, after full and 
free conference have agreed to recommend and do recommend to 
their respective Houses as follows: 

That the House recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the Senate, and agree to the same with an amendment 
as follows : In lieu of the matter proposed by the Senate amend- 
ment insert the following: 

That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to adjust, pay, or discharge any agreement, express or implied, 
upon a fair and equitable basis that has been entered into, in 
good faith during the present emergency and prior to November 
twelfth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, by any officer or agent 
acting under his authority, direction, or instruction, or that 
of the President, with any person, firm, or corporation for the 
acquisition of lands, or the use thereof, or for damages resulting 
from notice by the Government of its intention to acquire or use 
said lands, or for the production, manufacture, sale, acquisition 
or control of equipment, materials or supplies, or for services, or 
for facilities, or other purposes connected with the prosecution 
of the war, when such agreement has been performed in whole 
or in part, or expenditures have been made or obligations in- 
curred upon the faith of the same by any such person, firm, or 
corporation prior to November twelfth, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, and such agreement has not been executed in the man- 
ner prescribed by law: Provided, That in no case shall any 
award either by the Secretary of War, or the Court of Claims 
include prospective or possible profits on any part of the con- 
tract beyond the goods and supplies delivered to and accepted 
by the United States and a reasonable remuneration for expendi- 
tures and obligations or liabilities necessarily incurred in per- 
forming or preparing to perform said contract or order: Pro- 
vided further, That this act shall not authoize payment to be 
made of any claim not presented before June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and nineteen: And provided further, That the Secre- 
tary of War shall report to Congress at the beginning of its 
next session following June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and 
nineteen, a detailed statement showing the nature, terms, and 
conditions of every such agreement and the payment or adjust- 
ment thereof: And provided further, That no settlement of any 
claim arising under any such agreement shall bar the United 
States Government through any of its duly authorized agencies, 
or any committee of Congress hereafter duly appointed, from 
the right of review of such settlement, nor the right of recovery 
of any money paid by the Government to any party under any 
settlement entered into, or payment made under the provisions 
of this act, if the Government has been defrauded, and the right 
of recovery in all such cases shall exist against the executors, 
administrators, heirs, successors, and assigns, of any party or 
parties: And provided further, Tliat nothing in this act shall be 
construed to relieve any officer or agent of the United States 
from criminal prosecution under the provisions of any statute 
of the United States for any fraud or criminal conduct: And 
provided further, That this act shall in no way relieve or excuse 
any officer or his agent from such criminal prosecution because 
of any irregularity or illegality in the manner of the execution 
of such agreement: And provided further, That in all proceed- 
ings hereunder witnesses may be compelled to attend, appear, 
and testify, and produce books, papers and letters, or other 
documents; and the claim that any such testimony or evidence 
may tend to criminate the person giving the same shall not 
excuse such witness from testifying, but such evidence or testi- 
mony shall not be used against such person in the trial of any 
criminal proceeding. 

Sec. 2. That the Court of Claims is hereby given jurisdiction 
on petition of any individual, firm, company or corporation re- 
ferred to in section one hereof, to find and award fair and just 
compensation in the cases specified in said section in the event 
that such individual, firm, company or corporation shall not be 
willing to accept the adjustment, payment or compensation 
offered by the Secretary of War as hereinbefore provided, or in 
the event that the Secretary of War shall fail or refuse to offer 
a satisfactory adjustment, payment or compensation as provided 
for in said section. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of War, through such agency as 
he may designate or establish is empowered, upon such terms as 
he or it may determine to be in the interest of the United States, 
to make equitable and fair adjustments and agreements, upon 
the termination or in settlement or readjustment of agreements 
or arrangements entered into with any foreign government or 
governments or nationals thereof, prior to November twelfth, 
nineteen hundred and eighteen, for the furnishing to the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces or otherwise for war purposes of sup- 
plies, materials, facilities, services or the use of property, or for 
the furnishing of any thereof by the United States to any for- 
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eign government or governments, whether or not such agree- 
ments or arrangements have been entered into in accordance 
with applicable statutory provisions; and the other provisions 
of this act shall not be applicable to such adjustments. 

Sec. 4. That whenever, under the provisions of this act, the 
Secretary of War shall make an award to any prime contractor 
with respect to any portion of his contract which he shall have 
sublet to any other person, firm, or corporation who has in good 
faith made expenditures, incurred obligations, rendered service, 
of furnished material, equipment, or supplies to such prime 
contractor, with the knowledge and approval of any agent of 
the Secretary of War duly authorized thereunto, before pay- 
ments of said award the Secretary of War shall require such 
prime contractor to present satisfactory evidence of having paid 
said subcontractor or of the consent of said subcontractor to 
look for his compensation to said prime contractor only; and 
in the case of the failure of said prime contractor to present 
such evidence or such consent the Secretary of War shall pay 
directly to said subcontractor the amount found to be due under 
said award; and in case of the insolvency of any prime con- 
tractor the subcontractor of said prime contractor shall have a 
lien upon the funds arising from said award prior and superior 
to the lien of any general creditor of said prime contractor. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Interior be, and he hereby 
is, authorized to adjust, liquidate, and pay such net losses as 
have been suffered by any person, firm, or corporation, by rea- 
son of producing or preparing to produce, either manganese, 
chrome, pyrites, or tungsten in compliance with the request or 
demand of the Department of the Interior, the War Industries 
Board, the War Trade Board, the Shipping Board, or the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation to supply the urgent needs of the 
Nation in the prosecution of the war; said minerals being 
enumerated in the act of Congress approved October fifth, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, entitled "An act to provide further 
for the national security and defense by encouraging the pro- 
duction, conserving the supply, and controlling the distribution 
of those ores, metals, and minerals which have formerly been 
largely imported, or of which there is or may be an inadequate 
supply" 

The said Secretary shall make such adjustments and pay- 
ments in each case as he shall determine to be just and equi- 
table; that the decision of said Secretary shall be conclusive 
and final, subject to the limitation hereinafter provided; that 
all payments and expenses incurred by said Secretary, includ- 
ing personal services, traveling and subsistence expenses, sup- 
plies, postage, printing, and all other expenses incident to the 
proper prosecution of this work, both in the District of Colum- 
bia and elsewhere, as the Secretary of the Interior may deem 
essential and proper, shall be paid from the funds appropriated 
by the said act of October fifth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, 
and that said funds and appropriations shall continue to be 
available for said purpose until such time as the said Secretary 
shall have fully exercised the authority herein granted and 
performed and completed the duties hereby provided and im- 
posed: Provided, however, That the payments and disburse- 
ments made under the provisions of this section for and in con- 
nection with the payments and settlements of the claims herein 
described, and the said expenses of administration shall in no 
event exceed the sum of $8,500,000: And provided further. Thai 
said Secretary shall consider, approve, and dispose of only such 
claims as shall be made hereunder and filed with the Depart- 
ment of the Interior within three months from and after the 
approval of this act: And provided further, That no claim shall 
be allowed or paid by said Secretary unless it shall appear to 
the satisfaction of the said Secretary that the expenditures so 
made or obligations so incurred by the claimant were made in 
good faith for or upon property which contained either man- 
ganese, chrome, pyrites, or tungsten in sufficient quantities to 
be of commercial importance: And provided further, That no 
claims shall be paid unless it shall appear to the satisfaction of 
said Secretary that moneys were invested or obligations were 
incurred subsequent to April sixth, nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, and prior to November twelfth, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, in a legitimate attempt to produce either manganese, 
chrome, 'pyrites, or tungsten for the needs of the Nation for the 
prosecution of the war, and that no profits of any kind shall be 
included in the allowance of any of said claims, and that no 
investment for merely speculative purposes shall be recognized 
in any manner by said Secretary: And provided further, That 
the settlement of any claim arising under the provisions of this 
section shall not bar the United States Government, through 
any of its duly authorized agencies, or any committee of Con- 
gress hereafter duly appointed, from the right of review of such 
settlement, nor the right to recover any money paid by the 
Government to any party under and by virtue of the provisions 
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of this section, if the Government has been defrauded, and the 
right of recovery in all such cases shall extend to the execu- 
tors, administrators, heirs, and assigns of any party. 

That a report of all operations under this section, including 
receipts and disbursements, shall be made to Congress on or 
before the first Monday in December of each year. 

That nothing in this section shall be construed to confer 
jurisdiction upon any court to entertain a suit against the 
United States: Provided further, That in determining the net 
losses of any claimant the Secretary of the Interior shall, among 
other things, take into consideration and charge to the claimant 
the then market value of any ores or minerals on hand belong- 
ing to the claimant, and also the salvage or usable value of any 
machinery or other appliances which may be claimed was pur- 
chased to equip said mine for the purpose of complying with the 
request or demand of the agencies of the Government above 
mentioned in the manner aforesaid.

FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 28, 1919. 

The House \\ as called to order by the Speaker. 

The Journal of the proceedings of yesterday was read and ap- 
proved.

Office of the United States, and making an appropriation there- 
for, and the following concurrent resolution : 

House concurrent resolution 69. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives {the Senate con- 
curring), That there shall be printed as a House document 1,500 
copies of the Journal of the Fifty-third National Encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic for the year 1919 not to 
exceed $1,700 in cost, with illustrations, 1,000 copies of which 
shall be for the use of the House and 500 for the use of the 
Senate. 

The message also announced that the Senate had agreed to 
the report of the committee of conference on the disagreeing 
votes of the two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to 
the bill (H. R. 13274) to provide relief where formal contracts 
have not been made in the manner required by law. 

Mr. Kitchin, by direction of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, submitted a privileged report on the joint resolution 
(H. J. Res. 439) to repeal section 904 of the revenue act of 
1918, approved February 24, 1919. 

The joint resolution, together with the report thereon, was 
ordered to be printed and was referred to the Committee of 
the Whole House on the state of the Union. 

Mr. Moore of Pennsylvania reserved all points of order on the 
joint resolution. 

On motion of Mr. Alexander, by unanimous consent, 

Ordered, That on Sunday next, the time from 11 o'clock a. m. 
to 12 o'clock noon be set apart for addresses on the life, char- 
acter, and public service of Hon. William P. Borland, late a Rep- 
resentative in Congress from the State of Missouri. 

Mr. Moore of Pennsylvania made the point of order that there 
was not a quorum present. 

A quorum not being present, on motion of Mr. Kitchin, a call 
of the House was ordered.

After some time the committee rose informally, and Mr. Gal- 
livan took the chair as Speaker pro tempore, when a message 
from the Senate, by Mr. Waldorf, one of its secretaries, an- 
nounced that the Senate had passed with amendments, in which 
the concurrence of the House was requested, the bill (H. R. 
15796) to enable the President to carry out the price guaranties 
made to producers of wheat of the crops of 1918 and 1919, and 
to protect the United States against undue enhancement of its 
liabilities thereunder. 

The committee resumed its session. 

After some time the committee rose, and the Speaker resumed 
the chair, when the Chairman reported that the Committee of 
the Whole House on the state of the Union, having had under 
consideration the bill (H. It. 16187) making appropriations to 
supply deficiencies in appropriations for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1919, and prior fiscal years, and for other purposes, 
had directed him to report the same back to the House with 
sundry amendments and with the recommendation that the 
amendments be agreed to and that the bill as amended do pass. 

On motion of Mr. Sherley the previous question was ordered 
on the bill and all amendments thereto to final passage. 

Mr. Garrett of Tennessee demanded a separate vote on the 
amendment offered by Mr. Mann relating to the payment of 
certain sums to Members of Congress who served in the late 
war and to others. 

The remaining amendments recommended by the Committee of 
the Whole House on the State of the Union were agreed to. 

The question being on agreeing to the amendment offered by 
Mr. Mann, and being taken, on a division, there appeared — 
ayes 78, noes 29 ; 

When Mr. Blanton made the point of order that there was 
not a quorum present. 

A quorum not being present, the Speaker directed a call of 
the House.

Thereupon the Speaker announced that the yeas are 229, the 
nays are 120, those answering present are 4 ; a quorum, and the 
question was decided in the affirmative. 

So the amendment was agreed to. 

The bill as amended was ordered to be engrossed, was read a 
third time, and passed. 

Ordered, That the Clerk request the concurrence of the Senate 
in the said bill. 

A motion by Mr. Sherley to reconsider the vote by which the 
bill was passed was, on his motion, laid on the table. 

Mr. Lazaro, from the Committee on Enrolled Bills, reported 
that they had examined and found truly enrolled bills of the 
following numbers and titles, which were thereupon signed by 
the Speaker: 

H. R. 4610. An act to compensate Thomas G. Allen for In- 
juries while employed in the General Land Office of the United 
States, and making an appropriation therefor ; 

H. R. 13274. An act to provide relief in cases of contracts con- 
nected with the prosecution of the war, and for other purposes ; 

H. R. 10394. An act to add certain lands to the Minam Na- 
tional Forest, Oreg. ; 

H. R. 7362. An act to authorize construction of a lock and 
! dam In Old River, In the State of Texas, and the making of im- 
provements enabling the passage of fresh water from a portion 
of Trinity River above the mouth of Old River Into Old River 
above such lock and dam, and for the protection of rice crops 
against salt water ; and 

H. R. 5989. An act to grant certain lands to the town of Olathe, 
Colo., for the protection of its water supply. 

On motion of Mr. Parker of New Jersey, by unanimous con- 
sent, 

Ordered, That Mr. Parker of New Jersey have leave to file a 
minority report on the bill H. R. 15837, to amend the war-risk 
insurance act. 

Mr. Henry T. Rainey, by direction of the Committee on Ways 
and Means, submitted a privileged report (No. 1153) on the joint 
resolution (H. J. Res. 438) to permit entry of distilled spirits 
shipped to the United States prior to September 9, 1917, and 
wines and other nonspirituous alcoholic beverages so shipped 
prior to January 1, 1919. 

The joint resolution, together with the report thereon, was 
ordered to be printed and was referred to the Committee of the 
Whole House on the state of the Union. 

Mr. Sims called up the following conference report : 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendment of the House to the bill (S. 1419) 
to amend an act entitled "An act to regulate the construction 
of dams across navigable waters," approved June 21, 1906, as 
amended by the act approved June 23, 1910, and to provide for 
the improvement and development of waterways for the uses of 
Interstate and foreign commerce, having met, after full and free 
conference have agreed to recommend and do recommend to 
their respective Houses as follows: 

That the Senate recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the House, and agree to the same with an amendment 
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as follows: In lieu of the matter proposed by the House amend- 
ment insert the following: 

That a commission is hereby created and established, to 
be known as the Federal Power Commission {hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the commission), which shall be composed of the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Interior, and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. Two members of the commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and the 
commission shall have an official seal, which shall be judicially 
noticed. The President shall designate the chairman of the 
commission. 

Sec. 2. That the commission shall appoint an executive 
secretary, who shall receive a salary of $5,000 a year, and pre- 
scribe his duties. The work of the commission shall, in so far 
as practicable, be performed by and through the Departments 
of War, Interior, and Agriculture and their clerical forces. 

All of the expenses of the commission, including rent in the 
District of Columbia, all necessary expenses for transportation 
and subsistence, including in the discretion of the commission 
a per diem of not exceeding $4 per day in lieu of subsistence 
incurred by the commissioners or by their employees under 
their orders in making any investigation, or conducting field 
work, or upon official business outside of the District of Co- 
lumbia and away from their designated points of duty, shall 
be allowed and paid on the presentation of itemized vouchers 
therefor approved by a member or officer of the commission 
duly authorized for that purpose; and in order to defray the 
expenses made necessary by the provisions of this act there 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated such sums as Congress 
may hereafter determine, and the sum of $100,000 is hereby 
appropriated, out of any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, available until expended, to be paid out upon 
warrants drawn on the Secretary of the Treasury upon order 
of the commission. 

Sec. S. That the words defined m this section sliall have the 
following meanings when found in this act, to wit: 

" Public lands' 1 means such lands and interest in lands 
owned by the United States as are subject to private appropria- 
tion and disposal under public-land laws. It shall not include 
" reservations " as hereinafter defined. 

" Reservations " means lands and interest in lands owned by 
the United States and withdrawn, reserved, or withheld from 
private appropriation and disposal under the public-land laws, 
and lands and interest in lands acquired and held for any public 
purpose. 

" Corporation " means a corporation organized under the 
laws of any State or of the United States, empowered to de- 
velop, transmit, distribute, sell, lease, or utilize power in addi- 
tion to such other powers as it may possess, and authorized to 
transact in the State or States in which its project is located 
all business necessary to effect the purposes of a license under 
this act. It shall not include "municipalities" as hereinafter 
defined. 

"State" means a State admitted to the Union, the District 
of Columbia, and any organized Territory of the United States. 
" Municipality " means a city, county, irrigation district, drain- 
age district, or other political subdivision or agency of a State, 
competent under the latrs thereof to carry on the business of 
developing, transmitting, utilizing, or distributing power. 

That the term " navigable tcaters " as used in this act and as 
applied to streams shall be construed to include only such 
streams or parts of streams as are in their ordinary natural 
condition used for the transportation of persons or property in 
interstate or foreign commerce, or tohich through improvement 
heretofore or hereafter made have been or shall become usable 
in such commerce. 

" Municipal purposes " means and includes all purposes within 
municipal powders as defined by the constitution or laws of the 
State or by the charter of the municipality. 

" Government dam " means a dam or other work, constructed 
or owned by the United States for Government purposes, with 
or without contribution from others, from which flows surplus 
water not needed for Government purposes that may be dis- 
posed of under the provisions of this act. 

" Project " means a complete unit of improvement or develop- 
ment, consisting of a power house, all water conduits, all dams 
and appurtenant works and structures (including navigation 
structures) which arc a part of said unit, and all storage, divert- 
ing, or forebay reservoirs directly connected therewith, the 
primary line or lines transmitting power therefrom to the point 
of junction with the distribution system or uHth the intercon- 
nected primary transmission system, all miscellaneous struc- 
tures used and useful in connection idth said unit or any part 
thereof, and all water rights, rights of way, ditches, dams, reser- 
voirs, lands, or interest in lands, the use and occupancy of which 



are necessary or appropriate in the maintenance and operation 
of such unit. 

" Project works " means the physical structures of a project. 

" Net investment " in a project means the actual legitimate 
original cost thereof as defined and interpreted in the " Classifi- 
cation of investment in road and equipment of steam roads, 
issue of nineteen hundred and fourteen, Interstate Commerce 
Commission," plus similar costs of additions thereto and 
betterments thereof, minus the sum of the following items 
properly allocated thereto, if and to the extent that such 
items have been accumulated during the period of the 
license from earnings in excess of a fair return on such 
investment: (a) Unappropriated surplus, (b) aggregate credit 
balances of current depreciation accounts, and (c) aggregate 
appropriations of surplus or income lield in amortization, sink- 
ing fund, or similar reserves, or expended for additions or better- 
ments. The term " cost " shall include, in so far as applicable, 
the elements thereof prescribed in said classification, but shall 
not include expenditures from funds obtained through donations 
by States, municipalities, individuals, or others. 

Sec. \- That the commission is hereby authorized and em- 
powered — 

(a) To make investigations and to collect and record data 
concerning the power industry and its relation to other indus- 
tries and to interstate or foreign commerce, and concerning the 
location, capacity, development costs, and relation to markets of 
power sites, and whether the power from navigation dams can 
be advantageously used by the United States for its public pur- 
poses, and what is a fair value of such power, to the extent it 
may deem necessary or useful for the purposes of this act. 

{b) To cooperate with the executive departments and other 
agencies of the Government in such investigations; and for such 
purpose the several departments and agencies are authorized 
and directed, upon the request of the commission, to furnish 
such records, papers, and information in their possession as may 
be requested by the commission, and temporarily to detail to the 
commission such officers or experts as may be necessary in such 
investigations. 

(c) To make public from time to time the information se- 
cured hereunder, and to provide for the publication of its reports 
and investigations in such form and manner as may be best 
adapted for public information and use. The commission, on or 
before the first Monday in December of each year, shall submit 
to Congress for the fiscal year preceding a classified report 
shoidng the permits and licenses issued under this act, and in 
each case the parties thereto, the terms prescribed, and the 
moneys received, if any, on account thereof. 

((f) To issue licenses to citizens of the United States, or 
to any association of such citizens, or to any corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the United States or any State 
thereof, or to any State, or municipality for the purpose of 
constructing, operating, and maintaining dams, water conduits, 
reservoirs, power houses, transmission lines, or other project 
works necessary or convenient for the development and im- 
provement of navigation, and for the development, transmis- 
sion, and utilization of power across, along, or in any of the 
navigable waters of the United States, or upon any part of the 
public lands and reservations of the United States {including 
the Territories), or for the purpose of utilizing the surplus 
water or xcater power from any Government dam, except as 
herein provided: Provided, That licenses shall be issued within 
any reservation only after a finding by the commission that the 
license will not interfere or be inconsistent with the purpose 
for which such reservation was created or acquired, and shall 
be subject to and contain such conditions as the Secretary of 
the department under whose supervision such reservation falls 
shall deem necessary for the adequate protection and utiliza- 
tion of such reservation: Provided further, That no license af- 
fecting the navigable capacity of any navigable waters of the 
United States shall be issued until the plans of the dam and 
other navigation structures have been approved by the Chief 
of Engineers and the Secretary of War. Whenever the con- 
templated improvement is, in the judgment of the commission, 
desirable and justified in the public interests for the purpose 
of improving or developing a watencay or waterways for the 
use or benefit of interstate or foreign commerce, a finding to 
that effect shall be made by the commission and shall become 
a part of the records of the commission: Provided further, 
That in case the commission shall find that any Government 
dam may be advantageously used by the United States for public 
purposes in addition to navigation, no license therefor shall be 
issued until two years after it shall have reported to Congress 
the facts and conditions relating thereto, except that this pro- 
vision shall not apply to any Government dam constructed prior 
to the passage of this act. 
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(e) To issue preliminary permits for the purpose of enabling 
applicants for a license hereunder to secure the data and to per- 
form the acts required by section nine hereof: Provided, how- 
ever, That upon the fling of any application for a preliminary 
permit by any person or corporation the commission, before 
granting such application, shall at once give notice of such 
application in writing to any State or municipality likely to be 
interested in or affected by such application; and shall also 
publish notice of such application for eight weeks in a daily or 
weekly newspaper published in the county or counties in which 
the project or any part thereof or the lands affected thereby arc 
situated. 

(/) To prescribe rules and regulations for the establishment 
of a system of accounts and for the maintenance thereof by 
licensees hereunder; to examine all books and accounts of such 
licensees at any time; to require them to submit at such time or 
times as the commission may require statements and reports, 
including full information as to assets and liabilities, capitaliza- 
tion, cost of project, cost of operaton, and the producton, trans- 
mission, use, and sale of power; and to make adequate provision 
for currently determining said costs. All such statements and 
reports shall be made upon oath, unless otherwise specified, and 
in such form and on such blanks as the commission may require. 
Any person who, for the purpose of deceiving, makes or causes 
to be made any false entry in the books or the accounts of such 
licensee, and any person who, for the purpose of deceiving, makes 
or causes to be made any false statement or report in response to 
a request or order or direction from the commission for the state- 
ments and report herein referred to shall, upon conviction, be 
fined not more than $2,000 or imprisoned not more than five 
years, or both. 

(g) To hold hearings and to order testimony to be taken by 
deposition at any designated place in connection with the issu- 
ance of any permit or license, or the regulation of rates, service, 
or securities, or the making of any investigation, as provided in 
this act; and to require by subpoena, signed by any member of 
the commission, the attendance and testimony of witnesses and 
the protection of documentary evidence from any place in the 
United States, and in case of disobedience to a subpama the 
commission may invoke the aid of any court of the United States 
in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
ftroduction of documentary evidence. Any member, expert, or 
examiner of the commission may, when duly designated by the 
commission for such purposes, administer oaths and affirmations, 
examine witnesses, and receive evidence. Depositions may be 
taken before any person designated by the commission and em- 
potcercd to administer oaths, shall be reduced to writing by such 
person or under his direction, and subscribed by the deponent. 
Witnesses summoned before the commission shall be paid the 
same fees and mileage that are paid witnesses in the courts of 
the United States, and witnesses whose depositions are taken 
and persons taking the same shall severally be entitled to the 
name fees as are paid for like services in the courts of the United 
States. 

(h) To perform any and all acts, to make such rules and 
regulations, and to issue such orders not inconsistent with this 
act as may be necessary and proper for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 5. That each preliminary permit issued under this act 
shall be for the sole iwrpose of maintaining priority of applica- 
tion for a license under the terms of this act for such period 
or periods, not exceeding a total of three years, as in the dis- 
cretion of the commission may be necessary for making exam- 
inations and surveys, for preparing maps, plans, specifications, j 
and estimates, and for making financial arrangements. Each 
such permit shall set forth the conditions under which priority 
shall be maintained and a Ucense issued. Such permits shall 
not be transferable, and may be canceled by order of the com- , 
mission upon failure of permittees to comply with the condi- 
tions thereof. 

Sec. 6. That licenses under this act shall be issued for a period 
not exceeding fifty years. Each such license shall be condi- ! 
Honed upon acceptance by the licensee of all the terms and 
conditions of this act and such further conditions, if any, as j 
the commission shall prescribe in conformity with this act. \ 
which said terms and conditions and the acceptance thereof 
shall be expressed in said license. Licenses may be re looked 
only for the reasons and in the manner prescribed under the 
provisions of this act. and may be altered only upon mutual 
agreement between the licensee and the commission after ninety 
days* public notice. 

Sec. 7. That in issuing preliminary permits hereunder or \ 
licenses where no preliminary permit has been issued the com- ' 
mission shall give preference to applications therefor by States 
and municipalities provided the plans for the same are deemed 



by the commission equally well adapted to conserve and utilize 
in the public interest the navigation and water resources of the 
region; and as between other applicants, the commission may 
give preference to the applicant the plans of which it finds and 
determines are best adapted to develop, conserve, and utilize in 
the public interest the naiHgation and water resources of the 
region. 

That whenever, in the judgment of the commission the de- 
velopment of any project should be undertaken by the United 
States itself, the commission shall not approve any application 
for such project by any citizen, association, corporation, State, 
or municipality, but shall cause to be made such examinations, 
surveys, reports, plans, and estimates of cost of the project 
as it may deem necessary, and shall submit its findings to Con- 
gress with such recommendations as it may deem appropriate 
concerning the construction of such project or completion of any 
project upon any Government dam by the United States. 

Sec. 8. That no voluntary transfer of any license, or of the 
rights thereunder granted, shall be made without the written 
approval of the commission; and any successor or assign of the 
rights of such licensee, whether by voluntary transfer, judicial 
sale, foreclosure sale, or otherwise, shall be subject to all the 
conditions of the license under which such rights are held by 
such licensee and also subject to all the provisions and condi- 
tions of this act to the same extent as though such successor 
or assign were the original licensee hereunder: Provided, That 
a mortgage or trust deed or sales made thereunder or under tax 
sales shall not be deemed voluntary transfers within the mean- 
ing of this section. 

Sec. 9. That each applicant for a license hereunder shall sub- 
mit to the commission — 

(a) Such maps, plans, specifications, and estimates of cost as 
may be required for a full understanding of the proposed project. 
Such maps, plans, and specifications when approved by the com- 
mission shall be made a part of the license; and thereafter no 
change shall be made in said maps, plans, ov specifications until 
xuch changes shall have been approved and made a part of such 
license by the commission. 

(6) Satisfactory c-vidence that the applicant has complied with 
the requirements of the laws of the State or States within which 
the proposed project is to be located with respect to bed and 
banks and to the appropriation, diversion, and use of water for 
power purposes and with respect to the right to engage in the 
business of developing, transmitting, and distributing power, and 
in any other business necessary to effect the purposes of a license 
under this act. 

(c) Such additional information as the commission may re- 
quire. 

See. 10. That all licenses issued under this act shall be on the 
follotoing conditions: 

(a) That the project adopted, including the maps, plans, 
and specifications, shall be such as in the judgment of the com- 
mission will be best adopted to a comprelicnsivc scheme of 
improvement and utilization for the purposes of navigation, of 
water-power development, and of other beneficial public uses; 
and if necessary in order to secure such scheme the commission 
shall have authority to require the modification of any project 
and of the plans and specifications of the project works before 
approval. 

(b) That Except when emergency shall require for the pro- 
tection of navigation, life, health, or property, no substantial 
alteration or addition not in conformity with the approved plans 
shall be made to any dam or other project works constructed 
hereunder of a capacity in excess of one hundred horsepower 
without the prior approval of the commission; and any emer- 
gency alteration or addition so made shall thereafter be subject 
to such modification and change as the commission may direct. 

(c) That the licensee shall maintain the project works in a 
condition of repair adequate for the purposes of navigation and 
for the efficient operation of said works in the development and 
transmission of power, shall make all necessary renewals and 
replacements, shall maintain adequate depreciation reserves for 
such purposes, shall so maintain and operate said works as not 
to impair navigation, and shall conform to such rules and regu- 
lations as the commission may from time to time prescribe for 
the protection of life, health, and property. Each licensee here- 
under shall be liable for all damages occasioned to the property 
of others by the construction, maintenance, or operation of the 
dam. reservoir, or of the works appurtenant or accessory thereto, 
constructed under the license, and in no event shall the United 
States be liable therefor. 

(d) That after the first twenty years of operation out of sur- 
plus earned thereafter, if any, accumulated in excess of a speci- 
fied rate of return upon the nef investment of a licensee in any 
project or projects under license the licensee shall establish and 
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maintain amortisation reserves, which reserves shall, in the dis- 
cretion of the commission, be held until the termination of the 
license or be applied from time to time in reduction of the net 
investment. Such specified rate of return and the proportion 
of such surplus earnings to be paid into and field in such reserves 
shall be set forth in the license. 

(e) That the licensee shall pay to the United States reason- 
able annual charges in an amount to be fixed by the commis- 
sion. When licenses are issued that contemplate the use of Gov- 
ernment dams or other structures owned by the United States, 
in the discretion of the commission the charges to be paid by 
the licensee may be readjusted at the end of twenty years after 
the beginning of operations and at periods of not less than, ten 
years thereafter, in a manner to be described in each license: 
Provided, That licenses for the development, transmission, or 
distribution of power by States or municipalities shall be issued 
and enjoyed without charge to the extent such power is used by 
such State or municipality for State or municipal purposes; 
and that licenses for the development, transmission, or distribu- 
tion of power for domestic, mining, or other beneficial use in 
projects of not more than fifty horsepower capacity, may be 
ixxitd without charge; but in no case shall a license be issued 
free of charge for the development and utilization of power cre- 
ated by any Government dam and that the amount charged there 
for in any license shall be such as determined by the commission 

(/) That whenever any licensee hereunder is directly bene- 
fited by the construction work of another licensee or of the 
United States of a storage reservoir or other headtcater im- 
provement, the commission may in its discretion require as a 
condition of the license that the licensee so benefited shall re- 
imburse the owner of such reservoir or other improvements for 
such part of the annual charges for interest, maintenance, and 
depreciation thereon as the commission may deem equitable. 
The proportion of such charges to be paid by any licensee shall 
be determined by the commission. 

Whenever such reservoir or other improvement is constructed 
by the United States the commission shall assess similar 
charges against any licensee directly benefited thereby, and any 
amount so assessed shall be paid into the Treasury of the United 
States to be reserved and appropriated a* a part of the special 
fund for headtcater improvements as provided in section seven- 
teen hereof. 

(g) Such further conditions not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act as the commission may require. 

(h) That combinations, agreements, arrangements, or un- 
derstandings, express or implied, to limit the output of elec- 
trical energy, to restrain trade, or to fix, maintain, or increase 
prices for electrical energy or service are hereby prohibited. In 
issuing licenses for a part only of a complete project, where the 
land of the United States required is to be used only /or trans- 
mission lines, water conduits, or for storage reservoirs, or for 
a complete project of not more than fifty horsepower capacity, 
the commission may in its discretion tcaive such conditions, 
provisions, and requirements of this act as it may deem equita- 
ble in the circumstances. 

Sec. 11. That if the dam or other project works are to be 
constructed across, along, or in any of the navigable waters of 
the United States, the commission may, in so far as it deems the 
same reasonably necessary to promote the present and future 
needs of navigation and consistent with a reasonable investment 
cost to the licensee, include in the license any one or more of the 
following provisions or requirements: 

(a) That such licensee shall, to the extent necessary to pre- 
serve and improve navigation facilities, construct in whole or in 
part, without expense to the United States, in connection with 
such dam, a lock or locks, booms, sluices, or other structures for 
navigation purposes, in accordance with plans and specifications 
approved by the Chief of Engineers and the Secretary of War 
and made part of such license. 

(b) That in case such structures for navigation purposes are 
not made a part of the original construction at the expense of 
the licensee, then, whenever the United States shall desire to 
complete such navigation facilities the licensee shall convey to 
the United States, free of cost, such of its land and its rights of 
way and t>uch right of passage through its dams or other struc- 
tures, and permit such control of pools as may be required to 
complete such navigation facilities. 

(c) That such licensee shall furnish free of cost to the United 
States power for the operation of such navigation facilities, 
whether constructed by the licensee or by the United States. 

Sec. 12. That whenever application is filed for a project here- 
under involving navigable waters of the United States, and the 
commission shall find upon investigation that the needs of navi- 
gation require the construction of a lock or locks or other navi- 
gation structures, and that such structures can not, consistent 



with a reasonable investment cost to the applicant, be provided 
in the manner specified in section eleven, subsection (a) hereof, 
the commission may, before taking action upon such application, 
cause a report upon such project to be prepared, with estimates 
of cost of the power development and of the navigation struc- 
tures, and shall submit such report to Congress with such rec- 
ommendations as it deems appropriate concerning the partici- 
pation of the United States in tlie cost of construction of such 
navigation structures. 

Sec. 13. That the licensee shall commence the construction of 
the project works within the time fixed in the license, shall 
thereafter in good faith and with due diligence prosecute such 
construction, and shall within the time fixed in the license com- 
plete and put into operation such part of the ultimate develop- 
ment as the commission shall deem necessary to supply the 
reasonable needs of the then available market, and shall from 
time to time thereafter construct such portion of the balance of 
such development as the commission may direct, so as to supply 
adequately the reasonable market demands until such develop- 
ment shall have been completed. The periods for the commence- 
ment and completion of construction may be extended by the 
commission when not in compatible with the public interests. 
In case the licensee shall not commence actual construction of 
the project works, or of any specified part thereof, within the 
time prescribed in the license or as extended by the commission, 
then, after due notice given, the license shall, as to such project 
works or part thereof, be terminated upon written order of the 
commission. In case the construction of the project works, or of 
any specified part thereof, have been begun but not completed 
within the time prescribed in the license, or as extended by the 
commission, then the Attorney General, upon the request of the 
commission, shall institute proceedings in equity in the district 
court of the United States for the district in which any part of 
the project is situated for the revocation of said license, the sale 
of the works constructed, and such other equitable relief as the 
case may demand, as provided for in section twenty-six hereof. 

Sec. Iff. That upon not less than two years* notice in writ- 
ing from the commission, the United States shall have the right 
upon or after the expiration of any license to take over and 
thereafter to maintain and operate any project or projects as 
defined in section three hereof, and covered in whole or in part 
by the license, or the right to take over upon mutual agree- 
ment with the licensee all property owned and held by the 
licensee then valuable and serviceable in the development, 
transmission, or distribution of power and which is then de- 
pendent for its usefulness upon the continuance of the license, 
together with any lock or locks or other aids to navigation 
constructed at the expense of the licensee, upon the condition 
that before taking possession it shall pay the net investment 
of the licensee in the project or projects taken, not to exceed 
the fair value of the property taken, plus such reasonable 
damages, if any, to property of the licensee valuable, service- 
able, and dependent as above set forth but not taken, as may 
be caused by the severance therefrom of property taken, and 
shall assume all contracts entered into by the licensee with 
the approval of the commission. The net investment of the 
licensee in the project or projects so taken and the amount of 
such severance damages, if any, shall be determined by agree- 
ment between the commission and the licensee, and in case they 
can not agree, by proceedings in equity instituted by the United 
States in the district court of the United States in the dis- 
trict within which any such property may be located: Pro- 
vided, That such net investment shall not include or be affected 
by the value of any lands, rights of way, or other property of the 
United States licensed by the commission under this act, by 
the licence, or by good will, going value, or prospective reve- 
nues: Provided further, That the values allowed for water 
rights, rights of way, lands, or interest in lands, shall not be 
in excess of the actual reasonable cost thereof at the time of 
acquisition by the licensee: Provided, That the right of the 
United States or any State or municipality to take over, main- 
tain, and operate any project licensed under this act at any 
time by condemntion proceedings upon payment of just com- 
pensation is hereby expressly reserved. 

Sec. 15. That if the United States does not, at the expiration 
of the original license, exercise its right to take over, maintain, 
and operate any project or projects of the licensee, as provided 
in section fourteen hereof, the commission is authorized to issue 
a new license to. the original licensee upon such terms and con- 
ditions as may be authorized or required under the then exist- 
ing laws and regulations, or to issue a new license under said 
terms and conditions to a new licensee, which license may cover 
any project or projects covered by the original license, and shall 
be issued on the condition that the new licensee shall, before 
taking possession of such project or projects, pay such amount 
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for the property taken, and assume such contracts as the United > 
States is required to do, in the manner specified in section 
fourteen hereof: Provided, That in the event the United States 
does not exercise the right to take over and does not issue a 
new license to the original or a new licensee, then the commis- 
sion shall issue from year to year an annual license to the 
then licensee under the terms and conditions of the original 
license until the property is taken over or a nexc license is 
issued as aforesaid. 

Sec. 16. That when in the opinion of the President of the 
United States, evidenced by a written order addressed to the 
holder of any license hereunder, the safety of the United 
States demands it, the United States shall have the right to i 
enter upon and take possession of any project, or part thereof, 
constructed, maintained, or operated under said license, for the ! 
purpose of manufacturing nitrates, explosives, or munitions of 
war, or for any other purpose involving the safety of the United 
States, to retain possession, management, and control thereof 
for such length of time as may appear to the President to be 
necessary to accomplish said purposes, and then to restore pos- 
session and control to the party or parties entitled thereto; 
and, in the event that the United States shall exercise such 
right, it shall pay to the party or parties entitled thereto just 
and fair compensation for the use of said property as may be 
fixed by the commission upon the basis of a reasonable profit 
in time of peace, and the cost of restoring said property to as 
good condition as existed at the time of the taking over thereof, 
less the reasonable valve of any improvements that may be 
made thereto by the United States and which are valuable and 
serviceable to the licensee. 

Sec. 17. That the charges arising from licenses hereunder 
shall be paid into the Treasury of the United States. Fifty . 
per cent of the charges arising from licenses hereunder for the 
occupancy and use of national forests is hereby reserved and 
appropriated as a special fund in the Treasury to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of Agriculture in the sur- 
vey, construction, and maintenance of roads and trails within 
such national forests. Fifty per cent of the charges arising 
from licenses hereunder for the occupancy and use of national 
parks is hereby reserved and appropriated as a special fund in 
the Treasury, to be expended under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior in the improvement and development of 
ftuch parks. Fifty per cent of the charges arising from licenses 
hereunder for the occupancy and use of public lands, and of 
national monuments, and power site or other reserves outside 
of national forests, shall be paid into, reserved, and appropri- 
ated as a part of the reclamation fund created by the act of 
Congress approved June seventeenth, nineteen hundred and 
two, known as the reclamation act. All proceeds from any 
Indian reservation shall be placed to the credit of the In- 
dians of such reservation. Fifty per cent of the charges 
arising from all other licenses hereunder is hereby reserved 
and appropriated as a special fund in the Treasury to be ex- 
pended 'under the direction of the Secretary of War in the main- 
tenance and operation of dams and other navigation structures 
owned by the United States, or in the construction, mainte- 
nance, or operation of headwater or other improvements of 
navigable waters of the United States. 

See. 18. That the operation of any navigation facilities which 
may be constructed as a part of or in connection with any dam 
or diversion structure built under the provisions of this act, 
whether at the expense of a licensee hereunder or of the United 
States, shall at all times be controlled by such reasonable rules 
and regulations in the interest of navigation, including the con- 
trol of the level of the pool caused by such dam or diversion 
structure as may be made from time to time by the Secretary of 
War. Such rules and regulations may include the maintenance 
and operation by such licensee at its own expense of such lights 
and signals as may be directed by the Secretary of War, and 
such fishways as may be prescribed by the Secretary of Com- 
merce; and for willful failure to comply with any such rule or 
regulation, such licensee shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished as pro- 
vided in section 25 hereof. 

Sec. 19. That as a condition of the license, every licensee here- 
under which is a public-service corporation, or a person, as- 
sociation, or corporation owning or operating any project and 
developing, transmitting, or distributing power for sale or use 
in public service, shall abide by such reasonable regulation of 
the services to be rendered to customers or consumers of power, 
and of rates and charges of payment therefor, as may from 
time to time be prescribed by any duly constituted agency of 
the State in which the service is rendered or the rate charged. 
That in case of the development, transmission, or distribution, 
or use in pubUc service of power by any licensee hereunder or ' 



by its consumer engaged in public service within a State which 
has not provided a commission or other authority with power 
to regulate and control the services to be rendered by such 
licensee or by its consumer engaged in public service, or the 
rates and charges of payment therefor, or the amount or char- 
acter of securities to be issued by any of said parties, it is 
agreed as a condition of such license that jurisdiction is hereby 
conferred upon the commission, upon complaint of any person 
aggrieved or upon its own initiative, to exercise such regulation 
and control until such time as the State shall have provided a 
commission or other authority for such regulation and control: 
Provided, That the jurisdiction of the commission shall cease 
and determine as to each specific matter of regulation and con- 
trol prescribed in this section as soon as the State shall have 
provided a commission or other authority for the regulation and 
control of that specific matter. 

Sec. 20. That when said power or any part thereof shall 
enter into interstate or foreign commerce the rates charged 
and the service rendered by any such licensee, or by any sub- 
sidiary corporation, the stock of which is owned or controlled 
directly or indirectly by such licensee, or by any person, cor- 
poration, or association purchasing power from such licensee 
for sale and distribution or use in public service shall be rea- 
sonable, nondiscriminatory, and just to the consumer and all 
unreasonable discriminatory and unjust rates or services are 
hereby prohibited and declared to be unlawful; and whenever 
any of the States directly concerned has not provided a com- 
mission or other authority to enforce the requirements of this 
section within such State or to regulate and control the amount 
and character of securities to be issued by any of such parties 
or such States are unable to agree through their properly con- 
stituted authorities on the services to be rendered or on the 
rates or charges of payment therefor, or on the amount or char- 
acter of securities to be issued by any of said parties, jurisdic- 
tion is hereby conferred upon the commission, upon complaint 
of any person aggrieved, upon the request of any State con- 
cerned, or upon its own initiative to enforce the provisions of 
this section, to regulate and control so much of the services ren- 
dered, and of the rates and charges of payment therefor as 
constitute interstate or foreign commerce and to regulate the 
issuance of securities by the parties included within this section. 

The administration of the provisions of this section, so far 
an applicable, shall be according to the procedure and practice 
in fixing and regulating the rates, charges, and practices of 
railroad companies as provided in the act to regulate commerce, 
approved February fourth, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, 
as amended, and that the parties subject to such regulation shall 
have the same rights of hearing, defense, and revieic as said 
companies in such cases. 

In any valuation of the property of any licensee hereunder 
for purposes of rate making, no value shall be claimed by the 
licensee or allotced by the commission, for any project or proj- 
ects under license in excess of the value or values prescribed 
in section fourteen hereof for the purposes of purchase by the 
United States but there shall be included the cost to such licensee 
of the construction of the lock or locks or other aids of naviga- 
tion and all other capital expenditures required by the United 
States, and no value shall be claimed or allowed for the rights 
granted by the commission or by this act. 

Sec. 21. That when the licensee is a municipal corporation, or 
a political subdivision of a State, or a public-service agent of 
a State, or a public utility or service corporation, and can not 
acquire by contract or pledges the right to use or damage the 
lands or property of others necessary to the construction, main- 
tenance, or operation of any dam, reservoir, diversion structure, 
or the works appurtenant or aexx'ssory thereto, it may acquire 
the same by the exercise of the right of eminent domain in the 
district court of the United States for the district in which such 
land or other property may be located, or in the State courts. 
The practice and procedure in any action or proceeding for that 
purpose in the district court of the United States shall conform 
as nearly as may be with the practice and procedure in similar 
action or proceeding in the courts of the State where the prop- 
erty is situated. 

Sec. 22. That whenever the public interest requires or jus- 
tifies the execution by the licensee of contracts for the sale and 
deli very of power for periods extending beyond the date of 
termination of the license, such contracts may be entered into 
upon the joint approval of the commission and of the public- 
xervirv commission or other similar authority in the, State in 
which the sale or delivery of power is made, or if sold or de- 
livered in a State which has no such public-service commission, 
then upon the approval of the commission, and thereafter in 
the event of failure to issue a new license to the original licensee 
at the termination of the license, the United States or the new

licensee, as the case may be, shall assume and fulfill all such 
contracts. 

Sec. 23. That the provisions of this act shall not be con- 
strued as revoking any permit or valid existing right of way 
heretofore granted, or as revoking any authority heretofore 
given pursuant to law, but any person, association, corporation, 
State, or municipality, holding or possessing such permit, right 
of way, or authority may retain the same subject to the condi- 
tions set forth in the grant thereof and subject to any and all 
rules and regulations applicable thereto and existing at the date 
of the approval of this act, or may apply for a license here- 
under, and upon such application the commission may issue to 
any such applicant a license in accordance with the provisions 
of this act, and in such case the provisions of this act shall 
apply to such applicant as a license hereunder. 

As to all streams or parts of streams, other than streams the 
use of which is herein authorized to be licensed, over which 
Congress has jurisdiction under its authority to regulate com- 
merce ivith foreign nations and among the several States, per- 
mission is hereby given to construct dams therein: Provided, 
That any applicant who proposes to construct a dam in any such 
last-mentioned stream or part of stream may at his option make 
application to the commission, and if the contemplated improve- 
ment is, in the judgment of the commission, desirable and justi- 
fied in the public interest for the purpose of improving or devel- 
oping a waterway or waterways for the use or benefit of naviga- 
tion in interstate or foreign commerce, the applicant may 
receive a license under the conditions with all of the rights 
and privileges herein provided for streams or parts of streams 
used for the transportation of persons or property to interstate 
or foreign commerce in their ordinary, natural, or improved 
condition. 

Sec. 24. That any lands of the United States included in 
any proposed project under the provisions of this act shall from 
the date of filing of application therefor be reserved from entry. 
location, or other disposal under the laws of the United States 
until otherwise directed by the commission or by Congress. 
Notice that such application has been made, together with the 
date of filing thereof and a description of the lands of the 
United States affected thereby,, shall be filed in the local land 
office for the district in which such lands arc located. When- 
ever the commission shall determine that the value of any layids 
of the United States so applied for, or heretofore or hereafter 
reserved or classified as power sites, will not bo injured or 
destroyed for the purposes of power development by location, 
entry, or selection under the public-land laws, the Secretary of 
the Interior, upon notice of such determination, shall declare 
such lands open to location, entry, or selection, subject to and 
with a reservation of the right of the United States or its 
permittees or licensees to enter upon, occupy, and use any part 
or all of said lands necessary, in the judgment of the commis- 
sion, for the purposes of this act, which right shall be expressly 
reserved in every, patent issued for such lands; and no claim 
or right to compensation shall accrue from the occupation or use 
of any of said lands for said purposes. The Ifnited States or 
any licensee for any such lands hereunder may enter thereupon 
for the purposes of this act, upon payment of any damages to 
crops t buildings, or other improvements caused thereby to the 
owner thrreof, or upon giving a good and sufficient bond to the 
United States for the use and benefit of the owner to secure the 
payment of such damages as may be determined and fixed in an 
action brought upon the bond in a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, said bond to be in the form prescribed by the commission: 
Provided. That locations, entries, selections, or fillings hereto- 
fore made for lands reserved as watcr-powrr sites or in con- 
nection with water-power development or electrical transmis- 
sion may proceed to approval or patent under and subject to the 
limitations and conditions in this section contained. 

Sec. 25. That any licensee, or any person, icho shall willfully 
fail or who shall refuse to comply with any of the provisions 
of this act, or with any of the conditions made a part of any 
license issued hereunder, or with any subpama of the commis- 
sion, or with any regulation or lawful order of the commission, 
or with any regulation or lawful order of the commission, or of 
the Secretary of War, or of the Secretary of Commerce as to 
fishways, issued or made in accordance with the provisions of 
this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall, in the discretion of the court, be punished by 
a fine of not exceeding $1,000, in addition to other penalties 
herein prescribed or provided by law ; and every month any such 
licensee or any such person shall remain in default after written 
notice from the commission, or from the Secretary of War, or 
from the Secretary of Commerce, shall be deemed a neic and 
separate offense punishable as aforesaid. 



Sec. 26. That the Attorney General may, on request of the 
commission or of the Secretary of War, institute proceeding* « 
equity in the district court of the United States in the district 
in which any project or part thereof is situated for the purpose 
of retaking for violation of its terms any license issued here- 
under, or for the purpose of remedying or correcting by injunc- 
tion, mandamus, or other process any act of commission or 
omission in violation of the provisions of this act or of any 
lawful regulation or order promulgated hereunder. The its- 
trict courts shall hare jurisdiction over all of the above-men- 
tioned proceedings and shall have power to issue and execute 
all necessary process and to make and enforce all icrits, ordert 
and decrees to compel compliance with the lawful order* and 
regula turns of the commission and of the Secretary of War, and 
to compel the performance of any condition imposed under the 
provisions of this act. In the event a decree revoking a license 
is entered, the court is empowered to sell the whole or any pari 
of the project or projects under license, to wind up the busineu 
of such licensee conducted in connection with such project w 
projects, to distribute the proceeds to the parties entitled to the 
same, and to make and enforce such further orders and decree* 
as equity and justice may require. At such sale or sales the 
vendee shall take the rights and privileges belonging to the 
licensee and shall perform the duties of such licensee and as- 
sume all outstanding obligations and liabilities of the licensee 
which the court may deem equitable in the premises; and at 
such sale or sales the United States may become a purchaser. 
but it shall not be required to pay a greater amount than it 
would be required to pay under the provisions of section four- 
teen hereof at the termination of the license. 

Sec. 21. That nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
affecting or intending to affect or in any way to interfere tritt 
the laws of the respective States relating to the control, appro- 
priation, use. or distribution of water used in irrigation or for 
municipal or other uses, or any vested right acquired therein. 

Sec. 2H. That the right to alter, amend, or repeal this act it 
hereby expressly reserved; but no such alteration, amendment. 
or repeal shall affect any license theretofore issued under the 
provisions of this act, or the rights of any licensee thereunder. 

Sec. 29. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent icith this 
a<t arc hereby repealed: Provided, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall be held or construed to modify or repeal any of thr 
provisions of the act of Congress approved December nineteenth, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen, granting certain rights of tr<zj 
to the city and county of San Francisco.

Mr. Mason made the point of order that there was not a 
quorum present. 

The Speaker, after counting, announced that there were 227 
members present, a quorum. 

So the question was decided in the negative and the motion 
to adjourn was not agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina, the House re- 
solved itself into the Committee of the Whole House on the 
state of the Union for the further consideration of the bill H. R. 
16104, the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

The Speaker appointed Mr. Garrett of Tennessee Chairman 
to preside. 

After some time the committee rose Informally and the 
Speaker resumed the chair, when a message from the Senate, 
by Mr. Young, one of its secretaries, announced that the Senate 
had passed bills of the following numbers and titles, in which 
the concurrence of the House was requested :

The message also announced that the Senate had passed with 
amendment the bills H. R. 5559, an act to authorize a prefer- 
ence right of entry by certain Carey Act entrymen, and for 
other purposes, and H. R. 15706, an act granting pensions and 
increase of pensions to certain soldiers and sailors of the Regu- 
lar Army and Navy and certain soldiers and sailors of wars 
other than the Civil War, and to widows of such officers and 
sailors. 

The committee resumed its session. 

After some time the committee rose; and the Speaker re- 
sumed the chair, when the Chairman reported that the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House on the state of the Union having 
had under consideration the bill H. It. 16104, the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, had directed him to report the same back to 
the House with sundry amendments and with the recommenda- 
tion that the amendments be agreed to and that the bill as 
amended do pass. 

On motion of Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina, the previous 
question was ordered on the bill and all amendments thereto 
to final passage. 

The amendments recommended by the Committee of the 
Whole House on the state of the Union were agreed to. 

The bill as amended was ordered to be engrossed and was 
read a third time; 

When, Mr. Burnett moved that the bill be recommitted to 
the Committee on Appropriations with Instructions to that 
committee to report the bill back forthwith with the following 
amendments : Amend, by adding at the end of line 20, page 150, 
the following: Provided, That no*part of this sum shall be ex- 
pended in salaries or expenses of any officer, clerk, or employee 
who authorizes, permits, or aids in the admission of any alien 
who falls within the excluded classes named in section three of 
the act entitled "An act to regulate the immigration of aliens 
to and the residence of aliens in the United States" passed 
February fifth, nineteen hundred and seventeen. 

On motion of Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina, the previous 
question was ordered on tfce motion. 

The question being on agreeing to the motion to recommit, 
and being taken, it was decided In the negative. 

So the motion to recommit was not agreed to. 

The question being on the final passage of the bill, anil being 
taken, it was decided in the affirmative. 

So the bill was passed. 

Ordered, That the Clerk request the concurrence of the Sen- 
ate in the said bill. 

A motion by Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina to reconsider the 
vote by which the was passed was, on his motion, laid on the 
table.

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Waldorf, one of its secre- 
taries, announced that the Senate had passed with amendments 
the bill H. It. 14894, an omnibus pension bill. 

The message also announced that the Senate had agreed to 
the reiKirt of the committee of conference on the disagreeing 
votes of the two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to the 
bill (H. It. 11984) to provide for the Fourteenth and subsequent 
decennial censuses, and that the Senate recedes from, its dis- 
agreement to the amendment of the House to the amendment of 
the Senate numl>ered 12 and agrees to the same. 

On motion of Mr. I^ever, the bill (H. R. 1579(5) to enable the 
President to carry out the price guaranties made to producers 
of wheat of the crops of 1918 and 1919, and to protect the 
United States against undue enhancement of Its liabilities 
thereunder, with Senate amendments, was taken from the 
Speaker's table and considered. 

Mr. Lever moved that the House concur in the amendment of 
the Senate numbered 24 with the following amendment: Strike 
out the Senate amendment and insert the following: 

That the United States cotton-futures act, approved August 
eleventh, nineteen hundred and sixteen (Thirty-ninth Statutes 
at Large, page four hundred and seventy-six) , is hereby amended 
as follows: 

In the fifth subdivision of section five of said act, strike out 
the words " good ordinary " wherever the same occur and sub- 
stitute therefor the words " low middling "; strike out the words 
"low middling" and substitute therefor the word "middling" ; 
and strike out the words " if stained, cotton that is below the 
grade of middling " and substitute therefor the words " if yel- 
low stained, cotton that is below the grade of strict middling, or, 
if blue stained, cotton that is below the grade of good middling," 
so that the said subdivision shall read as follows: 

"Fifth. Provide that cotton that, because of the presence of 
extraneous matter of any character, or irregularities or defects, 
is reduced in value below that of low middling, or cotton that is 
below the grade of low middling, or, if tinged, cotton that is 
below the grade of strict middling, or, if yellow stained, cotton 
that is below the grade of good middling, the grades mentioned 
being of the official cotton standards of the Utiited States, or 
cotton that is less than seven-eighths of an inch in length of 
staple, or cotton of perished staple or of immature staple, or cot- 
ton that is ' gin cut ' or rcginned. or cotton that is l repacked ' 
or * false packed ' or ' mixed packed ' or * water packed,* shall 
not be delivered on, under, or in settlement of such contract." 
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Strike out the sentence comprising the seventh subdivision of 
section five of said act and substitute therefor the following: 

"Seventh, Provide that all tenders of cotton and settlements 
therefor under such contract shall be in accordance with the 
classification thereof made under the regulations of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture by such officer or officers of the Government 
as shall be designated for the purpose, and the costs of such 
classification shall be fixed, assessed, collected, and paid as pro- 
vided in such regulations. All moneys collected a* such costs 
may be used as a revolving fund for carrying out the purposes of 
this subdivision, and section nineteen of this act is amended 
accordingly. 99 

Strike out the last sentence of section five of said act and sub- 
stitute therefor the follouHng: 

"The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to prescribe reg- 
ulations for carrying out the purposes of the seventh subdivision 
of this section, and the certificates of the officers of the Govern- 
ment as to the classification of any cotton for the purposes of 
said subdivision shall be accepted in the courts of the United 
States in all suits between the parties to such contract, or their 
privies, as prima facie evidence of the true classification of the 
cotton involved. 99 

The foregoing amendments to section five of said act shall 
become effective on and after the approval of this act, but noth- 
ing herein shall be construed to diminish any authority con- 
ferred on any official of the United States necessary to enable 
him to carry out any duties remaining to be performed by him 
under said act as unamended, or to impair the effect of such act 
as to any contract subject to its provisions entered into prior to 
the effective date of said amendments, or to impair the effect of 
the findings of the Secretary of Agriculture upon any dispute 
referred to him under said section five as unamended. 

Effective on and after the date of the passage of this act, in- 
sert at the end of section eight of said act the following: 

"Provided further, That it shall be the duty of any person 
engaged in the business of dealing in cotton, when requested by 
the Secretary of Agriculture or any agent acting under his in- 
structions, to answer correctly to the best of his knowledge, 
under oath or otherwise, all questions touching his knowledge of 
the number of bales, the classification, the price of bona fide 
price offered, and other terms of purchase or sale, of any cotton 
involved in any transaction participated in by him, or to pro- 
duce all books, letters, papers, or documents in his possession or 
under his control relating to such matter. Any such person who 
shall, within a reasonable time prescribed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture or such agent, willfully fail or refuse to answer such 
questions or to produce such books, letters, papers, or documents, 
or who shall willfully give any answer that is false or mislead- 
ing, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $500." 

The motion was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Lever, by unanimous consent, 

Resolved, That the House disagree to ail the remaining amend- 
ments of the Senate and ask for a conference with the Senate on 
the disagreeing votes of the two Houses. 

Thereupon the Speaker announced the appointment of Mr. 
Lever, Mr. Lee of Georgia, Mr. Rubey, Mr. Haugen, and Mr. 
Anderson as managers on the part of the House at the said con- 
ference. 

Ordered, That the Clerk notify the Senate thereof. 

And then, 

On motion of Mr. Kitchin, at 11 o'clock and 40 minutes p. m., 
the House adjourned.

Ordered, That all Members desiring be granted leave to ex- 
tend their remarks in the Record on the life, character, and 
public service of the late Representative Borland. 

Mr. Clark of Florida called up the following conference re- 
port, which the Clerk read : 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two Houses on the amendments of the Senate to the bill (H. R. 
18026) to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to provide 
hospital and sanatorium facilities for discharged sick and dis- 
abled soldiers, sailors, and marines, having met, after full and 
free conference have agreed to recommend and do recommend 
to their respective Houses as follows: 

That the House recede from its disagreement to the amend- 
ment of the Senate, and agree to the same with an amendment 
as follows : In lieu of the matter proposed by the Senate insert 
the following: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to provide immediate additional hospital and sana- 
torium facilities for the care and treatment of discharged sick 
and disabled soldiers, sailors, and marines, Army and Navy 
nurses {male and female), patients of the War Risk Insurance 



Bureau, and the following persons only: Merchant-marine sea- 
men, seaman on boats of the Mississippi River Commission, of- 
• fleers and enlisted men of the United States Coast Guard, 
, officers and employees of the Public Health Service, certain 
, keepers and assistant keepers of the United States Lighthouse 
Service, seamen of the Engineer Corps of the United States 
I Army, officers and enlisted men of the United States Coast and 
. Geodetic Survey, citHlian employees entitled to treatment under 
j the United States employees' compensation act, and employees 
on Army transports not officers or enlisted men of the Army, 
1 now entitled by law to treatment by the Public Health Service. 
Sec. 2. There are hereby permanently transferred to the Treas- 
ury Department for the use of the Public Health Service for 
hospital or sanatoria or otlier uses the following properties, 
with their present equipment, including sites and leases, or so 
much thereof as may be required by the Public Health Service, 
including mechanical equipment in connection therewith, and 
approaches thereto, with authority to lease or purchase sites 
not owned by the Government, as follows: Hospitals, with such 
other buildings and land as may be required, at Camp Cody, 
N. Mex.; Camp Hancock, Ga.; Camp Joseph E. Johnston, Fla.; 
Camp Beauregard, La.; Camp Logan, Tex.; Camp Fremont, 
Cal.; and nitrate plant, Perry ville, Md.; and such hospitals, 
\cith other necessary buildings, hereafter vacated by the War 
Department, as may be required an4 found suitable for the 
needs of the Public Health Service for hospital or sanatoria 
purposes. And for the purpose of such remodeling of or addi- 
tions to the above-named plants as may be required to adapt 
them to the needs and uses of the Public Health Service, the 
sum of $750,000 is hereby authorized. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of War is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to transfer, tviUwut charge, to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the use of the Public Health Service such hos- 
pital furniture and equipment, including hospital and medical 
supplies, motor trucks, and other motor-driven vehicles, in good 
condition, not required by the War Department, as may be re- 
quired by the Public Health Service for its hospitals, and the 
President is authorized to direct the transfer to the Treasury 
Department of the use of such lands or parts of lands, build- 
ings, fixtures, appliances, furnishings, or furniture under the 
control of any other department of the Government not required 
for the purposes of such department, and suitable for the uses 
of the Public Health Service. 

Sec. k. So much of the Battle Mountain Sanatorium at Hot 
Springs, South Dakota, the National Home for Disabled Volun- 
teer Soldiers, with its present equipment, as is not required for 
the purposes for which these facilities were provided, is hereby 
made available for the use of the Public Health Service for a 
period of five years from the approval of this act, unless sooner 
released by the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
to contract with any existing hospital or sanatorium, by lease 
or otherwise, for immediate use, in whole or in part, of their 
present facilities, so as to provide bed capacity and facilities 
for not exceeding one thousand patients, and for such purpose* 
the sum of $800,000 is hereby authorized. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, 
if in his judgment the same will be for the best interests of the 
Government from the standpoint of cost, location, and of the 
emergency needs of the Public Health Service, to purchase the 
site, buildings, and hospital facilities and appurtenances, at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, known as General Hospital Numbered 
Fifteen, and for such purpose the sum of $150,000 is hereby 
authorized. 

The sum of $1,500,000 is hereby authorized to be held as an 
etnergency fund for the purchase of land and buildings suitable 
for hospital and sanatoria purposes, ichieh the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to select and locate, and to make 
addition* and improvements suitable to adapt them to the uses 
of the United States Public Health Service, if in his judgment 
the emergency requires it. 

Sec. 7. By the construction of new hospitals and sanatoria, 
to include the necessary buildings with their appropriate 
mechanical and other* equipment and approach work, including 
roads leading thereto, for the accommodation of patients, offi- 
cers, nurses, attendants, storage, laundries, vehicles, and live 
stock on sites now oicned by the Government, or on new sites 
to be acquired by purchase or otherwise, at the places herein- 
after named: Provided, That if the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall make a finding that any hospital project hereinafter 
speciffcally authorized is not to the best interest of the Gov- 
ernment from the standpoint of cost, location, and of tlw emer- 
gency needs of the Public Health Service, he is hereby au- 
thorized to reject such project or projects and to locate con- 
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struct, or acquire hospitals at such other locations as would 
best subserve the interest of the Government and the emergency 
needs of the Public Health Service within the limits of cost of 
such authorization. 

a. At Cook County, Illinois, by taking over tlie land and execut- 
ing, the contract for the construction thereon of hospital build- 
ings specified therein of a certain proposed contract executed 
by the Shank Company, August thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and eighteen, and in accordance with such contract and the 
plans and specifications identified in connection therewith 
August thirty- first, nineteen hundred and eighteen, by th£ 
signature and initials of Brigadier General R. C. Marshall, 
junior, Construction Division, Quartermaster Department, 
United States Army, by Lieutenant Colonel C. C. Wright, and 
the Shank Company, by George H. Shank, president, at the cost 
stated therein, namely, $2,500,000, with such changes in said 
plans and specifications as may be required by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to adapt said specified buildings to the needs and 
purposes of the Public Health Service, at a total limit of cost 
not to exceed $8,000,000. 

b. In carrying the foregoing authorization into effect, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to execute the contract 
with the Shank Co. hereinbefore specified, with such verbal 
changes as are made necessary by a cliange in the contracting 
officers, and to assume all obligations in said contract contained, 
and to purchase materials and labor in the open market, or 
otherwise, and to employ laborers and mechanics for the con- 
struction of such buildings and their equipment as in his judg- 
ment shall best meet the public exigencies, within the limits of 
cost herein authorized. 

c. At Dawson Springs, Kentucky, on land to be acquired by 
gift, the necessary buildings for a sanatorium having a capacity 
of not less than five hundred beds. The sum of $1*500,000 is 
hereby authorized for the construction of such sanatorium. 

d. The sum of $900,000 is hereby authorized for the construc- 
tion, including site, of a hospital plant complete at Norfolk, 
Virginia. 

e. The sum of $550,000 is hereby authorized for the construc- 
tion, on land owned by the Government, on a site to be selected 
by the Secretary of the Treasury with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, of a hospital plant complete in the District of Columbia or 
vicinity. 

f. The sum of $190,000 is hereby authorized for additional 
hospital rtccommodations, including such minor alteration in and 
remodeling of existing and authonzed buildings as may be neces- 
sary to economically adapt them to the additional accommoda- 
tions herein authorized for the Marine Hospital at Stapleton, 
Stat en Island, New York, the sum appropriated for additions to 
the said hospital by the act approved March twenty-eighth, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, is authorized to be expended in full 
without the construction of psifchiatric units. 

Sec. 8. In carrying the foregoing authorization into effect, all 
new construction work herein authorized shall, as far as feas- 
ible, be of fire-resisting character, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to enter into contracts for the construc- 
tion, equipment, and so forth, of such buildings on Government- 
owned lands, or lands acquired for such purposes, to purchase 
materials and labor in the open market, or otherwise, and to 
employ laborers and mechanics for the construction of such 
buildings and their equipment as in his judgment shall best meet 
the jmblic exigencies, within the limits of cost herein authorized. 

Sec. V. For the purpose of carrying the foregoing authoriza- 
tion into effect, there is hereby appropriated out of any moneys 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be immediately 
available and remain available until expended, the sum of 
$8.HJfO,000, and for furniture and equipment not otherwise pro- 
vided for, the sum of $210,000, in all $9,050,000. 

Sec. 10. And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized, in his discretion, to employ, for service withm or without 
the District of Columbia, without regard to civil-service laws, 
rules, and regulations, and to pay from ttte sums hereby au- 
thorized and appropriated for construction purposes, at cus- 
tomary rates of compensation, such additional technical and 
clerical services as may be necessary, exclusively to aid in the 
preparation of the drawings and specifications for the above- 
n<imed objects and supervision of the execution thereof, for 
traveling expenses, and printing incident thereto, at a total 
limit of cost for such additional technical and clerical services 
and traveling exjKmses, and so forth, of not exceeding $210,000 
of the above-named limit of cost. All of the above-mentioned 
icork shall be under the direction and supervision of the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service, subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 11. There is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys in 
the Treasury not otherwise approDriatcd> for necessary per- 



sonnel, including regular and reserve commissioned officer* of 
the Public Health Service and clerical help in the District of 
Columbia and elsewhere, and maintenance, hospital supplies and 
equipment, leases, fuel, lights, and water, and freight, transpor- 
tation, and travel, and reasonable burial expenses (not exceed- 
ing $100 for any patient dying in hospital), $785,333 for the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and twenty.

The schedules of inquiries relating to manufactures, to for- 
estry and forest products, and to mines and quarries shall 
include the name and location of each establishment ; character 
of organization, whether individual, corporate, or other form; 
character of business or kind of goods manufactured ; amount 
of capital actually invested ; number of proprietors, firm mem- 
bers, copartners and officers, and the amount of their salaries; 
number of employees and the amount of their wages; quantity 
and cost of materials used in manufactures ; principal miscel- 
laneous expenses; quantity and value of products; time in 
operation during the year; character and quantity of power 
used ; and character and number of machines employed. 

The census of manufactures, of forestry and forest prod- 
ucts, and of mines and quarries shall relate to the year ending 
December thirty-first next preceding the enumeration of popula- 
tion, and shall be confined to manufacturing establishments and 
mines and quarries which were in active operation during all 
or a portion of that year. The census of manufactures shall 
furthermore be confined to manufacturing establishments con- 
ducted under what is known as the factory system, exclusive 
of the so-called neighborhood, household, and hand industries. 

Whenever he shall deem it expedient, the Director of the 
Census may charge the collection of these statistics upon special 
agents or upon detailed employees, to be employed without 
respect to locality. 

The number, form, and subdivision of inquiries provided 
for in section eight shall be determined by the Director of the 
Census.

Resolved, That the Sergeant at Arms and Clerk of the House of 
Representatives are hereby authorized and directed to immedi- 
ately pay all arrears of salary and clerk allowance to Members 
of the House of Representatives of the Sixty-fifth Congress who 
have not received their monthly salary and allowance owing to 
their absence from the House while in the military service of the 
United States during the war: Provided, That there shall be de- 
ducted from such amounts for salary, respectively, any money 
received by any of the above-named as compensation for serv- 
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ice in the Army during the present emergency, and the affidavits 
of the above-named persons shall be accepted as proof as to 
whether or not any such payment has been received by them. 

The question being on agreeing to the motion and being taken, 
two-thirds having voted in the affirmative, the rules were sus- 
pended and the resolution was agreed to.

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RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

THIRD SESSION, SIXTY.-FIFTH CONGRESS. 



Rule I. 

DUTIES OF THE 8PEAKEK. 

1. The Speaker shall take the chair on every legislative day 
precisely at the hour to which the House shall have adjourned 
at the last sitting, immediately call the Members to order, and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, cause the Journal of the pro- 
ceedings of the last day's sitting to be read, having previously 
examined and approved the same. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum, and, in case of dis- 
turbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries, or in the lobby, 
may cause the same to be cleared. 

3. He shall have general control, except as provided by rule or 
law, of the Hall of the House, and of the corridors and passages, 
and the disposal of the unappropriated rooms in that part of 
the Capitol assigned to the use of the House, until further order. 

4. He shall sign all acts, addresses, joint resolutions, writs, 
warrants, and subpoenas of, or issued by order of, the House, 
and decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal by any 
Member, on which appeal no Member shall speak more than 
once, unless by permission of the House. 

«5. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting; 
and shall put questions in this form, to wit: "As many as are in 
favor (as the question may be), say 4 aye , , M and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As many as are opposed, say 
4 no ' " ; if he doubts, or a division is called for, the House shall 
divide, those in the affirmative of the question shall first rise 
from tiieir seats, and then those in the negative; if he still 
doubts, or count is required by at least one-fifth of a quorum, 
he shall name one from each side of the question, to tell the 
Members in the affirmative and negative, which being reported, 
he shall rise and state the decision. 

6. He shall not be required to vote in ordinary legislative pro- 
ceedings, except when his vote would be decisive, or where the 
House is engaged in voting by ballot; and in cases of tie vote 
the question shall be lost. 

7. He shall have a right to name any Member to perform the 
duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend be- 
yond an adjournment: Provided, however, That in case of his 
illness he may make such appointment for a period not to ex- 
ceed 10 days, with the approval of the House at the time the 
same is made; and in his absence and omission to make such 
appointment, the House shall proceed to elect a Speaker pro 
tempore to act during his absence. 

Rule II. 

ELECTION OP OFFICEB8. 

There shall be elected by a viva voce vote at the commence- 
ment of each Congress, to continue in office until their successors 
are chosen and qualified, a Clerk, Sergeant at Arms, Doorkeeper, 
Postmaster, and Chaplain, each of whom shall take an oath to 
support the Constitution of the United States and for the true 
and faithful discharge of the duties of his office to the best of 
his knowledge and ability, and to keep the secrets of the House ; 
and each shall appoint all of the employees of his department 
provided for by law. 

Rule III. 

DUTIES OF THE CLERK. 

1. The Clerk shall, at the commencement of the session of 
each Congress, call the Members to order, proceed to call the 
roll of the Members by States in alphabetical order, and, pend- 



ing the election of a Speaker or Speaker pro tempore, preserve 
order and decorum, and decide all questions of order, subject to 
appeal by any Member. 

2. He shall make and cause to be printed and delivered to 
each Member, or mailed to his address, at the commencement of 
every regular session of Congress, a list of reports which it is 
the duty of any officer or department to make to Congress, re- 
ferring to the act or resolution and page of the volume of the 
laws or Journal in which it may be contained, and placing undei 
the name of each officer the list of reports required of him to 
be made. 

3. He shall note all questions of order, with the decisions 
thereon, the record of which shall be printed as an appendix 
to the Journal of each session ; and complete, as soon after the 
close of the session as possible, the printing and distribution to 
Members and Delegates of the Journal of the House, together 
with an accurate and complete index; retain in the library at 
his office, for the use of the Members and officers of the House 
and not to be withdrawn therefrom, two copies of all the books 
and printed documents deposited there ; send, at the end of each 
session, a printed copy of the' Journal thereof to the Executive 
and to each branch of legislature of every State and Territory ; 
preserve for and deliver or mail to each Member and Delegate 
an extra copy, in good binding, of all documents printed by 
order of either House of the Congress to which he belonged; 
attest and affix the seal of the House to all writs, warrants, and 
subpoenas issued by order of the House; certify to the passage 
of all bills and'joint resolutions; make or approve all contracts, 
bargains, or agreements relative* to furnishing any matter or 
thing, or for the performance of any labor for the House of 
Representatives, in pursuance of law or order of the House; 
keep full and accurate accounts of the disbursements out of the 
contingent fund of the House ; keep the stationery accounts of 
Members and Delegates, and pay them as provided by law. He 
shall pay to the officers and employees of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the first day of each month, the amount of their 
salaries that shall be due them ; and when the first day of the 
month falls on Sunday he shall pay them on the next day pre- 
ceding. 

4. He shall, in case of temporary absence or disability, desig- 
nate the Chief Clerk, or some other official in his office, to sign 
all papers that may require the official signature of the Clerk 
of the House, and to do all other acts, except such as are pro- 
vided for by statute, that may be required under the rules and 
practice of the House to be done by the Clerk. Such official 
acts, when so done by the Chief Clerk or other official, shall be 
under the name of the Clerk of the House. The said designa- 
tion shall be in writing, and shall be laid before the House and 
entered on the Journal. 

Rule IV. 

DUTIES OF THE SEKGEANT AT ABMS. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant at Arms to attend the 
House during its sittings, to maintain order under the direc- 
tion of the Speaker, or Chairman, and, pending the election of 
a Speaker or Speaker pro tempore, under the direction of the 
Clerk; execute the commands of the House, and all processes 
issued by authority thereof, directed to him by the Speaker, 
keep the accounts for the pay and mileage of Members and 
Delegates, and pay them as provided by law. 

2. The symbol of his office shall be the mace, which shall be 
borne by him while enforcing order on the floor. 
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Rule V. 

DUTIES OF THE DOOEKEEPEB. 

1. The Doorkeeper shall enforce strictly the rules relating to 
the privileges of the Hall and be responsible to the House for 
the official conduct of his employees. 

2. At the commencement and close of each session of Con- 
gress he shall take an inventory of all the furniture, books, and 
other public property in the several committee and other rooms 
under his charge, and report the same to the House, which 
report shall be referred to the Committee on Accounts to ascer- 
tain and determine the amount for which he shall be held 
liable for missing articles. 

3. He shall allow no person to enter the room over the Hall 
of the House during its sittings; and 15 minutes before the 
hour of the meeting of the House each day he shall see that the 
floor is cleared of all persons except those privileged to remain, 
and kept so until 10 minutes after adjournment. 

Rule VI. 

DUTIES OF THE POSTMASTER. 

The Postmaster shall superintend the post office kept in the 
Capitol and House Office Building for the accommodation of 
Representatives, Delegates, and officers of the House, and be 
held responsible for the prompt and safe delivery of their mail. 

Rule VII. 

The Chaplain shall attend at the commencement of each day's 
sitting of the House and open the same with prayer. 

Rule VIII. 

OF TIIB MEMBEBS. 

1. Every Member shall be present within the Hall of the 
House during its sittings, unless excused or necessarily pre- 
vented; and shall vote on each question put, unless he has a 
direct personal or pecuniary interest in the event of such 
question. 

2. Pairs shall be announced by the Clerk, after the comple- 
tion of the second roll call, from a written list furnished him, 
and signed by the Member making the statement to the Clerk, 
which list shall be published in the Record as a part of the 
proceedings, immediately following the names of those not vot- 
ing: Provided, That pairs shall be announced but once during 
the same legislative day. 

Rule IX. 

QUESTIONS OF PRIVILEGE. 

Questions of privilege shall be, first, those affecting the rights 
of the House collectively, its safety, dignity, and the integrity 
of its proceedings; second, the rights, reputation, and conduct 
of Members individually in their representative capacity only; 
and shall have precedence of all other questions, except motions 
to adjourn. 

Rule X. 

OF COMMITTEES. 

1. There shall be elected by the House, at the commencement 
of each Congress, the following standing committees, viz: 

On Elections, three committees, to consist of 9 members each, 
to be called No. 1, No. 2, and No. 3, respectively. 

On Ways and Means, to consist of 23 members.. 

On Appropriations, to consist of 21 members. 

On the Judiciary, to consist of 21 members. 

On Banking and Currency, to consist of 21 members. 

On Coinage, Weights, and Measures, to consist of 18 members: 

On Interstate and Foreign Commerce, to consist of 21 mem- 
bers. 

On Rivers and Harbors, to consist of 21 members. 

On the Merchant Marine and Fisheries, to consist of 21 mem- 
bers. 

On Agriculture, to consist of 21 members. 

On Foreign Affairs, to consist of 21 members. 

On Military Affairs, to consist of 21 members. 

On Naval Affairs, to consist of 21 members. 

On the Post Office and Post Roads, to consist of 21 members. 

On the Public Lands, to consist of 21 members. 

On Indian Affairs, to consist of 21 members. 

On the Territories, to consist of 17 members. 

On Insular Affairs, to consist of 21 members. 

On Railways and Canals, to consist of 14 members. 



On Mines and Mining, to consist of 14 members. 

On Public Buildings and Grounds, to consist of 20 members. 

On Education, to consist of 15 members. 

On Labor, to consist of 14 members. 

On Patents, to consist of 14 members. 

On Invalid Pensions, to consist of 16 members. 

On Pensions, to consist of 15 members. 

On Claims, to consist of 16 members. 

On War Claims, to consist of 15 members. 

On the District of Columbia, to consist of 21 members. 

On Revision of the Laws, to consist of 13 members. 

On Reform in the Civil Service, to consist of 13 members. 

On Election of President, Vice President, and Representatives 
in Congress, to consist of 13 members. 

On Alcoholic Liquor Traffic, to consist of 11 members. 

On Irrigation of Arid Lands, to consist of 15 members. 

On Immigration and Naturalization, to consist of 15 members. 

On Expenditures in the State Department, to consist of 7 
members. 

On Expenditures in the Treasury Department, to consist of 
7 members.

On Expenditures in the Navy Department, to consist of 7 
members. 

On Expenditures in the Post Office Department, to consist of 
7 members.

On Expenditures on Public Buildings, to consist of 7 mem- 
bers. 

On Rules, to consist of 12 members, of which the Speaker 
shall not be a member. 

On Accounts, to consist of 11 members. 

On Mileage, to consist of 5 members. 

On the Census, to consist of 16 members. 

On Industrial Arts and Expositions, to consist of 16 members. 

On Woman Suffrage, to consist of 13 members. 

Also the following joint standing committees, viz : 

On the Library, to consist of 5 members. 

On Printing, to consist of 3 members. 

On Enrolled Bills, to consist of 7 members. 

On Roads, to consist of 21 members. 

On Flood Control, to consist of 15 members. 

On the Disposition of Useless Executive Papers, to consist of 
2 members. 

2. The Speaker shall appoint all select and conference com- 
mittees, unless otherwise ordered by the House. 

3. At the commencement of each Congress the House shall 
elect as chairman of each standing committee one of the mem- 
bers thereof; in the temporary absence of the chairman the 
member next in rank in the order named in the election of the 
committee, and so on, as often as the case shall happen, shall 
act as chairman; and in case of a permanent vacancy* in the 
chairmanship of any such committee the House shall elect an- 
other chairman. 

4. All vacancies in* standing committees of the House shall be 
filled by election by the House. 

5. The chairman shall appoint the clerk or clerks or other 
employees of his committee, subject to Its approval, who shall 
be paid at the public expense, the House having first provided 
therefor. 

Rule XI. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 

Ail proposed legislation shall be referred to the committees 
named in the preceding rule, as follows, viz : Subjects relating— 

1. To the election of Members; to the respective Committees 
on Elections. 

2. To the revenue and such measures as purport to raise rev- 
enue and the bonded debt of the United States ; to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

3. To appropriation of the revenue for the support of the Gov- 
ernment as herein provided, viz : For legislative, executive, and 
judicial expenses; for sundry civil expenses; for fortifications 
and coast defenses; for the District of Columbia; for pensions; 
and for all deficiencies ; to the Committee on Appropriations. 
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4. To judicial proceedings, civil and criminal law ; to the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary. 

5. To banking and currency; to the Committee on Banking 
and Currency. 

6. To coinage, weights, and -measures; to the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights, and Measures. 

7. To commerce, Life-Saving Service, and lighthouses, other 
than appropriations for Life-Saving Service and lighthouses; 
to the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

8. To the Improvement of rivers and harbors; to the Com- 
mittee on Rivers and Harbors. 

9. To the merchant marine and fisheries; to the Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries. 

10. To agriculture and forestry ; to the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, who shall receive the estimates and report the appropria- 
tions for the Agricultural Department 

11. To the relations of the United States with foreign na- 
tions, including appropriations therefor; to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 

12. To the Military Establishment, the militia, and the public 
defense, including the appropriations for their support and for 
that of the Military Academy; to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

13. To the Naval Establishment, including the appropriations 
for its support ; to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

14. To the post offices and post roads, including appropriations 
for their support ; to the Committee on the Post Offices and Post 
Roads. 

15. To the lands of the United States and private claims to 
lands ; to the Committee on the Public Lands. 

16. To the relations of the United States with the Indians and 
the Indian tribes, including appropriations therefor ; to the Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs. 

17. To Territorial legislation, the revision thereof, and affect- 
ing Territories or the admission of States ; to the Committee on 
the Territories. 

18. To all matters (excepting those affecting the revenue and 
the appropriations) pertaining to the islands which came to the 
United States through the treaty of 1899 with Spain, and to 
Cuba ; to the Committee on Insular Affairs. 

19. To railways and canals; to the Committee on Railways 
and Canals. 

20. To the mining interests; to the Committee on Mines and 
Mining. 

21. To the public buildings and occupied or Improved grounds 
of the United States, other than appropriations therefor; to the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds. 

22. To education ; to the Committee on Education. 

23. To and affecting labor ; to the Committee on Labor. 

24. To patents, copyrights, and trade-marks ; to the Committee 
on Patents. 

25. To the pensions of the Civil War; to the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions. 

26. To the pensions of all the wars of the United States, other 
than the Civil War ; to the Committee on Pensions. 

27. To private and domestic claims and demands, other than 
war claims, against the United States; to the Committee on 
Claims. 

28. To claims arising from any war in which the United 
States has been engaged ; to the Committee on War Claims. 

29. To the District of Columbia, other than appropriations 
therefor; to the Committee on the District of Columbia. 

30. To the revision and codification of the statutes of the 
United States ; to the Committee on the Revision of the Laws. 

31. To reform in the civil service; to the Committee on Re- 
form In the Civil Service. 

32. To the election of the President, Vice President, or Repre- 
sentatives in Congress; to the Committee on Election of Presi- 
dent, Vice President, and Representatives in Congress.

54. All proposed legislation concerning the census and the 
apportionment of Representatives; to the Committee on the 
Census. 

54a. To matters relating to the construction or maintenance 
of roads, other than appropriations therefor; to the Committee 
on Roads: Provided, That it shall not be In order for any bill 
( providing general legislation in relation to roads to contain any 
provision for any specific road, nor for any bill in relation to a

54b. To flood control, other than appropriations therefor, to 
the Committee on Flood Control. 

55. All matters (excepting those relating to the revenue and 
appropriations, referring to proposed expositions; to the Com- 
mittee on Industrial Arts and Expositions. 

56. The following-named committees shall have leave to re- 
port at any time on the matters herein stated, viz: The Com- 
mittee on Rules, on rules, joint rules, and order of business; 
the Committees on Elections, on the right o# a Member to his 
seat ; the Committee on Ways and Means, on bills raising rev- 
enue ; the committees having jurisdiction of appropriations, the 
general appropriation bills ; the Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors, bills for the improvement of rivers and harbors ; the Com- 
mittee on the Public Lands, bills -for the forfeiture of land 
grants to railroads and other corporations, bills preventing 
speculation in the public lands, and bills for the reservation of 
the public lands for the benefit of actual and bona fide settlers ; 
the Committee on the Territories, bills for the admission of 
new States; the Committee on Enrolled Bills, enrolled bills; 
the Committee on Invalid Pensions, general pension bills; the 
Committee on Printing, on all matters referred to them of 
printing for the use of the House or two Houses; and the Com- 
mittee on Accounts, on all matters of expenditure of the con- 
tingent fund of the House. 

It shall always be in order to call up for consideration a re- 
port from the Committee on Rules, and, pending the considera- 
tion thereof, the Speaker may entertain one motion that the 
House adjourn ; but after the result is announced he shall not 
entertain any other dilatory motion until the said report shall 
have been fully disposed of. 
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The Committee on Rules shall not report any rule or order 
which shall provide that business under paragraph 7 of Rule 
XXIV shall be set aside by a vote of less than two-thirds of the 
Members present; nor shall it report any rule or order which 
shall operate to prevent the motion to recommit being made as 
provided in paragraph 4 of Rule XVI. 

f»7. No committee, except the Committee on Rules, shall sit 
during the sitting of the House without special leave. 

Rule XII. 

DELEGATES. 

1. The House shall elect from among the Delegates one addi- 
tional member on each of the following committees, viz : Coin- 
age, Weights, and Measures ; Agriculture ; Military Affairs ; the 
Post Office and Post Roads ; Public Lands ; Indian Affairs ; and 
Mines and Mining; and two on Territories; and they shall 
possess In their respective committees the same powers and 
privileges as in the House, and may make any motion except 
to reconsider. 

2. The Resident Commissioner to the United States from 
Porto Rico shall possess the same powers arid privileges as to 
committee service and in the House as are possessed by Dele- 
gates; and shall be competent to serve on the Committee on 
Insular Affairs as an additional member. 

RULB XIII. 
CALENDARS AND REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

1. There shall be three calendars, to which all business re- 
ported from committees shall be referred, viz: 

First. A Calendar of the Committee of the Whole House on 
the state of the Union, to which shall be referred bills raising 
revenue, general appropriation bills, and bills of a public char- 
acter directly or indirectly appropriating money or property. 

Second. A House Calendar, to which shall be referred all bills 
o* a public character not raising revenue nor directly or indi- 
rectly appropriating money or property. 

Third. A Calendar of the Committee of the Whole House, to 
which shall be referred all bills of a private character. 

2. All reports of committees, except as provided in clause 56 
of Rule XI, together with the views of the minority, shall be 
delivered to the Clerk for printing and reference to the proper 
calendar under the direction of the Speaker, in accordance with 
the foregoing clause, and the titles or subjects thereof shall be 
entered on the Journal and printed in the Record: Provided, 
That bills reported adversely shall be laid on the table, unless 
the committee reporting a bill at the time, or any Member 
within three days thereafter, shall request its reference to the 
Calendar, when it shall be referred as provided in clause 1 of 
this rule. 

3. After a bill which has been favorably reported shall be 
upon either the House or the Union Calendar any Member may 
hie with the Clerk a notice that he desires such a bill placed 
upon a special calendar, to be known as the "Calendar for 
Unanimous Consent." On days when it shall be in order to 
move to suspend the rules the Speaker shall, immediately after 
the approval of the Journal, direct the Clerk to call the bills 
which have been for three days upon the " Calendar for Unani- 
mous Consent." Should objection be made to the consideration 
of any bill so called, it shall Immediately be stricken from such 
calendar; but such bill may be restored to the calendar at the 
instance of the Member, and if again objected to, it shall be 
immediately stricken from such calendar, and shall not there- 
after be placed thereon : Provided, That the same bill shall not 
be called twice on the same legislative day. 

4. There shall also be a Calendar of Motions to Discharge 
Committees, as provided in clause 4 of Rule XXVII. 

5. Calendars shall be printed daily. 

Rule XIV. 

OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

1. When any Member desires to speak or deliver any matter to 
the House, he shall rise and respectfully address himself to 
44 Mr. Speaker," and on being recognized may address the House 
from any place on the floor or from the Clerk's desk, and shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, avoiding person- 
ality. 

2. When two or more Members rise at once the Speaker shall 
name the Member who is first to speak ; and no Member shall 
occupy more than one hour in debate on any question in the 
House or in committee, except as further provided in this rule. 

3. The Member reporting the measure under consideration 
from a committee may open and close, where general debate has 



1 been had thereon; and if It shall extend beyond one day he 
; shall be entitled to one hour to close, notwithstanding he may 
i have used an hour in opening. 

4. If any Member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any Member may, 'call 
him to order; in which case he shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted, on motion of another Member, to explain, and 
the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case without 
debate ; if the decision is in favor of the Member called to order, 

1 he shall be at liberty to proceed, but not otherwise ; and, if the 
case require it, he shall be liable to censure or such punishment 
: as the House may deem proper. 

5. If a Member is called to order for words spoken In debate, 
the Member calling him to order shall indicate the words ex- 
cepted to and they shall be taken down in writing at the Clerk's 
desk and read aloud to the House ; but he shall not be held to 
answer, nor be subject to the censure of the House therefor, if 
further debate or other business has intervened. 

6. No Member shall speak more than once to the same ques- 
tion without leave of the House, unless he be the mover, pro- 
poser, or introducer of the matter pending, in which case he 
shall be permitted to speak in reply, but not until every Member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

7. While the Speaker is putting a question or addressing the 
House no Member shall walk out of or across the Hall, nor, 
when a Member is speaking, pass between him and the Chair; 
and during the session of the House no Member shall wear his 
hat, or remain by the Clerk's desk during the call of the roll 
or the counting of ballots, or smoke upon the floor of the 
House ; and the Sergeant at Arms and Doorkeeper are charged 
with the strict enforcement of this clause. Neither shall any 
person be allowed to smoke upon the floor of the House at any 
time. 

Rule XV. 

I ON CALLS OF THE BOLL AND HOUSE. 

1. Upon every roll call the names of the Members shall be 
I called alphabetically by surname, except when two or more 

have the same surname, in which case the name of the State 
shall be added ; and if there be two such Members from the same 
State, the whole name shall be called; and after the roll has 
been once called, the Clerk shall call in their alphabetical order 
the names of those not voting ; and thereafter the Speaker shall 
not entertain a request to record a vote or announce a pair 
unless the Member's name has been noted under clause 3 of this 
rule. • 

2. In the absence of a quorum, 15 Members, including the 
! Speaker, if there is one, shall be authorized to compel the 

attendance of absent Members, and in all calls of the House the 

doors shall be closed, the names of the Members shall be called 

by the Clerk, and the absentees noted ; and those for whom no 

sufficient excuse is made may, by order of a majority of those 

present, be sent for and arrested, wherever they may be found, 

, by officers to be appointed by the Sergeant at Arms for that 

i purpose, and their attendance secured and retained; and the 

. House shall determine upon what condition they shall be dls- 

1 charged. Members who voluntarily appear shall, unless the 

1 House otherwise directs, be Immediately admitted to the Hall 

! of the House, and they shall report their names to the Clerk, 

! to be entered upon the Journal as present 

3. On the demand of any Member, or at the suggestion of the 
Speaker, the names of Members sufficient to make a quorum in 
the Hall of the House who do not vote shall .be noted by the 
Clerk and recorded in the Journal, and reported to the Speaker 
with the names of the Members voting, and be counted and an- 
nounced in determining the presence of a quorum to do 
business. 

4. Whenever a quorum fails to vote on any question, and a 
quorum is not present, and objection is made for that cause, 
unless the House shall adjourn, there shall be a call of the 
House and the Sergeant at Arms shall forthwith proceed to 
bring in absent Members, and the yeas and nays on the pending 
question shall at the same time be considered as ordered. The 
Clerk shall .call the roll, and each Member as he answers to his 
name may vote on the pending question, and, after the roll call 
is completed, each Member arrested shall be brought by the 
Sergeant at Arms before the House, whereupon he shall be 
noted as present, discharged from arrest, and given an oppor- 
tunity to vote, and his vote shall be recorded. If those voting 
on the question and those who are present and decline to vote 
shall together make a majority of the House, the Speaker shall 
declare that a quorum is constituted, and the pending question 
shall be decided as the majority of those voting shall appear. 
And thereupon further proceedings under the call shall be con- 
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sidered as dispensed with. At any time after the roll call hag 
been completed, the Speaker may entertain a motion to adjourn, 
if seconded by a majority of those present, to be ascertained by 
actual count by the Speaker ; and if the House adjourns, all pro- 
ceedings under this section shall be vacated. 

Rule XVI. 

ON MOTIONS, THEIR PRECEDENCE, ETC. 

1. Every motion made to the House and entertained by the 
Speaker shall be reduced to writing on the demand of any Mem- 
ber, and shall be entered on the Journal with the name of the 
Member making it, unless it is withdrawn the same day. 

2. When a motion has been made the Speaker shall state it 
or (1f it be in writing) cause it to be read aloud by the Clerk 
before being debated, and it shall then be in possession of the 
House, but may be withdrawn at any time before a decision or 
amendment. 

3. When any motion or proposition is made, the question, 
Will the House now consider it? shall not be put unless de- 
manded by a Member. 

4. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question 
(which motions shall be decided without debate), to postpone 
to a day certain, to refer, or to amend, or postpone indefinitely ; 
which several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing 
order; and no motion to postpone to a day certain, to refer, or 
to postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall be again allowed on 
the same day at the same stage of the question. After the 
previous question shall have been ordered on the passage of a 
bill or joint resolution, one motion to recommit shall be in order, 
and the Speaker shall give preference in recognition for such 
purpose to a Member who is opposed to the bill or joint reso- 
lution. 

5. The hour at which the House adjourns shall be entered on 
the Journal. 

6. On the demand of any Member before the question is put, 
a question shall be divided if it include propositions so distinct 
in substance that one being taken away a substantive proposi- 
tion shall remain. 

7. A motion to strike out and insert is indivisible, but a mo- 
tion to strike out being lost shall neither preclude amendment 
nor motion to strike out and insert ; and no motion or proposi- 
tion on a subject different from that under consideration shall 
be admitted under color of amendment. 

8. Pending a motion to suspend the rules, the Speaker may 
entertain one motion that the House adjourn; but after the 
result thereon Is announced he shall not entertain any other 
motion till the vote is taken on suspension. 

9. At any time after the reading of the Journal it shall be in 
order, by direction of the appropriate committees, to move that 
the House resolve itself into the Committee of the W r hole House 
on the state of the Union for the purpose of considering bills, 
raising revenue, or general appropriation bills. 

10. No dilatory motion shall be entertained by the Speaker. 

Rule XVII. 

PREVIOU8 QUESTION. 

1. There shall be a motion for the previous question, which, 
being ordered by a majority of Members voting, if a quorum be 
present, shall have the effect to cut off all debate and bring the 
House to a direct vote upon the immediate question or questions 
on which it has been asked and ordered. The previous question 
may be asked and ordered upon a single motion, a series of mo- 
tions allowable under the rules, or an amendment or amend- 
ments, or may be made to embrace all authorized motions or 
amendments, and include the bill to its passage or rejection. 
It shall be in order pending the motion for, or after the previous 
question shall have been ordered on its passage, for the Speaker 
to entertain and submit a motion to commit, with or without 
instructions, to a standing or select committee. 

2. A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous 
question is ordered, unless it shall appear upon an actual count 
by the Speaker that a quorum is not present 

3. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question, and pending such motion, shall 
be decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

Rule XVIII. 

BECON 8IDEBATION. 

1. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall 
be in order for any Member of the majority, on the same or suc- 



ceeding day, to move for the reconsideration thereof, and such 
motion shall take precedence of all other questions except the 
consideration of a conferenceTeport or a motion to adjourn, and 
shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without 
the consent of the House, and thereafter any Member may call 
it up for consideration : Provided, That such motion, if made 

1 during the last six days of a session, shall be disposed of when 

• made. 

| 2. No bill, petition, memorial, or resolution referred to a com- 

■ mittee, or reported therefrom for printing and recommitment, 
shall be brought back into the House on a motion to reconsider ; 

; and all bills, petitions, memorials, or resolutions reported from 

J a committee shall be accompanied by reports in writing, which 

i shall be printed. 

Rule XIX. 

OP AMENDMENTS. 

When a motion or proposition is under consideration a motion 
to amend and a motion to amend that amendment shall be. in 
order, and it shall also be In order to offer a further amendment 
by way of substitute, to which one amendment may be offered, 
but which shall not be voted on until the original matter is per- 
fected, but either may be withdrawn before amendment or deci- 
sion is had thereon. Amendments to the title of a bill or resolu- 
tion shall not be in order until after its passage, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

Rule XX. 

OF AMENDMENTS OF THE SENATE. 

Any amendment of the Senate to any House bill shall be sub- 
ject to the point of order that it shall first be considered in the 
Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union if, 
originating in the House, it would be subject to that point. 

Rule XXI. 

ON BILLS. 

1. Bills and joint resolutions on their passage shall be read 
the first time by title and the second time in full, when, if the 
previous question is ordered, the Speaker shall state the ques- 
tion to be: Shall the bill be engrossed and read a third time? 
and, if decided in the affirmative, It shall be read the third time 
by title, unless the reading in full is demanded by a Member, 
and the question shall then be put upon its passage. 

2. No appropriation shall be reported in any general appropri- 
ation bill, or be in order as an amendment thereto, for any ex- 
penditure not previously authorized by law, unless in continua- 
tion of appropriations for such public works and objects as are 
already in progress. Nor shall any provision in any such bill or 
amendment thereto changing existing law be In order, except 
such as being germane to the subject matter of the bill shall 
retrench expenditures by the reduction of the number and salary 
of the officers of the United States, by the reduction of the com- 
pensation of any person paid out of the Treasury of the United 
States, or by the reduction of amounts of money covered by the 
bill : Provided, That it shall be in order further to amend such 

1 bill upon the report of the committee or any joint commission 
authorized by law or the House Members of any such commis- 
! sion having jurisdiction of the subject matter of such amend- 
i ment, which amendment being germane to the subject matter of 
j the bill shall retrench expenditures. 

> 3. No amendment shall be In order to any bill affecting rev- 
, enue which is not germane to the subject matter in the bill ; nor 
I shall any amendment to any item of such bill be in order which 
! does not directly relate to the Item to which the amendment is 
proposed. 

4. No bill for the payment or adjudication of any private 
claim against the Government shall be referred, except by unan- 
imous consent, to any other than the following-named com- 
mitees, viz : To the Committee on Invalid Pensions, to the Com- 
mittee on Pensions, to the Committee on Claims, to the Com- 
mittee on War Claims, to the Committee on the Public Lands, 
and to the Committee on Accounts. 

Rule XXII. 

OF PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, BILLS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 

1. Members having petitions or memorials or bills of a private 
nature to present may deliver them to the Clerk, indorsing their 
names and the reference or disposition to be made thereof; and 
said petitions and memorials and bills of a private nature, ex- 
cept such as, in the judgment of the Speaker, are of an obscene 
or Insulting character, shall be entered on the Journal with the 
names of the Members presenting them, and the Clerk shall fur- 
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nish a transcript of such entry to the official reporters of de- j 
bates for publication in the Record. 

2. Any petition or memorial or private bill excluded under 
this rule shall be returned to the Member from whom it was 
received ; and petitions and private bills which have been inap- i 
propriately referred may, by the direction of the committee hav- 
ing possession of the same, be properly referred in the manner , 
originally presented; and an erroneous reference of a petition 
or private bill under this clause shall not confer jurisdiction 
upon the committee to consider or report the same. 

3. All other bills, memorials, and resolutions may, in like man- 
ner, be delivered, indorsed with the names of Members introduc- 
ing them, to the Speaker, to be by him referred, and the titles 
and references thereof and of all bills, resolutions, and docu- , 
ments referred under the rules shall be entered on the Journal 
and printed in the Record of the next day. and correction in case 
of error of reference may be made by the House, without debate, 
iu accordance with Rule XI, on any day immediately after the 
reading of the Journal, by unanimous consent, or on motion of a 
committee claiming jurisdiction, or on the report of the commit- 
tee to which the bill has been erroneously referred. 

4. When a bill, resolution, or memorial is introduced " by re- 
quest," these words shall be entered upon the Journal and 
printed in the Record. 

5. All resolutions of Inquiry addressed to the heads of execu- 
tive departments shall be reported to the House within one week | 



after presentation. 



Rule XXIII. 



OF COMMITTEES OF THE WHOLE HOUSE. 

1. In all cases, in forming a Committee of the Whole House, 
the Speaker shall leave his chair after appointing a Chairman to 
preside, who shall, in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct 
in the galleries or lobby, have power to cause the same to be 
cleared. 

2. Whenever a Committee of the Whole House or of the Whole 
House on the state of the Union finds itself without a quorum, 
which shall consist of 100 Members, the Chairman shall cause the 
roll to be called, and thereupon the committee shall rise, and 
the Chairman shall report the names of the absentees to the 
House, which shall be entered on the Journal ; but If on such call 
a quorum shall appear, the committee shall thereupon resume its 
sitting without further order of the House. 

3. All motions or propositions involving a tax or charge upon 
the people; all proceedings touching appropriations of money, 
or bills making appropriations of money or property, or requir- 
ing such appropriations to be made, or authorizing payments out 
of appropriations already made, or releasing any liability to the 
United States for money or property, or referring any claim to 
the Court of Claims, shall be first considered in a Committee of 
the Whole, and a point of order under this rule shall be good at 
any time before the consideration of a bill has commenced. 

4. In Committees of the Whole House business on their cal- 
endars may be taken up in regular order, or in such order as the 
committee may determine, unless the bill to be considered was 
determined by the House at the time of going into committee, 
but bills for raising revenue, general appropriation bills, and 
bills for the improvement of rivers and harbors shall have prece- 
dence. 

5. When general debate is closed by order of the House, any 
Member shall, be allowed five minutes to explain any amend- 
ment he may offer, after which the Member who shall first 
obtain the floor shall be allowed to speak five minutes in opposi- 
tion to it, and there shall be no further debate thereon, but the 
same privilege of debate shall be allowed in favor of and against 
any amendment that may be offered to an amendment; and 
neither an amendment nor an amendment te an amendment shall 
be withdrawn by the mover thereof unless by the unanimous con- 
sent of the committee. 

6. The committee may, by the vote of a majority of the mem- 
bers present, at any time after the five-minute debate has begun 
upon proposed amendments to any section or paragraph of a 
bill, close all debate upon such section or paragraph, or, at its 
election, upon the pending amendments only (which motion 
shall be decided without debate), but this shall not preclude 
further amendment, to be decided without debate. 

7. A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill shall 
have precedence of a motion to amend ; and, if carried, shall 
be considered equivalent to its rejection. Whenever a bill is 
reported from a Committee of the Whole with an adverse rec- 
ommendation and such recommendation is disagreed to by the 
House, the bill shall stand recommitted to the said committee 
without further action by the House; but before the question 
of concurrence is submitted it is in order to entertain a motion 
to refer the bill to any committee, with or without instructions, 



and when the same is again reported to the House it shall be 
referred to the Committee of the Whole without dej>ate. 

8. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be observed in 
Committees of the Whole House so far as they may be applicable. 

Rule XXIV 

ORDER OF BUSINE8S. 

1. The dally order of business shall "be as follows : 
First. Prayer by the Chaplain. 

Second. Reading and approval of the Journal. 

Third. Correction of reference of public bills. 

Fourth. Disposal of business on the Speaker's table. 

Fifth. Unfinished business. 

Sixth. The morning hour for the consideration of bills called 
up by committees. 

Seventh. Motions to go into Committee of the Whole House 
on the state of the Union. 

Eighth. Orders of the day. 

2. Business on the Speaker's table shall be disposed of as 
follows : 

Messages from the President shall be referred to the appro- 
priate committees without debate. Reports and communica- 
tions from heads of departments, and other communications ad- 
dressed to the House, and bills, resolutions, and messages from 
the Senate may be referred to the appropriate committees in 
the same manner and with the same right of correction as 
public bills presented by Members ; but House bills with Senate 
amendments which do not require consideration in a Commit- 
tee of the Whole may be at once disposed of as the House may 
determine, as may also Senate bills substantially the same as 
House bills already favorably reported by a committee of the 
House, and not required to be considered in Committee of the 
Whole, be disposed of in the same manner on motion directed 
to be made by such committee. 

3. The consideration of the unfinished business in which the 
House may be engaged at an adjournment, except business in 
the morning hour shall be resumed as soon as the business on 
the Speaker's table is finished, and at the same time each day 
thereafter until disposed of, and the consideration of all other 
unfinished business shall be resumed whenever the class of 
business to which it belongs shall be in order under the rules. 

4. After the unfinished business has been disposed of the 
Speaker shall call each standing committee in regular order, 
and then select committees, and each committee when named 
may call up for consideration any bill reported by it on a pre- 
vious day and on the House Calendar, and if the Speaker shall 
not complete the call of the committees before the House passes 
to other business, he shall resume the next call where he left 
off, giving preference to the last bill under consideration: Pro- 
vided, That whenever any committee shall have occupied the 
morning hour on two days it shall not be in order to call up 
any other bill until the other committees have been called in 
their turn. 

5. After one hour shall have been devoted to the considera- 
tion of bills called up by commutes, it shall be in order, pending 
consideration or discussion thereof, to entertain a motion to go 
into Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union ; 
or, when authorized by a committee, to go into the Committee 
of the Whole House on the state of the Union to consider a par- 

I ticular bill, to which motion one amendment only, designating 
another bill, may be made ; and if either motion be determined 
in the negative, it shall not be in order to make either motion 

j again until the disposal of the matter under consideration or 

I discussion. 

6. On Friday of each week, after the disposal of such business 
on the Speaker's table as requires reference only, it shall be in 
order to entertain a motion for the House to resolve itself into 

| Committee of the Whole House to consider business on the Pri- 
I vate Calendar in the following order : On the second and fourth 
I Fridays of each month preference shall be given to the consid- 
eration of private pension claims and bills removing political 
disabilities and bills removing the charge of desertion. On every 
Friday, except the second and fourth Fridays, the House shall 
give preference to the consideration of bills reported from the 
Committee on Claims and the Committee on War Claims, alter- 
nating between the two committees. 

7. On Wednesday of each week no business shall be in order 
except ns provided by paragraph 4 of this rule, unless the House 
by a two-thirds vote, on motion to dispense therewith, shall 
otherwise determine. On such a motion there may be debate not 
to exceed five minutes for and against. On a call of committees 
under this rule bills may be called up from either the House or 
the Union Calendar, excepting bills which are privileged under 
the rules ; but bills called up from the Union Calendar shall be 
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considered in Committee of the Whole House on the state of the 
Union. This rule shall not apply during the last two weeks of 
the session. It shall not be in order for the Speaker to enter- 
tain a motion for a reeess on any Wednesday, except during the 
last two weeks of the session : Provided, That not more than two 
hours of general debate shall be permitted on any measure called 
up on Calendar Wednesday, and all debate must be confined to 
the subject matter of the bill, the time to be equally divided 
between those for and against the bill : Protnded further, That 
whenever any committee shall have occupied two Wednesdays 
it shali not be in order, unless the House by a two-thirds vote 
shall otherwise determine, to consider any unfinished business 
previously called up by such committee, unless the previous 
question had been ordered thereon, upon any succeeding Wednes- 
day until the other committees have been called in their turn 
under this rule. 

8. The second and fourth Mondays in each month, after the 
disposal of such business on the Speaker's table as requires ref- 
erence only, shall, when claimed by the Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, be set apnrt for the consideration of such 
business as may be presented by said committee. 

Rule XXV. 

PRIORITY OF BUSINESS. 

All questions relating to the priority of business shall be de- 
cided by a majority without debate. 

Rulb XXVI. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS OF THE SESSION. 

All business before committees of the House at the end of one 
session shall be resumed at the commencement of the next ses- 
sion of the same Congress in the same manner as If no adjourn- 
ment had taken place. 

Rule XXVII. 

CHANGE OB SUSPENSION OF RULES. 

1. No rule shall be suspended except by a vote of two-thirds of 
the Members voting, a quorum being present; nor shall the 
Speaker entertain a motion to suspend the rules except on the 
first and third Mondays of each month, preference being given 
on the first Monday to individuals and on the third Monday to 
committees, and during the last six days of a session. 

2. All motions to suspend the rules shall, before being sub- 
mitted to the Hpuse, be seconded by a majority by tellers, if 
demanded. 

3. When a motion to suspend the rules has been seconded, it 
shall be in order before the final vote is taken thereon to debate 
the proposition to be voted upon for 40 minutes, one-half of 
such time to be given to debate in favor of and one-half to debate 
in opposition to such proposition ; and the same right of debate 
shall be allowed whenever the previous question has been ordered 
on any proposition on which there has been no debate. 

4. Any Member may present to the Clerk a motion in writing 
to discharge a committee from further consideration of any 
public bill or joint resolution which may have been referred to 
such committee 15 days prior thereto. All such motions shall 
be entered in the Journal and printed on a calendar to be 
known as a " Calendar of Motions to Discharge Committees." 
After the Unanimous Consent Calendar shall have been called 
on any Monday, and motions to suspend the rules have been 
disposed of, it shall be in order to call up any such motion 
which shall have been entered at least seven days prior thereto. 
Recognition for such motions shall be in the order in which 
they have been entered. When such motion shall be called up, 
the bill shall be read by title only prior to a second being or- 
dered by tellers, and no such motion shall be entertained as to a 
bill or joint resolution the title of which contains more than 100 
words ; after the reading of the bill by title the motion shall not 
be submitted to the House unless seconded by a majority by 
tellers ; if such motion fails of a second, it shall be immediately 
stricken from the calendar and shall not be thereafter placed 
thereon. If a second be ordered, debate on such motion shall be 
limited to 20 minutes, one-half thereof in favor of the proposi- 
tion and one-half in opposition thereto. Such motions shall re- 
quire for adoption an affirmative vote of a majority of the mem- 
bership of the House. Whenever such a motion shall prevail, 
the bill so taken from the consideration of a committee shall 
thereupon be placed upon its appropriate calendar, and upon 
call of the committee from which any bill has been so taken it 
may be called up for consideration by any Member prior to any 



bill reported by said committee at a date subsequent to the dis- 
charge of said committee: Provided, No Member shall have 
upon such calendar more than two motions at the same time. 

Rule XXVIII. 

CONFERENCE REPORTS. 

1. The presentation ol reports of committees of conference 
shah always be In order, except when the Journal is being read, 
while the roll is being called, or the House is dividing on any 
proposition. And there shall accompany every such report a de- 
tailed statement sufficiently explicit to inform the House what 
effect such amendments or propositions will have upon the 
measures to which they relate. 

2. It shall not be in order to consider the report of a com- 
mittee of conference until such report and the accompanying 
statement shall have been printed in the Record except on either 
of the six days preceding the end of a session. 

Rule XXIX. 

SECRET SESSION. 

Whenever confidential communications are received from the 
President of the United States, or whenever the Speaker or any 
Member shall inform the House that he has communications 
which he believes ought to be kept secret for the present, the 
House shall be cleared of all persons except the Members and 
officers thereof, and so continue during the reading of such com- 
munications, the debates and proceedings thereon, unless other- 
wise ordered by the House. 

Rule XXX. 

READING OF PAPERS. 

When the reading of a paper other than one upon which the 
House is called to give a final vote is demanded, and the same 
is objected to by any Member, it shall be determined without 
debate by a vote of the House. 

Rule XXXI. 1 

DRAWING OF SEATS. 

1. At the commencement of each Congress, immediatedly 
after the Members and Delegates are sworn in, the Clerk shall 
place in a box, prepared for that purpose, a number of small 
balls, of marble or other material, equal to the number of Mem- 
bers and Delegates, which balls shall be consecutively numbered 
and thoroughly intermingled, and at such hour as shall be fixed 
by the House for that purpose, by the hands of a page, draw 
said balls one by one from the box and announce the number as 
it is drawn, upon which announcement the Member or Dele- 
gate whose name on a numbered alphabetical list shall corre- 
spond with the number on the ball shall advance and choose 
his seat for the term for which he is elected. 

2. Before said drawing shall commence each seat shall be 
vacated and so remain until selected under this rule, and any 
seat having been selected shall be deemed forfeited if left un- 
occupied before the call of the roll is finished ; and whenever the 
seats of Members and Delegates shall have been drawn, no 
proposition for a second drawing shall be in order during that 
Congress. 

Rule XXXII. 

HALL OF THE HOUSE. 

The Hall of the House shall be used only for the legislative 
business of the House and for the caucus meetings of its Mem- 
bers, except upon occasions where the House by resolution agree 
to take part in any ceremonies to be observed therein ; and the 
Speaker shall not entertain a motion for the suspension of this 
rule. 

Rule XXXIII. 

OF ADMI8SION TO THE FLOOR. 

1. The persons hereinafter named, and none other, shall be 
admitted to the Hall of the House or rooms leading thereto, viz : 
The President and Vice President of the United States and their 
private secretaries, judges of the Supreme Court, Members of 
Congress and Members elect, contestants in election cases during 
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the pendency of their cases in the House, the Secretary and 
Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, heads of departments; foreign 
ministers, governors of States, the Superintendent of the Capitol 
Building and Grounds, the Librarian of Congress and his as- 
sistant in charge of the Law Library, the Resident Commissioner 
to the United States from Porto Rico, the Resident Commis- 
sioners from the Philippine Islands, such persons as have by 
name received the thanks of Congress, ex-Members of the House 
of Representatives, who are not interested in any claim or directly 
in any bill pending before Congress, and clerks of committees, 
when business from their committee is under consideration ; and 
it shall not be in order for the Speaker to entertain a request for 
the suspension of this rule or to present from the chair the 
request of any Member for unanimous consent. 

2. There shall be excluded at all times from the Hall of the 
House of Representatives and the cloakrooms all persons not 
entitled to the privilege of the floor during the session, except 
that until 15 minutes of the hour of the meeting of the House 
persons employed in its service, accredited members of the press 
entitled to admission to the press gallery, and other persons on 
request of Members, by card or in writing, may be admitted. 

Rule XXXIV. 

OF ADMISSION TO THE GALLERIES. 

The Speaker shall set aside a portion of the west gallery for 
the use of the President of the United States, the members of 
his Cabinet, justices of the Supreme Court, foreign ministers and 
suites, and the members of their respective families, and shall 
also set aside another portion of the same gallery for the accom- 
modation of persons to be admitted on the card of Members. 
The southerly half of the east gallery shall be assigned ex- 
clusively for the use of the families of Members of Congress, in 
which the Speaker shall control one bench, and on request of a 
Member the Speaker shall Issue a card of admission to his family, 
which shall include their visitors, and no other person shall be 
admitted to this section. 

Rule XXXV. 

OFFICIAL AND OTHEB REPORTEBS. 

1. The appointment and removal, for cause, of the official 
reporters of the House, including stenographers of committees, 
and the manner of the execution of their duties, shall be vested 
in the Speaker. 

2. Such portion of the gallery over the Speaker's chair as may 
be neceasary to accommodate representatives of the press wish- 
ing to report the debates and proceedings shall be set aside for 
their use, and reputable reporters and correspondents shall be 
admitted thereto under such regulations as the Speaker may from 
time to time prescribe ; and he may assign one seat on the floor 
to Associated Press reporters, one to the Sun Press Association, 
one to the United Press Association, one to the National News 
Association, one to the Central News Association of Ameri^, 
and one to the New York Herald Syndicate, and regulate the 
occupation of the same. And the Speaker may admit to the 
floor, under such regulations as he may prescribe, one additional 
representative of each press association. 

Rule XXXVI. 

PAY OF WITNESSES. 

The rule for paying witnesses subpoenaed to appear before 
the House or either of its committees shall be as follows: For 
each day a witness shall attend, the sum of $2 ; for each mile he 
shall travel in coming to and going from the place of examina- 
tion, the sum of 5 cents each way ; but nothing shall be paid for 
traveling when the witness has been .summoned at the place 
of trial. 
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PAPERS. 



The clerks of the several committees of the House shall, 
within three days after the final adjournment of a Congress, 
deliver to the Clerk of the House all bills, joint resolutions, peti- 
tions, and other papers referred to the committee, together with 
all evidence taken by such committee under the order of the 
House during the said Congress and not reported to the House ; 
and in the event of the failure or neglect of any clerk of a com- 
mittee to comply with this rule the Clerk of the House shall, 
within three days thereafter, take into his keeping all such 
papers and testimony. 

Rule XXXVIII. 

WITHDRAWAL OF PAPERS. 

No memorial or other paper presented to the House shall be 
withdrawn from its files without its leave, and if withdrawn 
therefrom certified copies thereof shall be left In the office of the 
Clerk ; but when an act may pass for the settlement of a claim 
the Clerk is authorized to transmit to the officer charged with 
the settlement thereof the papers on file in his office relating to 
such claim, or may loan temporarily to an officer or bureau of the 
executive departments any papers on file in his office relating to 
any matter pending before such officer or bureau, taking proper 
receipt therefor. 

Rule XXXIX. 

BALLOT. 

In all cases of ballot a majority of the votes given shall be* 
necessary to an election, and where there shall not be such a 
majority on the first ballot the ballots shall be repeated until a 
majority be obtained; and in all balloting blanks shall be re- 
jected and not taken into the count in enumeration of votes or 
reported by the tellers. 

Rule XL. 

messages. 

Messages received from the Senate and the President of the 
United States, giving notice of bills passed or approved, shall be 
entered in the Journal and published in the Record of that day's 
proceedings. 

Rule XLI. 

EXECUTIVE COMMUNICATIONS. 

Estimates of appropriations, and all other communications 
from the executive departments, intended for the consideration 
of any committees of the House, shall be addressed to the 
Speaker, and by him referred as provided by clause 2 of Rule 
XXIV. 

Rule XLII. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES. 

No person shall be an officer of the House, to continue in its 
employment, who shall be an agent for the prosecution of any 
claim against the Government, or be interested in such claim 
otherwise than as an original claimant ; and it shall be the duty 
of the Committee on Accounts to inquire into and report to the 
House any violation of this rule. 

Rule XLIII. 

JEFFERSON'S MANUAL. 

The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's 
Manual shall govern the House in all cases to which they are 
applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with the stand- 
ing rules and orders of the House and joint rules of the Senate 
and House of Representatives.

Mr. Pou. Mr. Speaker, by direction of the Committee on Rules 
I submit a privileged report, which I send to the Clerk's desk. 
" House resolution 487. 

"Resolved, That immediately upon the adoption of this resolu- 
tion the House shall resolve itself into the Committee of the 
Whole House on the state of the Union for the consideration of 
H. R. 13274; that the amendment reported by the committee 
shall be read and considered in lieu of the original bill ; that 
there shall be not exceeding three hours of general debate, to be 
equally divided between those supporting and those opposing the 
bill, which debate shall be confined to said bill, at the end of 
which time the bill shall be read for amendment under the five 
minute rule, and at the conclusion of such reading the com- 
mittee shall rise and report the bill to the House, together with 
the amendments, if any, whereupon the previous question shall 
be considered as ordered upon the bill and all amendments 
thereto to final passage without intervening motion except one 
motion to recommit" 

Mr. Little. Mr. Speaker, I make the point of order that this 
bill was erroneously referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs, which had no jurisdiction over it, and that the Com- 
mittee on Rules had no jurisdiction to report upon it at this 
stage and it is improperly before the House. 

The Speaker pro tempore. The Chair will hear the gentle- 
man. Let the Chair get exactly the point of order that is made 
by the gentleman from Kansas. 

Mr. Little. Mr. Speaker, the point I make is that this bill 
was improperly referred to the Committee on Military Affairs, 
which never acquired any jurisdiction of it, and that by the 
method of procedure employed as yet the Committee on Rules 
has acquired no jurisdiction of it and has no authority to pre- 
sent it here, and it can not be considered by the House as yet. 

The Speaker pro tempore. Well, now the Chair will state to 
the gentleman that the point of order on widen he would like 
to hear the gentleman from Kansas is as to the question of 
jurisdiction of the Committee on Rules. The other question 
can be determined later. 

Mr. Little. Mr. Speaker, that is the point to which I was ex- 
pecting to address myself. Section 4 of Rule XXI provides that 
no bill for the payment or adjudication of any private claim 
against the Government shall be sent to any committee other 
than four or five named there. The Committee on Military 
Affairs is not one of those committees. It is specifically omitted. 

For thatreason the Military Affairs Committee never ac- 
quired any jurisdiction of this bill. That committee could not 
rei>ort it to the House. It could not go to the Committee on 
Rules and that committee could not do any tiling about It The 
only connection it could have with it would be to send it back 
to the Speaker's table and request that it be referred to the 
proper committee, which would be the committee on Claims, the 
chairman of which agrees with me in the position I am taking 
here. 

Now, as to that point, that has been ruled on some time ago. 
I raised a similar point on the woman suffrage amendment, 
which was in a committee that was not entitled to jurisdiction, 
and the Chair held against me. The Chair evidently had not 
read 15 or 20 precedents the other way, to which my attention 
has now been directed. Hlnds> section 4382, says : 

" The erroneous reference of a private bill to a committee not 
entitled to jurisdiction does not confer It, and the point of order 
is good when the bill comes up either in the House or in the 
Committee of the Whole." 



The Speaker pro tempore. Will the gentleman permit the 
Chair for a moment V The Chair is not now called upon to deal 
with the proper reference of House bill 13274. That which is 
before the House at this time is the resolution reported from 
the Committee on Rules, House resolution 487. 

Mr. Little. It does not make any difference what the Rules 
Committee would do with it. It can not be reported, under this 
ruling, by the Military Affairs Committee anyway, and they 
could not have taken it to them. But to continue : 

"And it seems to the Chair that the only time when the ques- 
tion can be raised is when the bill is called up for consideration, 
because these bills are reported just as they are introduced, 
through the box, and they do not come to the attention of the 
Chair at all until they are called up for consideration. The 
Chair never sees them or knows anything of them, because they 
are not presented as are reports or public bills in the open House, 
but they come in through the box. 

" The Speaker also stated that when a point of order shall be 
made that a private bill on the calendar bad been reported by a 
committee not authorized to report the same, the Chair would, if 
the point be made before the consideration of the bill had been 
entered upon, direct that such bill be recommitted to the com- 
mittee improperly reporting it for appropriate action under the 
rules." 

This is section 4382 of Hinds' Precedents. 

On March 4, 1898, the House was in Committee of the Whole 
House considering the Private Calendar. They had passed from 
the House into the Committee of the Whole. Mr. Dalzell made 
the point of order that the bill was not properly within the 
jurisdiction of the Committee on War Claims, which had re- 
ported it, and the Chair held that it was not and that if the 
point was raised in the Committee of the Whole the Chair would 
have to rule that it had no place there. If this Committee on 
Rules should secure this rule and we should go into the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, I would still be at liberty to raise the point 
of order that the Committee of the Whole had no business to 
take this up, because nobody with any Jurisdiction had gotten 
to it yet. And it is perfectly plain that I am in proper time 
with this point of order. I have established, as I think, the fact 
that the Committee on Military Affairs had no jurisdiction and 
that I can raise the point now or in the Committee of the Whole, 
where it will have to go, I presume. Furthermore, the Com- 
mittee on Rules had no jurisdiction of it, the Commitee on Mili- 
tary Affairs had no jurisdiction of it, and had no authority to 
take it to the Committee on Rules. It should have gone to the 
Committee on Claims in the first place. If that committee had 
presented it to the Committee on Rules and the Committee on 
Rules had reported this rule there would be no objection to it. 

The Speaker pro tempore (Mr. Garrett of Tennessee). The 
immediate matter before the House is House resolution 487, pre- 
sented by the gentleman from North Carolina [Mr. Pou] as a 
report from the Committee on Rules. That resolution provides 
for the consideration of H. R. 13274. The gentleman from Kan- 
sas [Mr. Little] makes the point of order that the bill, when orig- 
inally introduced, was improperly referred, and, further, that 
because of the improper reference the Committee on Rules has 
no authority to bring In a resolution for its consideration. 

Upon the question whether it was improperly referred the 
Chair does not feel that it is now necessary to pass. That point 
would involve the question of whether it is a public bill or a pri- 
vate bill. The Chair has a very clearly defined Idea about the 
character of the bill, but so far as the immediate question before 
the Chair is concerned, it seems that the question is whether 
the Committee on Rules has the authority to report the resolu- 
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tlon that has been presented by the gentleman from North Caro- 
lina [Mr. Pou]. 

Paragraph 47 of Rule XI, touching the question of reference 
of resolutions, provides as follows : 

"All proposed action touching the rules, joint rules, and order 
of business shall be referred to the Committee on Rules." 

Then, paragraph 56 of Rule XI provides : 

"It shall always be in order to call up for consideration a 
report from the Committee on Rules, and pending the considera- 
tion thereof the Speaker may entertain one motion that the 
House adjourn ; but after the result is announced, he shall not 
entertain any other dilatory motion until the said report shall 
have been fully disposed of." 

Mr. Littu:. I do not mean to interrupt the Chair, but may I 
ask a question? Suppose a Member should introduce a bill and 
mark it " Referred to the Committee on Rules," and it should 
go to that committee; would the Committee on Rules acquire 
jurisdiction of it by that and have the right to bring in a rule 
about it? 

The Speaker pro tempore. The Committee on Rules is not a 
legislative committee. It is merely a procedure committee. This 
bill did not go to the Committee on Rules. That which the 
Committee on Rules has reported is a mere resolution providing 
for procedure. The only limitation laid upon the Committee on 
Rules by the general rules of the House is that which I now 
read: "The Committee on Rules shall not report any rule or 
order which shall provide that business under paragraph 7 of 
Rule XXIV shall be set aside by a vote of less than two-thirds 
of the Members present." That refers to the Calendar Wednes- 
day rule, " nor shall it report any rule or order which shall 
operate to prevent the motion to recommit being made as pro- 
vided in paragraph 4 of Rule XVI." 

Those two propositions are the only limitations placed by the 
general rules of the House upon the Committee on Rules in 
reporting orders of procedure. The Committee on Rules can 
report a resolution discharging any committee of the House 
from further consideration of any bill that has been referred 
to it, and providing that the bill shall be placed upon its passage. 
It always rests with the House whether it will adopt the rule 
reported by the Committee on Rules. The limitations upon the 
power of the Committee on Rules to report are the two that the 
Chair just read. 

This is a resolution of procedure. The Chair overrules the 
point of order. 

SATURDAY, MARCH 1, 1010. 

The House having under consideration the contested election 
en so of Britt r. Weaver, Mr. Watson of Virginia, by direction 
of the Committee on Elections No. 3, offered the following reso- 
lution : 

" Resolved, That Zebulon Weaver was elected a Member of 
this Congress and is entitled to his seat in this House." 

Mr. Powell. Mr. Speaker, I desire to offer the following sub- 
stitute for the resolution just read : 

" Resolved, That Zebulon Weaver was not elected a Repre- 
sentative in the Sixty-fifth Congress from the tenth congres- 
sional district of North Carolina and is not entitled to retain his 
seat therein. 

" Resolved, That Janies J. Britt was duly elected a Repre- 
sentative in the Sixty-fifth Congress from the tenth congres- 
sional district of North Carolina and is entitled to his seat 
therein." 

The Speaker. The vote is on the substitute offered by the 
gentleman from Iowa. 

The question was taken. 

The yeas and nays were ordered. 

The Speaker. The Clerk will call the roll. The question is on 
the substitute resolution offered by the gentleman from Iowa 
that Britt is entitled to his seat and Weaver is not. 

The question was taken ; and there were — yeas 182, nays 177, 
answered " present " 6, not voting 65, 

So the substitute resolution was agreed to. 

After recapitulation, 

The Speaker. The Chair will again announce the vote. The 
recapitulation of the vote, with the changes, makes the figures 
stand yeas 182, nays 177, present 5, and the substitute is 
carried. The gentleman from Virginia [Mr. Watson] moves to 
reconsider the vote by which the substitute was carried. 

The yeas and nays were ordered. 

The question was taken ; and there were — yeas 180, nays 177, 
answered " present " 2, not voting 71. 

A recapitulation was ordered. 

The Speaker. On this vote as corrected the yeas are 179, 
the nays are 176, present 2 ; the motion to reconsider is carried, 



and the question is on the substitute offered by the gentleman 
from Iowa [Mr. Dowell]. 

The Speaker, Those In favor of the substitute of the gentle- 
man from Iowa [Mr. Dowell 1 will answer yea, those opposed 
will answer nay, and the Clerk will call the roll. 

The question was taken ; and there were— yeas 185, nays 183, 
answered " present " 6, not voting 56. 

The Clerk recapitulated the vote. 

The result of the vote then was announced. 

The Speaker. The question now is on the Watson resolution 
as amended by the substitute offered by the gentleman from 
Iowa. 

The yeas and nays were ordered. 

The Speaker. All those in favor of the Watson resolution as 
amended by the substitute of the gentleman from Iowa will vote 
" aye " and those opposed will vote " no." 

The question was taken ; and there were — yeas 185, nays 182, 
answered " present " 6, not voting 57, 

A recapitulation was ordered. 

The Clerk recapitulated the names of those who voted. 

The Speaker. On this vote the yeas are 185, nays 182, pres- 
ent 6, and the resolution Is agreed to. 

Mr. Watson of Virginia. Mr. Speaker, I move to reconsider 
the vote by which the resolution was agreed to. 

Mr. Mann. I make the point of order that that motion is not 
in order. 

The Speaker. Why not? 

Mr. Mann. Mr. Speaker, the Manual says, and I think that 
is a correct statement of parliamentary law : 

"The motion to reconsider a vote on a proposition having 
been once agreed to, and the said vote having again been taken, 
a second motion to reconsider may not be made unless the 
nature of the proposition has been changed by amendments." 

The Speaker. The Chair will ask the gentleman a question. 
Does not he think this is entirely changed? 

Mr. Mann. Not at all. It is the same proposition, precisely. 
There is a good deal of question as to whether there was any 
necessity of having this vote, but the nature of the proposition 
has not been changed. It is precisely the same proposition 
which we considered before and upon which the vote was had 
after reconsideration, precisely. 

The Speaker. Is it not exactly crossways? 

Mr. Mann. No ; It is the same question precisely. How many 
times are we going to reconsider? I did not offer, when it 
looked as though the vote might be against us, to change my 
vote for the purpose of reconsidering, because I was satisfied 
that we had no right to a reconsideration after this vote under 
the rules, and I did not think — oh, I know the Speaker would 
not consider it from any partisan point of view, but there must 
be an end to all conflict. Even as It Is, we have had four or 
five votes upon the same proposition every time. It has only 
been one proposition voted upon in the House since we com- 
menced to call the roll. How many times have we had a roll 
call — four or five times, I am not sure which? It has been the 
same proposition, and now to say you can reconsider — of course, 
it is a different stage of the proceedings, but it is a different 
stage of the proceeding if you reconsider and have a vote over 
again. It Is a different stage, of proceeding. The question is 
whether It is the same proposition under the precedents, or 
whether it has been changed by amendment, and there has been 
no change made, not the crossing of a " t " or the dotting of an 
" i." We have voted upon the same proposition now at least 
four times. I do not think it is possible, under proper parlia- 
mentary procedure, to keep the House voting forever upon a 
proposition because on one vote it goes one way and on another 
vote it goes the other way. On that idea a gentleman of the 
House on the next vote might keep us bobbing back and forth 
here all night purposely in order to take up time. 

Mr. Phelan. Suppose a man on the first vote felt this way, 
that if either one of these men should get the seat it ought to be 
Britt. He may say I think neither one ought to have it, but if 
either man ought to have it it ought to be Britt, therefore on 
the first vote I will vote for Mr. Britt Now, when it comes to 
the second vote that man, without being in any way incon- 
sistent will vote against Mr. Britt because he does not want 
either man, which shows it is a different question involved in 
these two motions. 

Mr. Mann. There is no resolution pending here that Mr. 
Weaver was not elected. If this resolution does not carry, 
there is no way of preventing Mr. Weaver keeping his seat If 
this amendment does not prevail, there is no motion in order, 
and so Mr. Weaver was not elected. 

Mr. Saunders of Virginia. A very simple test, Mr. Speaker, 
will show how utterly fallacious is the contention of the gentle- 
man from Illinois [Mr. Mann]. If these propositions are the 
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same, tell me why the second vote? If the first- vote seated Mr. 
Britt, why was it necessary to take this second vote, and the 
fact that in order to seat him it was necessary to proceed to a 
second vote, absolutely demonstrates that the first vote was 
short of accomplishing the desired result. The first step in con- 
junction with a second Is necessary to seat the contestant One 
plus one is not the same thing, or equal to one. As to the 
argument that a Member can keep the House here all night by 
switching backward and forward, that suggestion is as falla- 
cious as the other contention of the gentleman from Illinois. 
If this switch fails to reconsider the pending proposition, Mr. 
Britt is absolutely and finally seated. This matter is thereby 
at once finally and fully disposed of. Hence there is no pos- 
sibility of keeping the House in session all night by the simple 
act of switching backward and forward. We could reconsider 
the vote on the first proposition, because that was a vote on a 
single, distinct proposition. We reconsidered it. The question 
then arose as to agreeing to the substitute. We agreed to it. 
But that did not seat Mr. Britt. If it did, why did not the 
House stop at that point? Plainly it was necessary to take 
another step. The House took the first step toward seating 
the contestant. We are now dealing with the second phase of 
the proposition, and one absolutely essential to the determina- 
tion of Mr. Britt's right to his seat. If we vote down this 
motion to reconsider, then, as I said a moment ago, that action 
will absolutely settle for all time all question of controversy in 
this situation. By refusing to reconsider Mr. Britt's right to a 
seat in this House will be finally established. 

Mr. Walsh. The first question before the House was the 
Dowell amendment in the nature of a substitute declaring that 
Mr. Britt was elected. The substitute was adopted. The, ques- 
tion then came upon the Watson motion as amended by the 
substitute, and that was exactly the same proposition to submit 
to the House; the Watson motion was amended, and it comes 
clearly within the rules cited by the gentleman, from Illinois 
[Mr. Mann]. Tou first voted upon the amendment and then 
voted upon the proposition as amended, and the House has 
never yet voted upon the Watson motion as a separate propo- 
sition. You are voting upon the same proposition both times; 
first, as an amendment and then on a motion amended. And so 
the motion to reconsider could not be made first upon the 
amendment, and after the amendment is adopted, taking the 
original proposition as amended, you could not then make an- 
other motion to reconsider that, because you are moving to 
reconsider the same proposition in another stage of parlia- 
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mentary procedure. And I submit that the substitute having 
been adopted, it comes within the rule cited by the gentleman 
from Illinois [Mr. Mann]. 

The Speaker. The point of order is overruled. 

Mr. Mann. Mr. Speaker, I respectfully appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Chair. 

The Speaker. The gentleman from Illinois appeals from the 
decision of the Chair. 

Mr. Foster. Mr. Speaker, I move to lay the appeal on the 
table.
